1 o the many Compilations published for the use of Schpolfl, 
it seemed expedient that a Selection should be added from the 
Bible. And with respect to tl\« propriety of 8electin^» where 
all is presumed to be escellenty it will not surely be denied by 
the judicious and impartial, that some parts of Holy Scripture 
are better adapted than others, to Ihe perusal of readers in the 
puerile age. 

it appears that the practice of initiating young people in read- 
ing by the New. and Old Testament, which was once universal, 
is rather on the decline ; and one reason of it may be, a disappro- 
bation of reading them, without discrimination, at a time 
when the understanding is immature. 

Bat while the New and Old Testament hav.e lost g^round in 
Schools, many trifling and uninteresting Books have supplied 
their place : books which impress idea^ but feebly, and which, 
if they are remembered, furnish the mind with little more than 
lumber. Even histories of Jesus Christ and of the Bible, con- 
veyed in the language of a poor writer, tend to debase subjects, 
which, in the sacred text, appear with an ur of native majesty. 

It is desirable that the more important maUer of Holy Writ 
should make an early impression, aiid be remembered for life j 
and it is therefore rig^t to let it be read, as in the days of our 
forefathers, during the course of early education, when all that 
is received is likely to be long retained. A sample once relished 
by the learner, may invite him m due time to feast upon tke 
whole.

And God remembered Noah and every living 
thing, and all the cdttle that waa with him in the ark :

2 The fountains also of the deep, 
and the windows of heaven were stopped, and the rain 
from heaven was restrained ; 3 And the waters re- 
turned from ofl" the earth continually : and after the 
end of the hundred and fifty days the waters were 
abated.

1 4 And in the second month, on the seven and twen- 
tieth day of the month, was the earth dried. 15 And 
God spake unto Noah, saying, 1 6 Go forth of the ark ; 
thou, and thy wife, and thy sons, and thy sons' wives 
with thee. 17 Bring'forth with thee every living thing 
that f« with thee, of all flesh ; doth of fowl, and of cat- 
tle, and of every creeping thing that creepeth upon 
the earth. 18 And Noah went forth, and his sons,* 
and his wife, and his sons' wives with him. 

20 And Noah builded an altar unto the Lord, and 
took of every clean beast, and of every clean fowl, and 
offered burnt-offerings on the altar.

3 Every moving thing that liveth shall 
be meat for you ; even as the green herb have I given 
you all things. 4 But flesh with the life thereof, which 
is the blood thereof, shall ye not eat.

And Abrai^i went up out of Egypt, he, and his 
Wife, and all that he had) and Lot with him, into the 
south. 2 And Abram was very rich in cattle, in 
silver, and in gold. 5 And Lot also, which went 
with Abram, had flocks, and herds, and tents. 6 And 
the land was not able to bear them, that they might 
dwell together : for their substance was great, so that 
they could not dwell together. 7 And there was a 
strife between the herdmen of Abram's cattle and the 
herdmen of Lot's cattle. And the Canaanite and the 
Perizzite dwelt then in the land. 

8 And Abram said unto Lot, Let there be po strifcy 
I pray thee, between me and thee, and between my ^ 
herdmen and thy herdmen : for we be brethren. 9 la 
not the whole land before thee ? Separate thyself, I 
pray thee, from rhe : if thou wilt take the left hand, 
then I will go to the right ; or if thou defiart to the right 
hand, then I will go to the left. 10 And Lot lifted 
up his eyes, and beheld all the plain of Jordan, that 
it wa« ./well watered every where, before the Lord 
destroyed Sodom .and Gomorrah, even as "the garden 
of the Lord, like the land of Egypt as thou comest 
unto Zoar. 1 1 Then Lot chose him all the plain 
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«f Jot'dan ; and Lot journeyed east: and they separated 
themselves the one from the other. 13 Abram dwelt 
In the land of Canaan, and Lot dwelt in the cities of 
the plain, and pitched his tent toward Sodom. 

14 And the Lord said unto Abram, after that Lot 
i/ras separated from him, Lift up now thine eyes, and 
look from the place where thou art, northward, and 
southward, and eastward, and westward : 1 5 For all 
the land which thou seest, to thee will I give it, and 
to thy seed for ever. 16 And I will make thy seed as 
the dust of the earth : so that if a man can number 
the dust of the earth, then shall thy seed also be num- 
bered. 17 Arise, walkthrough the land, in the length 
of it, and in the breadth of it ; for I will giv6 it unto thee. 
Chap. XVII. I. And the Lord appeared unto Abram, 
and said unto him, I am the Almighty God ; walk 
before me, and be thou perfect. 5. Neither shall thy 
name any more be called Abram ; but thy name shall 
be Abraham : for a father of many nations have I 
made thee.

fifty righteous that are therein ? 25 That be far from 
thee to do after this manner, to slay the righteous 
with the wicked ; and that the righteous should be as 
the wicked, that be far from thee. Shall not the 
Judge of all the earth do right ? 26 And the Lord 

. said, If I find in Sodom fifty righteous within the city, 
then I will spare all the place for their sakes. 27 And 
Abraham answered and said. Behold now, I have taken 

.upon me to speak unto the Lord, which am but dust 
and ashes : 28 Peradventure there shall lack five of 
the fifty righteous : wilt thou destroy all the city for 
lack of Ave ? Arid he said, If I^find there forty and five 
I will not destroy it.

And he 
said, Behold the fire and the wood ; but where t> the 
Iamb for a burnt-offering ? 8 And Abraham aaid, My 
son, God will provide himself a lamb for a bumt*offid^- 
ing T so they went both of them together. 

9 And they came to the place which God had told 
him of : and Abraham built an altar there, and laid the 
wood in order, and bound Isaac his son^ and laid him 
on the altar upon the wood. 10 And Abraham stretch- 
ed forth his hand, and took the knife to slay his aon.^ 
1 1 And the angel of the Lord called unto him out of 
heaven, and said, Abraham, Abraham 1 And he said, 
Here am I. 12 And he said. Lay not thine hand upon 
the lad, i>either do thou any thing unto him ; for now 
I know that thou fearest God, seeing thou hast not 
with-held thy son, thine only son, from me.

more-than all his brethren, they hated him, and could not 
speak peaceably unto him. 5 And Joseph dreamed a 
dream, and he told it his "brethren : and they hated him 
yet the more.

and bring me word again. So he sent him out of the 
vale of Hebron, and he came to Shechem. 15 And a 
certain man found him, and behold, he tvas wandering 
in the field : and the man asked him, saying, What 
seekest thou ? 1 6 And he said, I seek my brethren : 
tell me, I pray th^e, where they feed their flocks ? 
\7 And the man said, They are departed hence : for 
I heard them say. Let us go to Oothan. And Josephi^ 
went after his brethren, and found them in Dothan. ^^^F^ 

V% And when they saw him afar ofl^, even before he 
came near unto them, they conspired against him to 
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slay him. 1% And they said one to another, Behold, 
this dreamer cometh. 20 Come now thercfore> and 
let us slay him, and cast him into some pit, and we 
will say, some evil beast hath devoured him : and we 
shall see what will become of his dreams. 3 1 And 
Reuben heard ir, and he delivered him out of their 
hands; and ssdd, Let us not kill him. 

22 And Reuben said unto them, Shed no blood, but 
cast him into this pit that ia in the wilderness, and lay 
np hand upon him ; thafhe might rid him out of their 
hands, to deliver him to his father again. 23 And it 
came to pass when Joseph was come unto his brethren, 
that they stript Joseph out of his coat, Aia coat of many 
colours that was on him : 24 And they took him, and 
cast him into a' pit : and the pit wai empty, i/tere wom 
no water in it. 25 And they sat down to eat bread ; 
and they lift up their eyes and looked, and behold a 
company of IshmeeliteS came from Gilead, with their 
camels bearing spicery, and balm, and nyrrh, going 
to carry it down to Egypt. 

26 And Judah said unto his brethren. What profit U it 
if we slay our brother, and conceal his blood ? 27 Come, 
and let us sell him to the Ishmeelites, and let not our 
hand be upon him ; for he is our brother, and our flesh : 
and his brethren were content. 28 Then there passed 
by Midianites merchant-men : and they drew and lift u]^ 
Joseph out of the pit, and sold Joseph to the Ishmeeji- 
ites for twenty fiieces of silver : and they brought Jo- 
seph into Egypt. 29 And Reuben returned unto the 
pit; and behold, Joseph was not in the pit: and he 
rent his clothes. SO And he returned unto his breth- 
ren, and said, The cMkl is not ; and I, whither shall I 
go? 

SI And they took Joseph's coat, an<l killed a kid of 
the goats, and dipped th^ coat in the bipod : 32 And 
they sent the coot oimany colours, and they brought tl^ 
to their father ; and said. This have w& found : know 
now whether it be thy son^s coat or iio ? 33? And he- 
knew it, and saidr It is my son's coat ; an evil beast hath:

CHAPTER XXXIX. 
JOSEPH SUFFERETH WRONG. 

And Joseph was brought down to Egypt; and^ 
Potiphar, an officer of Pharaoh, captain of the guards 
an Egyptian, bought him of the hand of the Ishmeelites, 
which had brought him down thither. 2 And the Lord 
was with Joseph, and he was a "prosperous man ; and he 
was in the house of his master the Egyptian v 3 And hi^ 
master saw that the Lord xvas with him, and that the 
Lord made all that he did to prosper in hia hand* 
4 And Joseph found grace in his sight, and he served 
him : and he made him overseer over his house, and 
all ihaf he had he put into his hand. 

5 And it came to pass from the time that he had 
Tn^tde him overseer in his house, and over all that he 
had, that the Lord blessed the Egyptian's house for Jo- 
seph's sake : and the blessing of the Lord was upon all 
that he hady in the house, and in the field. 6 And he 
left all that he had in Joseph's hand ; and he knew not 
ought he had, save the bread which he did eai: and 
Joseph was a goodly fierson^ and well-favoured. 7 And 
it came to pass after these things, that his master'» 
wife cast her eyes upon Joseph ^ and [would have sedu- 
ced him.] S But he refused, and said unto his master's 
wife, Behold, my master wotteth not what is with, me 
in the house, and he hath conamitted all that he hath to 
my hand. 9 How then can I do this great wickedness, 
And sin against God ? 17 And she spake unto his lord 
according to these words, saying, The Hebrew servant . 
which thou hast brought unto us, came in unto il^e t^ 
mock me ; i8 And it came to pass» as I lift iip my

voice and cried, that }ie left his garment with ine» and 
fled out. 19 And it came to pass, when his master 
heard the words of his wife, which she spake unto him^ 
saying, After this manner did thy servant unto me ;

20 And Joseph's master took him, and put him into 
the prison, a place where the king's prisoners vftrt 
bound : and he: i^ras there in the prison. 2 1 But the 
Lord was with Joseph, and shewed him mercj, and 
gave him favour in the sight of the keeper of the prison. 
22 And the keeper of the prison committed to Joseph's 
hand all the prisoners that vfcre in the pris<ui : and what- 
soever they did there, he was the doer qf it. 33 The 
keeper of the prison looked not to any thing that wa« 
under his hand ; because the Lord vklm with him : and 
that which he did, the Lord made it to prosper. 

CHAPTER XL. 
JOSEPH INTERFEETETH BREAMS. 

And it came to pass after these things, that the 
butler bf the king of Egypt and hiM baker had offended 
their lord, the king orEgypt. 2 And Pharaoh was wroth 
against two of his officers, against the chief of the but- 
lers, and against the chief of the bakers. 3 And he put 
them in ward in the house of the captain of the guard, 
into the prison, the place where Joseph was bound. 
4 And the captain of the guard charged Joseph with 
them, and he served them : and they continued a sea- 
son in the ward. 

5 And they dreamed a dream, both of them, each 
man his dream in one night» each man according to the 
interpretation of his dream : the butler and the baker 
of the king of Egypt, which were bound in the prison. 
6 And Joseph came in unto them in the morning, and 
looked upon them, and behold, they vtere sad. 7 And 
he asked Pharaoh's officers that noere with him in the 
ward of his lord's house, saying, Wherefore look ye «o 
sadly to-day ? 8 And they said unto him. We have 
dreamed a dream>^ and there w no interpreter of it*^ 
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And Joseph said unto them, Do not interpretations 
belong to God ? tell me them^ I pray you. 

9 AM the chief butler told his dream to Joseph, and 
said unto him, In niy dream, behold, a vine waa before 
me. 10 And in the vine w<pr<? three branches: and it 
v)a9 as though it budded, a??^ her blossoms shot forth ; 
and the clusters thereof brought forth ripe grapes: 
1 1 And Pharaoh's cup vma in my hand : and I took 
the grapes, and pressed them into Pharaoh's cup, and 
I gave the cup into Pharaoh's hand. 1 2 And Joseph 
said unto him, This ia the interpretation of it : the 
three branches arc three days : 1 S Yet within three 
days shall Pharaoh lift up thine head, and restore thee 
unto thy place : and thou shalt deliver Pharaoh's cup 
into his hand, after the former manner when thou wast 
his butler. 

14 But think on me when it shall be well with thee, 
and shew kindness, I pray thee, unto me ; and make 
mention of me unto Pharaoh, and bring me out of this 
house. 15 For indeed I was stolen away out of the 
land of the Hebrews : and here also have I done 
nothing that they should put me into the dungeon. 

16 When the chief baker saw that the interpretation 
was good, he said unto Joseph, I also nvaa in my dream, 
and behold, 1 had three white baskets on my head : 

17 And in the uppermost basket there was of all man- 
ner of bake -meats for Pharaoh : and the birds did eat 
them out of the basket upon my head. 

'1 8 And Joseph answered, and said, This2> the inter- 
pretation thereof : the three baskets are three days : 
19 Yet withki three days shall Pharaoh lift up thy head 
from off thee, and shall hang thee oil a tree : and the 
birds shall eat thy flesh from off tliee. 20 And it came 
to-pass the third day, ttfhich wa* Pharaoh's birtli-day, 
that he made a feast unto all his servants : and he lift- 
ed up the head of the chief butler and of the chief baker 
among his servants. 2 1 And he restored the chief but- 
ler unto his butlership again : and he gave the cup int©- 
Pharaoh's hand. 22 But he hanged the chief baker ; 
as Joseph had interpreted to them. 23 Yet did not 
the chief butler remember Joseph, but fergat him*^ ^

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CHAPTER XLI. 
JOSEPH IS ADVANCED. 



And It came to pass at the end of two full years^ 
that Pharaoh dreamed^^and heboid, he stood by the river. 
2 And behold, there came up out of the river seven 
well-favoured kine, and fat-ileshed : and they fed in a 
meadow. 3 And behold, seven other kine came up 
after them out of the river, ill-favoured and lean-flesh- 
ed : and stood by the other kine upon the brink of the 
river. 4 And the. ill-favoured and lean-fieshed kine 
did eat up the seven well-favoured and fat kine. So 
Pharaoh awoke. 

5 And he slept, and dreamed the second time, and 
^ behold, seven ears of com came up upon one stalk, rank 
and good. 6 And behold, seven thin ears, and blasted 
with the east-wind, sprung up after them. 7 And the 
seven thin ears devoured the seven rank and full ears : 
and Pharaoh awoke, and behold, // v^aa a dream. 8 And 
it came to pass in ^he morning that his spirit was trou- 
bled : and he sent and called for all the magicians of 
Egypt, atid all the wise men thereof: and Pharaoh told 
them his dream ; but there wa9 none that could inter- 
pret them unto Pharaoh. 

9 Then spake the chief butler unto Pharaoh, saying, 

I do remember my faults this day. 10 Pharaoh was 
wroth with his servants, and put me in ward in the cap- 
tain of the guard's house, both me, and the chief baker. 

I I And we dreamed a dream in one night,! and he, we 
dreamed each man according to the interpretation of his 
dream. 12 And there was there with us a young maUf 
an Hebrew, servant to the caj>tain of the guard : and 
we told him, and he interpreted to us our dreams ; to 
each'man according to his dream he did interpret. 

13 And it came to pass, as he interpreted to us, so 
it was : me he restored unto mine office, and him he 
hanged. 1 4 Then Pharaoh sent and called Joseph, and 
they brought him hastily out of the dungeon ; and he 
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shaved himaelfy and chWig;ed his raiment, and came In 
unto Pharaoh. 15 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, I 
have dreamed a dream, and there i^ none that can inter- 
pret it : and I have heard say of thee, that thou canst 
understand a dream to interpret it. 16 And Joseph 
answered Pharaoh, saying, // is not in me ; God shall 
give Pharaoh an answer of peace. 

17 And Pharaoh. said unto Joseph, In my dream,^ 
behold, I stood upon the bank of the river. 1 8 And 
behold, there came up out of the river seven kine, fat- 
fleshed and well-favoured ; and they fed in a meadow. 
19 And behold, seven other kine came up after them, 
poor and very ill-favoured, and lean-fleshed, such as I 
never saw in all the land of Egypt for badness. 20 Ahd 
the lean and the ill-favoured kine did eat up the first 
seven fat kine. 3 1 And when they had eaten them up, 
it could not be known that they had eaten them;, but 
they vfere sdll ill-favoured, as at the beginning. So I 
awoke. ' 

22 And I saw in my dream, and behold, seven ears 
came up in one stalk, full and good. 23 And behold, 
seven ears, withered, thin, and blasted with the east- 
wind, sprung up after them. 24 And the thin earn 
devoured the seven good ears : and I told tliia unto the 
magicians ; but there was none that could declare it 
unto me. 25 And Joseph said unto Pharaoh, the dream 
of Pharaoh is pne : God hath shewed Pharaoh what ho 
19 about to do. 

26 The seven good kine are seven years ; and the 
seven good ears are seven years ; the dream is one. 
27 And the seven thin and ill-favoured kine that came 
up after them, are seven years : and the seven empty 
ears blasted with the east-wind, shall be seven years 
of famine. 28 This u the thing which I have spokeiv 
unto Pharaoh. What God ia about to do, he sheweth 
unto Pharaoh. 29 Behold, there come seven years of 
great plenty throughout all the land of Egypt. 

'SO And there shall arise after them seven years of 
famine ; and all the plenty shall be forgotten in the 
land of Egypt ; and the famine shall consume the land^. 
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3 1 And the plenty shall not be known in the landy by . 
reason of that famine following : for it ahail be very • 
grievous. 32 And for that the dream was doubled 
unto Pharaoh twice ; it ia because the thing U esta- 
blished.by God, and God will shortly bring it to pass. 
33 Now therefore let Pharaoh look out a man discreet 
and Vise, and set him over the land of Egypt. 

34 Let Pharaoh do thUy and \et him appoint officers 
over the land, and tal^e ap the fifth part of the land of 
Egypt in the seven plenteous years. 35 And let them 
gather all the food of those good years that come, and 
lay up corn under the hand of Pharaoh, and let them 
keep food in the cities. 36 And that food shall be for 
store to the land against the seven years of famine, 
which shall be in the land of Egypt ; that the land 
perish not through the famine. 37 And the thing was 
good in the eyes of Pharaoh, and in the eyes of all his 
servants. 

38 And Pharaoh said unto his servants, Can we find 
such a one as this /«, a man in whom the Spirit of God 
ia ? 39 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, Forasmuch as 
God hath shewed thee all this, there ia none so discreet 
and wise as thou art : 40 Thou shalt be over my house, 
and according unto thy word shall all my people be 
ruled ; only in the throne will I be greater than thou. 
4 1 And Pharaoh s^d unto Joseph, See* I have set thea 
over all the land of Egypt. 42 And Pharaoh took off 
his ring from his hand, and put it upon Joseph's hand, 
and arrayed him in vestures of fine linen, and put a 
gold chain about his neck. 43 And he made him xa 
ride in the second chariot which he had ; and they 
cried before him, Bow the knee ; and he made him 
ruler over all the land of Egypt. 

47 And in the seven plenteous years the earth brought 
forth by handfuls. 48 And he gathered up all the food 
of the seven years which were in the land of Egypt, and 
laid up the food in the cities : the food of the field which 
waa round about every city laid he up in the same. 
49 And Joseph gathered corn as the sand of the sea, 
very much, until he left numbering : for it vma without 
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number. 53 And the seven years of plenteousness 
that was in the land of Egypt were ended. 

54 And the seven years of dearth began to come, 
according as Joseph had said : and the dearth was in 
all lands ; but in all the land of Egypt there was bread. 
55 And when all the land of Egypt was famished, the 
people cried to Pharaoh for bread : and Pharaoh said 
unto all the Egyptians, Go unto Joseph ; what he saith 
to you, do. 56 And the famine was over all the face 
of the earth. And Joseph opened all the store-houses, 
and sold unto the Egyptians, and the famine waxed 
sore in the land of Egypf. 57 And all countries came 
int6 Egypt to Joseph for to buy corn ; because that the 
famine was ao sore in all lands. 

CHAPTER XLU. 

Joseph's brethren distressed. 

Now when Jacob saw that there was corn In 
Egypt, Jacob said unto his sons. Why do ye look one 
up6n another ? 2 And he said, Behold, I have heard 
that there is com in Egypt ; get ye down thither, and 
buy for us from Jhence, that we may live, and not die. 
3 And Joseph's ten brethren went down to buy com 
in Egypt. 4 But Benjamin, Joseph's brother, Jacob 
«ent not with his brethren ; for he said, Lest perad- 
venture mischief b'efal him. 5 And the sons of Israel 
came to buy corn among those that <^me: for the 
famine was in the land of Canaan. 

6 And Joseph was the governor over the land, and be 
U was that sold to all the people of the land : and Jo- 
seph's brethren came and bowed down themselves be- 
fore himt vfUh their faces to the earth. ^ 7 And Joseph 
saw his brethren, and he knew them, but made himself 
strange unto them, and spake roughly unto them ; and 
he said unto them, Whence come ye ? and they said. 
From the land of Canaan to buy food. 8 And Joseph 
knew his brethren, but they knew not him. 9 And 
Joseph remembered the dreams which he dreamed of 
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Ihem, and v^d unto them, Ye are spies; to tee the 
nakedness of the land ye are come. 

10 And they said unto him, Nay, my lord, but to buy 
food are thy servants come. 1 1 We are all one man's 
sons; we are true men, thy servants are no spies. 
12 And he said unto them, Nay, but to see the naked- 
ness of the land ye are come. ;13 And they said. Thy 
servants are twelve brethren, the sons of one man in 
the land of Canaan^; and behold, the youngest » this 
day with our father, and one » not. 14 And Joseph 
said unto them, That it it that I spake unto youy say- 
.ing, Ye are spies.. 

1 6 Send one of you, and let him fetch your bro- 
ther, and ye shall be kept in prison, that your words 
may be proved, whether there he any truth in you : 

17 And he put them altogether into ward three days. 

18 And Joseph said unto them the third day. This do, 
andtlive : for I fear God. 19 If ye be true men, let 
one of your brethren be bound in the house of your 
prison : go ye, carry com for the famine of your 
houses. 20 But bring your youngest brother unto 
me : so shall your words be verified, and ye shall not 
die. And they did so. 

2 1 And they said one to another, ,Wc are verily 
guilty concerning our brother, in that we saw the 
anguish of his soul, when he besought us, and we 
would not hear« therefore is this distress come upon 
us. 22 And Reuben answered them, saying. Spake 
I not unto you, saying, Do not sin against the child ; 
and ye would not hear ? therefore behold also, his 
blood is required. 23 And they knew not that Joseph 
understood them ; for he spake unto them by an inter- 
preter. 24 And he turned himself about from them, 
and wept : and turned to tliem again, and communed

3 And Judah 
spake unto him, saying, The man didjsolemnly protest 
unto us, saying, Ye shall not see my face, except your

your brother be with you. 

6 And Israel gaid, Wherefore dealt ye bo ill with

have ye another brother ? and we told him according 
to the tenor of these words : could we certainly know 
that he would say, Bring your brother down ? 8 And 
Judah said unto Israel his father^ Send the lad with me» 
and we will arise and go : that we may live and not die» 
both we, and thou, and also our little ones : 9 I will 
be surety for him ; of my hand shalt thou require him s 
if I bring him not unto thee, and set him before thee* 
then let me bear the blame for ever. 

1 1 And their father Israel said unto them, if it mtue 
be so now, do this ; take of the best fruits of the land 
in your vessels, and carry down the man<a pre^nt, a 
little balm, and 'a little honey, spices, and myrrh^ nutSy 
and almonds; 13 And take double money in your 
hand : and the money that was brought again in the 
mouth of your sacksy carry it again in your hand; 
peradventure it was an oversight 13 Take also your 
brother, and arise, go again unto the man : 14 And 
God Almighty give you mercy liefore the man, that 
he may send away your other brother, and Benjamin : 
If I be bereaved of my children^ I am bereaved, 

15 And the men took that present, and they took 
double money in their lyind, and Benjamin ; and rose 
up, and went down to Egypt, and stood before Joseph. 
16 And when Joseph saw Benjamin with them, he 
said to the ruler of his house. Bring these men home» 
• and slay, and make ready ; for these men shall dine 
with me at noon. 17 And the man did. as Joseph 
bade ; and the man brought the men into Josqph'cr 
hotise. 18 And the men were afraid, because they 
were brought into Joseph's house ; and they aud. Be* 
cause of the money that was returned in our sacks at 
the first time are we brought in : that he may leck 
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occasion against us, and fall upon us, and take us for 
bondmen, and our asses. 

19 And they came near to the steward of Joseph's 
house, and they communed with him at -the door of 
the house, 20 And said, O sir, we came indeed down 
at the first time to buy food. 2 1 And it came to pass 
when we came to tlie inn, that we opened our sacks, 
and behold, every man's money was in the mouth of 
his sack, our money in full weight : and we have 
brought it ^gain in our hand. 22 And other money 
have we brought down in our hands to buy food : we 
cannot tell who put our money in our sacks.' 

23 And he said. Peace be to you, fear not : your 
God, and, the God of your father, hath given you trea- 
sure in your* sacks. I had your money. And he brought 
Simeon out unto them. 24 And the man brought the 
men intp Joseph's house, and gave them water, and 
they washed their feet : and he gave their asses pro- 
vender. 25 And they made ready tfie present against 
Joseph came at .noon : for they heard that they should 
,eat bread there. 26 And when Joseph came homey 
they brought him the present which was in their hand 
into the house, and bowed themselves to him to the 
earth. ^7 And he asked them of their welfare, and 
said, /« your father well, the old man of whom y& 
spake ? is he yet alive ? 

28 And they answered, Thy servant our father /« 
in good health, he is yet alive ; and they bowed down 
their heads, and made obeisance. ^.29 And he lift up 
his eyes, and saw his brother Benjamin, his mother's 
son, and said. Is this your younger brother, of whom 
ye spake unto me ? and he said, God be gracious unto 
thee, my son. 30 And Joseph made haste; for his 
bowels did yearn upon his brother: and he s6ught 
where to weep ; and he entered into his chamber, and 
wept there. 34 And he took aiid sent messes unio 
them from before him ; but Benjamin's mess was five 
times so much as any of their's. And they drank, and

JL HEN Joseph could not refrain himself before 
all them that stood by him : and he cried) Cause everv 
man to go out from me : and there stood no man wltn 
him, while Joseph made himself known unto his bre* 
thren. 2 And he wept aloud : and the Egyptians and 
the house of Pharaoh heard. 3 And Joseph said unto 
his brethren, I am Joseph ; doth my father yet live ? 
and his brethren could not answer him : for they were 
troubled at his presence^ 4 And Joseph said unto hit 
brethren, Come near to me, I pray you ;* and they came 
pear : and he said I am Joseph your brother, whom ye 
aold into Egypt. 

5 Now therefore be not grieved, nor angry with 
yourselves, that ye sold me hither ; for God did send 
me before you to preserve life. 6 For these two years 
nath the famine been in the land : and yet there are five 
years, in the which there shall neither be earing nor 
harvest. 7 And God sent me before you to preserve 
you a posterity in^the earth, and to save your lives by 
a great deliverance. 8 So now it wa« not you thfU 
sent me hither, but God; and he hath made me a 
father to Pharaoh, and lord of all his house, and a ruler 
throughout all the land of Egypt. 

9 Haste ye, an4 go up to my father, and say unto 
, him, Thus saitti. thy son Joseph, God hath made me 
lord of all Egypt: cpme down onto me, tarry not. 
10 And thou'shalt dwell in the land of Goshen, and 
^ thou shalt be near unto me, thou and thy children, and 
thy children's children, and thy flocks, and thy herdsy 
and all that thou hast. 1 1 And there will I nourish 
thee : (for yet there are five years of famine ;) lest 
thou and thy household, and all that thou hast come to 
poverty, l^ And behold, your eyes see, and the 
eyes of my brother Benjamin, that tV i> my mouth that 
speaketh unto you. 
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13 And ye shall tell my father of all my glory in 
Egypt) and of all that ye have seen : and ye shall haste, 
and bring down my fatli%r hither. 1 4 And he fell up- 
on his brother Benjamin's neck, and wept ; and Ben- 
jamin wept upon his neck. 1 5 Moreover he kissed ' 
all his brethren, and w'ept upon them : and after that 
his brethren talked with him. 1 6 And the fame thereof 
was heard in Pharaoh's house, saying, Joseph's bre- 
thren are come : and it pleased Pharaoh well, and his 
servants. 

17 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, Say unto thy 
brethren, This do ye : lade your beasts, and go, , get 
ye into the land of Canaan ; 1 8 And take your father, 
and your households, and come unto me, and I will 
give you the good of the land of Egypt, and ye shall 
eat the fat of the land. 19 Now thou art commanded, 
this do ye ; take ye waggons out of the land of Egypt 
for your little ones, and for your wives, and bring your 
father, and come. 20 Also regard not your stuff, for 
the good of aU the land of Egypt is yours. 

2 1 And the children of Israel did so : and Joseph 
gave them waggons according to the commandment of 
Pharaoh, and gave them provision for the way. 22 To 
all of them he gave each man changes of raiment : but 
to Benjamin he gave three hundred fiiecea of silver, 
land five changes of raiment. 23 And to his tather he 
sent after this manner $ ten asses laden with the good 
things of Egypt, and ten she-asses laden with corn and 
bread and meat for his father by the way. 24 So he 
sent his brethren away^ and they departed : and he 
said unto them. See that ye. fall no> out by the way. 

25 And they went up out of Egypt, and came into 
the land of Canaan unto Jacob their father, 26 And 
told him, saying, Joseph is yet alive, and, he is gover- 
nor over all the land of Egypt. And Jacob's heart 
fainted, for he believed them not.

2 And God spake 
unto Israel in the .visions of the night, and said, Jacob, 
Jacob ; and he said, here am I. 3 And he said, I am 
God, the God of thy father : fear not to %o down into 
Egypt, for I will there make of thee a great nation.

men of acUvity amongst them, then make them rulers 
over my cattle. 7 And Joseph brought in Jacob his 
lather, and set him before Pharaoh : and.Jacob blessed 
Pharaoh. 8 And Pharaoh said unto Jacob, How old 
mn fhou ? 9 And Jacob said unto Pharaoh The days 
of the years of my pilgrimage are an hundred and 
thirty years; few and evil have the days of the years of 
ny Ufe been) and have not attained unto the days of 
the years of the life of my fethers in the days of their 
pilgtimage. 10 And Jacob blessed Pharaoh, and went 
out from before Pharaoh. 

I I And Jos^h placed his fether, and his brethren, 
and geve them a possession in jLhe land of Egypt, in the 
best of the landi in the land of Rameses, as Pharaoh 
hid commanded. 1 3 And Joseph nourished his father, 
and his brethreni and all his father's household, with 
bteadi according to tkeir femilies. 38 .And Jacob lived 
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in the land of Egypt seventeen years s so the whole 
age of Jacob was an hundred forty and seven years. 
29 And the time drew, nigh that Israel must die: 
and he called his son Joseph, and said unto him, If now 
I have found grace in thy sight, put, I pray thee, thy 
hand under my thigh, and deal kindly and truly with 
me ; bury me not, I pray nhee, in Egypt : 30 BiH I 
will lie with my fathers, and thou shah carry me out of 
^&7Pt> *"d bury* me in their burying-place : and he 
said, I will do as thou hast said. 

CHAP. XLVIII. 

Jacob's sickness. 

A.ND it came to pass after these things, that 
•ne told Joseph, Behold, thy father is sick : and he took 
with him his two sons, Mana^seb alid Ephraim. 2 And 
f>ne told Jacob, and said, Behold thy son Joseph cometh 
unto thee : and Israel strengthened himself, and sat 
upon the bed. 8 And Israel beheld Joseph's sons, and 
said, Who are these ? 9 And Joseph said unto his 
fether. They are my sons, whom God hath given me 
in this place : and he said. Bring them, I pray tbeey 
unto me, and I will bless .them. 10 Now the eyes of 
Israel were dim for age, 'so that he could not see : and 
he brought the'm near unto him ; and he kissed th^mt 
and embraced them. 

1 1 And Israel said unto Joseph, I had not thought to 
see thy face : and lo, God hath shewed me also thy 
seed. 12 And Jodeph brought them out from between 
his knees, and he bowed himself with his face to the 
earth. 15 And he blessed Joseph, and said, God be- 
fore whom my fathers Abraham aiid Isaac did walk) 
the God which fed me all my life long unto this dayt 
16 The an^el which redeemed me from all evil, bless 
the lads ; and let my name be named on them, and the 
name of my fathers Abraham and Isaac : and let them. 
grow into' a multitude in the midst of the earth. 

17 And when Joseph saw that his father ladd his 
right hand upon the head of Ephraim, it displeased 
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him ; ^nd he held up his father's hand, to remove it 
from Ephraim's head unto Manasseh's head. 18 And 
Joseph said unto his father, Not so, my father : for 
this ia the first-bom ; put thy right hand upon his 
bead. 19 And his father refused, and said, I know «V, 
my son, I know it: he also shajl become a peopfe, and 
he also shall be great : but truly his younger brother 
shall be greater than he, and his seed shall become a 
multitude. of nations. 20 And he-blessed them that 
day, saying. In thee shall Israel bless, saying, God 
mkke thee as Ephraim, and as Manasseh : and he set 
Ephraim belbre Manasseh. 2 1 And Israel said unto 
Joseph, Behold, I die : but God shall be with you, 
and bring you again unto the land of your fathers. 
22 Moreover, I have given to thee one portion above 
thy brethren, which I took out of the hand of the Amo- 
rite with my s\^ord and with my bow. 

CHAPTER XLIX. . 
JACOBUS BLES&INa OK HIS SONS. 

And Jacobs called unto his sons, and said. Gather 
yourselves together, that I may teil you that which 
shall befisd you in the last days. 2 Gather yourselves 
together, and hear, ye sons of Jacob ; and hearken unto 
Isri^l your father. 3 Reuben, thou art my first-born, 
my might and the beginning of my strength, the 
excellency of dignity, and the excellency of power, 
4 Unstable as water, thou shalt not excel. 5 Simeon ^ 
and Xevi are brethren : instruments of cruelty are in 
their habitations : 6 O my soul, come not thou into 
their secret; unto their assembly, mine honour, be 
not thou united ; for in their an'ger they slew a man, 
and in their self-will they digged down a wall. 7 Curs- 
ed be their anger, for it was fierce ; and their wrath, 
for it was cruel. 

8 Judah, thou azt he whom thy brethren shall praise ; 
thy hand shiiU be in A© neck of thf thine enemies : 
thy father's children shall bow down before thee. 
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9 Jttdah U a lion's whelp : from the preyy mj sqii} 
thou art gone up ; he stooped dowD) he couched at 
a lion, and as an old lion : who shall rouse him up ? 

10 The sceptre shall not depart from Judah, nor a 
law-giver from between his feet, until Shiloh come : 
and unto him ahall the gathering of the people be. 

1 1 Binding his foal unto the vine, and his ass's colt 
unto the choice vine ; he washed his garments in wine» 
and his-clothes in the blood of grapes. 13 His eyes 

sAa/l be red with wine, and his teeth white with milk. 

13 Zebulun shall dwell at the haven of the sea; and 
he 9kall be for an haven of ships : and his border bHoU 
be unto Zidon. 14 Issachar U a strong ass, couching 
down between two burdens : 1 5 And he saw thitt rest 
vme good, and the land that it waa pleasant ; and 
bowed his shoulder to bear, and became a servant 
unto tribute. 16 Dan shall judge his people, as one 
of the tribes of Israel. 17 Dan shall be a serpent by 
the way, an adder in the path ; that biteth the horse- 
heels, so that his rider shall fall backward. 18 I 
have waited for thy salvation, O Lord. 

1 9 Gad, a troop shall overcome him : but he shall 
overcome at the last. 20 Out of Asher his bread ahall 
be fat, and he shall yield royal dainties. 21 Naph- 
tali i« a Wnd let loose :• he giveth goodly words. 
22 Joseph is a fruitful bough, even 9i fruitful bough by 
a well ; whose branches run over the wall. 23 The 
archers have sorely grieved him, and shot at hinty 
and hated him. 24 But his bow abode in strength, 
and the arms of his hands were made strong by the 
hands of the mighty God of Jacob : from thence U 
the shepherd the stone of Israel. 

2 5 £ven by the God of thy father, who shall help 
thee, and by the Almighty, who shall bless thee with 
blessings of heaven above, blessings of the deep that 
lieth under : 26 The blessings of thy father have 
prevailed above the blessings of my progenitor^, unto 
the utmost bound of the everlasting hills : they shall 
be on the head of Joseph, and on the crown of the 
head of him 'that was separate from his brethren. 
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2r Benjamin shall raven a* a wolf; in the morning he 
fihall devour the prey, and at night he shall divide the 
spoil. 28 All these are the twelve tribes of Isarel: 
and this is it that their father spake unto them, and 
blessed them ; every one according to his blessing he 
blessed them. 

29 And he charged them, and said unto them, I 
am to be gathered Unto my people : bury me with my 
fathers in the cave that is in the field of Ephron the 
Hittite. 30 In the cave that is in the field of Mach- 
pelah, which is before Mam re, in the land of Canaan, 
which Abraham bought with the field of Ephron the 
Hittite, for a possession of a burying-place. 3 1 There 
they buried Abraham and Sarah his wife ; therp they 
buried Isaac and Rebekah his wife ; and there I buried 
,Xeah. 32 The purchase of the field and of the cave 
that w therein, was from the children of Heth. 33 And 
when Jacob had made an end of commanding his sons, 
he gathered lip his feet into the bed, and yielded up the 
ghoftt^ and was gathered unto his people. 

CHAPTER L. 

Joseph's death. 

And Joseph fell upon his father's face, and 
wept upon him, and kissed him. 2 And Joseph com- 
manded his servants the physicians to embalm his 
father; and the physicians embalmed Israel. 3 And 
forty days'were fulfilled for him (for so are fulfilled the 
days of those which are embalmed :) and the Egyp- 
tians mourned for him threescore and ten days. 4 And 
when the days of his mourning were past, Joseph 
spake unto the house of Pharaoh, saying, If now I have 
found grace in your eyes, speak, I pray you, in the 
ears of Pharaoh, saying, ^ My father made me swear, 
saying, Lo, I die : in my grave which I have digged 
for me in the land of Canaan, there shalt thou bury 
me. Now therefore let me go up, I pray thee, and 
bury my father, and I will come again. 6 And 
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Pharaoh tsdd) Go \ip and bury thy father, according at 
he made thee swear. 

7 And Joseph went up to bury his feiher ; and 
with him went up all the servants of Pharaoh, the 
elders of his house, / and all the elders of the land 
of Egypt. 8 And all the house of Joseph, and his 
brethren, and his father's bouse t only their little ones, 
and their flocks, and their herds they left in the land 
,of Goshen. 12 And his sons did unto him according 
as he commanded them. 13 For his sons carried him 
into the land of Canaan, and buried him in the cave' 
of the field of Machpelah» which Abraham bought 
with the field, for a possession of a burying-place^ 
of Ephron the Hittite, before Mamre. 

14 And Joseph returned into Egypt, he and his 
brethren, and all that went up with him to bury his 
father, after he had buried his father. 15 And when 
Joseph's brethren saw that their father was dead, they 
said, Joseph will peradventure hate us, and will cer- 
tainly requite us all the evil which we did unto him. 

16 And they sent a messenger unto Joseph, saying. 
Thy father did command before he died, saying, 

17 So shall ye say unto Joseph, Forgive, I pray thee 
now, the trespass of thy brethren, and their sin $ for 
they did unto thee evil : and now, we pray thee, for- 
give the trespass of the servants of the God of thy 
father. And Joseph wept when they spake unto him. 

18 And his brethren also went and fell down before 
his fadfe : and they said, Behold, we 6e thy servants. 
19 And Joseph said unto them, Fear not : for am I in 
the place of God ? 2D But as for you, ye thought evii 
against me : 6ut God meant it unto good, to bring to 
pass, ^s It ia this day, to save much people afive. 
21 Now therefore fear ye not:, I will nourish you, 
and your little ones. And he comforted them, and 
spake kindly unto them. 

22 And Joseph dwelt in Egypt, he and his father's 

house : and Joseph lived an hundred, and ten years. 

23 And Jpse^Ii saw Ephraim's children of the third 

generation: the children also of Machir, the son 'of

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Manasseh) were brought up upon Joseph's kn«es. 
?4 And Joseph said unto his brethren, I die : and God 
will surely visit you, and bring you out of this land, unto 
the land which he sware to Abraham, to Isaac, and to 
Jacob. 25 And Joseph took an oath of the children 
of Israel, saying, God will surely visit you, and ye 
shall can7 up my bones from hence. 26 So Joseph 
died, being an hundred and ten years old : and they 
embalmed him, and he was put in a coffin in Egypt.

3 If ye walk in my statutes, and keep my com- 
mandments, and do them^ 4 Then I. will give^ you 
rain indue season, and the land shall yield horincrease» 
und the trees of the field shall yield their fruit. 6 And 
I will give peace in the land, and ye shall lie downy 
and none shall make you afraid :^aDd I will rid evil 
beasts out of the land, neither shall the swoixl go 
through your land. 1 li And I will set my tabernacle 
among you : and my soul shall not abhor you. 12 And 
I will walk among .you, and will be your God, and y« 
shall be my people. 13 I am the Lord, your God, 
which brought you forth out of the land of Egypt, that 
ye should not be their bond-men ; and I. have broken 
Uie bands>0f your yoke, and made you go upright. 

H But if ye will not hearken unto me,And will not 
do all these commandments; 15 And if ye shall 
despise my statutes, or if your soul abhor my judg-^ 
ments, so fhat ye will. i\ot do all^my commandmentSi^ 
but that ye break my, covenant : 16 1 also will do this 
unto you ; Twill even, appoint over you terror, con- 
sumption, and the burning ague, that shall consume 
the eyes, and cause, sorrow of heart : and ye shall sow 
your seed in vain ; for your enemiies shall eat it. 1 9 And 
i will break the pride of your power ; and I will make 
your heaven as iron, and your earth as brass. 20 And 
your strength shall be spent in vain ; for your land 
shall not yield her increase, neither shall the trees of 
the hind yield their fruits. ^ 
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CHAPTER XXII. 
STORT OF BALAAM. 

And the children of Israel set forward, and 
pitched in the plains of Moab, on this side Jordan by 
Jericho. 3 And Moab \ras sore afraid of the people^ 
because they* werr many: and Moab was distressed 
because of the children of Israel. 4 And Balak the 
son of Zippor tvag king of the Moabites at that time. 
5 He sent messengers therefore unto Balaam the son 
of Beor, to Pethor, which is by the river of the land of 
the children of his people, to call him, saying, Behold, 
there is a people come out from Egypt : behold, they 
cover the face of the earth, and they abide over against 
me. 6 Come now therefore, I pray thee, curse me 
this people ; for they are too mighty for me : perad* 
venture I shall prevail, tAat we may smite them, and 
that I may drive them out of ^e land : for I wot that 
he whom thou blcssest is bleared, and he whom thou 
cursesty is cursed. 

7 And the elders of Moab and the elders of Midijn 
departed, with the rewards of divination in their hand ; 
and they came unto Balaam, and spake unto him 
the words of Balak. 8 And he said unto thorn, Lod'^e 
here this night, and I will bring you word again as 
the Lord shall speak unto me. And the princes of 
Moab abode with Balaam. 12 And God said unto 
Balaam, Thou shalt not go with them, thou shalt not 
curse the people : for they are blessed. 1 3 And Ba- 
laam rose up in the morning, and said unto the princes 
of Balak, Get ye into your land : for the Lord refus.- 
eth to give me leave to go with you. 14 And the 
princes of Moab rose up, and they went unto Balak, 
and said, Balaam refuseth to come with us. 

15 And Balak sent yet again princes, more, and 
more hoii6urable than they. 16 And they came 
to Balaam, and said to him. Thus saith Balak the son 
ef Zippor, Let nothing, I pray thee, hinder thee fwxm

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coming unto- mc: IT For I will promote thee nnto* 
very great honour, and I will do whatsoever thou 
sayest unto me. Come therefore, I pray thee, curse- 
me this people. 18 And Balaam answered and said 
unto the servants of Balak, If Balak would give me 
his house full of silver and gold, I cannot go beyond 
the word of the Lord my God, to do less or more^ 
1 9 Now therefore, I pray you, tarry ye also here thi» 
night, that I may know what the Lord will say unto, 
me more. 20 And God came unto Balaam at nighty 
and suid. unto V him. If the men come to call thee, rise 
w^yand go with them ; but yet the word which I shall 
say unto thee, that shalt thou do. 

33 And Balaam said unto Balak, Lo, I am come 
imto thee : hdve i now any power at all to say any 
thing ? the word that God putteth in my mouth, that 
shall I speak. 41 And it came to pass on the morrow^ 
that Balak took Bafas^m, and brought him up into the 
high places of Baal,. that thence he mig;ht see the ut- 
most fiart of 1 the people..

^ ,^ND he took up his parable, and said, Balak 
the king of Moab hath brought me from Aram, out of 
4he mountains of the east, sayings Come, curse me 
Jacob, and come, defy IsraeL 8 How shall I curse, 
whom God hath notcursed ? or how shall Idefy^wAonk 
the Lord hath not defied ? 9 For from the top of the 
rocks L see him, and from the hills I beiiold him : lo, 
the people shall dwell alone, and shall not be reckoned 
apiong the nations. 10 Who can count the dust of 
facob, and the number of the fourth fiarl of Israel ?• 
Let me die the death of the rightftous> and l^t 4my last 
end be like his ! 

1 1 And Balak said unto Balaam, What has| thou done 
unto me ? I took thee to curse mine enemies, and, be- 
Uold, thou hast blessed (hem altogether. 13 And he 
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answered and said, Must I not take heed to speak that 
which the Lord hath put in my mouth ? 13 And Balak 
said unto him, Come, I pi;ay thee, with me unto another 
place, from whence thou mayest sec them : thou ahalt 
see but the utmost part of them, and shalt not see them 
all : And curse me them from thence. 14 And he 
brought him into the held of Zophim, to the top of 
Pisgah, and bvalt seven alurs, and offered a bullock 
and a ram on every ^Uar, 15 And he said unto Balak) 
Stand here by tJiy bumt*ofiering, while I meet the 
LORD yonder. 

18 And he took up his parable, and said» Rise up» 
Balak, and hear ; hearken unto me, thou son of Zippor :. 
19 God M not a man. that he should lie ; neither the 
son of man^ that he should repent : hath he said, and 
shall he not do it ? or hath he spoken> and shall he not 
make it good I 20 Behold, I have received command- 
ment to bless ; and he hath blessed i and I cannot 
reverse it. 2 1 He bath not beheld iniquity in Jacob* 
neither hath he seen perverseness in Israel : the Lord 
his God is with him, and the shout of a king i> among 
them. 22 God brought them out of Egypt ; he hath 
as it were the strength of an unicorn. 

23 Surely there is no inchantment against Jacob, 
neither is there any divination against Israel : accord* 
ing to this time it shall be said of Jacob and of Israel^ 
What hath God wrought? 24 Behold^ the people 
shall rise up as a gi^eat lion, and lift up himself as a 
young lion ^ he shall not lie down until he eat of the 
prey, and drink the blood of the slain. 25 And Balak 
said unto Balaam, Neither curse them at all) nor bless 
them at all. 26 But Balaam answered and said unto 
Balak> Told not I thee, saying. All that the Lord 
speaketh, that I must do ? 27 And Balak said unto^ 
Balaam, Come, I pray thee, I will bring thee unto an-" 
other place : peradventure it will please God, that thou*, 
may^e&t cui^se me them from thence. 
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CHAPTER XX^V. 

Balaam's prophecy. 

And when Balaam saw that it pleased the 
Lord to bless Israel, he went not as at other timee, to 
seek for inchantments, but he set his face toward the 
wilderness. 2 And Balaam lift up his eyes, and he 
saw Israel abiding in his tents according to their 
tribes ; and the Spirit of God came upon him. 3 And 
he took up his parable, and said, Balaam the son of 
Beor hath said, and the man whose eyes are open hath - 
said : 4 He hath said, which heard the words of 
God, which saw the vision of the Almighty* falling 
into a trance^ but having his eyes open. 5 How 
goodly are thy tents, O Jacob, and thy tabernacles, O 
Israel ! 

6 As the vallies are they spread forth, as gardens 
by the river's side, as the trees of lign-aloes which the 
Lord hath planted, and as cedar-trees beside the wa- 
ters, t He shall pour the water put of his buckets, 
and his seed shall be in many waters, and his king shall 
be higher than Agag, and his kingdom shall be exalt* 
ed. 8 God brought him forth out of Egypt, he hath 
as it were the strength of an unicorn : he shall eat up 
the nations his enemies, and shall break their boiies, 
and pierce them through with arro\vs. 9 He couchedr 
he lay down as a lion, and as a great lion : who shall 
stir him up? Blessed is he that blesseth thee, and 
cursed is he that curseth thee* 

10 And Balak's anger was kindled against Balaam, 
and he smote his hands together : and Balak said unto 
Balaam, I called thee to curse mine enemies, and be- 
hold, thou hast altogether blessed them these three 
times. 1 1 Therefore now flee thou to thy place : I 
thought to promote thee unto great honour, but lo, the 
Lord hath kept thee back from honour. 1 2 And Ba- 
laam said unto Balak, Spake I not also to thy mes- 
sengers which thou sentestunto me, saying, 13 If Ba- 
lak would give me his house full of silver and gold, I 
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eannot go beyond the commaDd^uentof the Lord, to do 
either good or bad of mine own mind ; but what the Lord 
saith, that will I speak ? If And now* behold) I go 
unto my people ; come thertfort^ and I will advertise 
thee what this people sbair do to thy people in the 
latter days. 

1 5 And he took up his parable, and said, Balaam the 
son of Beor hath said, and the man whose eyes are open 
hath said : 1 6 He hath said, which heard the words 
of God, and knew the knowledge of the Most High, 
which saw the vision of the Almighty, falling into a 
trance^ but having his eyes open : 17 1 shall see him, 
but not now ; I shall behofd him, but not nigh : there 
shall come a Star out of Jacob, and a Sceptre shall rise 
out of Israel, and shall smite the comers of Moab, and- 
destroy all the children of Sheth. 18 And Edom shall 
be a possession, Seir also shall be a possession for his 
enemies, and Israel shall do valiantly. 19 Out of 
Jacob shall come he that shall have dominioD, and 
shall destroy him that remaineth of the city. 

20 And when he looked on Amalek, he took up his 
parable, and said, Amalek waa the first of the nations, 
but his latter end ehali be that he perish for ever. 
2 1 And he looked on the Kenites ; and took up 
his parable, and said, Strong is thy dwelling-place, and 
thou puttest thy nist in a rock. 2^ Nevertheless, the 
Kenite shall be wasted until Ashur shall Carry thee 
away captive. 23 And he took up his parable, and 
said, Alas, who shall live when God doeth this ! 
24 And ships shall come from the coast of Chittim^ 
and shall afflict Asliur, and shall afflict Eber, and he 
also shall perish for ever. 25 And Balaam rose up,.and 
went and returned to his place ; and Balak also, went 
his way.

And Moses cs^Ued aU Israel and said unto them^

nant with us in Horeb. 3 The Lord made not this 
covenant with our fathers, but with us, even*\xsy who are 
all of us here alive this day. 4 The Lord talked with you 
face to face in the mount, out of the midst of the fire.

7 And thou shalt teach them 
diligently unto thy children, and shalt talk of them when 
thou sittest in thine house, and when thou walkest by the 
way, and when thou liest down, and when thou riiesl up. 
8 And thou shalt bind them for a 8ig;n upon thine hand, 
and they shall be as frontlets between thine eyes. 9 And 
thou shalt write them upon the posts of thy house, and 
on thy gates. 14 Ye shall not go after other gods, of the 
gods of the people ivhich are round about jwx ; 1 5 (Fdir 
the Lord thy God i» a jealous God among you ;) lest the 
anger of the Lord thy God be kindled against thee, and 
destroy thee from off the face of the earth. 

20 And when thy son asketh thee in time to come, 
saying, What viean the testimonies, and the statutes, and 
theLJudgraents, which the Lord our God bath commanded 
your -2-1 Then thou shalt say unto thy son, We • were 
Pharaoh's bond-men in Egypt, and the Lord brought us 
out of Egypt with a mighty hand. 22 And the Lord 
shewed signs and wonders, great and sore, upon Egypt, 
upon Pharaoh, and upon all his household, before our 
eyes : 23 And he brought us out from thence, that he 
might bring us in, to give us the land which he sware 
unto our fathers. 24 And the Lord commanded us to 
do all these statutes, to fear the Lord our God, for our 
good always, that he might preserve us alive, as it U at 
this day. 25 And it shall be our righteousness, if we 
observe to do all these commandments before the Lord 
our God, as he hath commanded us. 

CHAP. XVI. 

THE PASSOVER. 

./ Observe the montli of Abib, and keep the pass- 
-oTser unto the Lord thy God: for in the month of Abib 
the Lord thy God brought thee forth out of Egypt by 
night. 2 ThovK shalt therefore sacrifice the passover 
unto the Lo^jd thy God, of the flock and the herd, in the 
t>lace'Which the Lord shall choose to place his name there.

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3 Thou sbalt eat no leuvened bre^ad with it; seven drcy% 
shaltthou eat unleavened bread therewith; <fve« the bre^kfl 
•of affliction ; (for thou earnest forth out o*f the land of 
Egypt in haste ;) that thou inayest remember the day whe» 
thou earnest forth out of the land of Egypt all the days of 
tby life. 8 Six days thou shalt eat unleavened bread : anfl 
on the seventh day shall be a «ol*mn assembly to the 
Lord thy God ; thou shalt do no work therein, 

16 Three times in a year shall all thy males appear 
before the Lord thy God in the place which he shall 
choose ; in the feast of unleavened bread, and in the feast 
of weeks, and in the feast of tabernacles : and they shall 
not appear before the Lord empty : 17 Every man shall 
give as he is able, according to the blessing of the Lord 
thy God which he hath given thee. 1 8 Judges and offi- 
cers shalt thou make thee in all thy gates which the Lord 
ihy Got! giveth thee throughout thy tribes: and they

Give ear, O ye heavens, and I will speJkk; and 
hear, O earth, the words of my mouth. 2 My doctrine 
shall drop as the rain, my speech shall distil as the dew ; 
as the small rain upon the teixler herb, arid as the showers 
upon the grass : 3 Because I will publish the naip€ of the 
Lord ; ascribe ye greatness unto our-God. A>^tie is the 
Rock, hb worit is perfect ; for all Ms ways' arff judgment*: 
a God of truth^and witU^ut iniquity, just andrigiK /« he. 
5 They have corinipted themselves ; their spot is not the 
sfiot of his children: /Ary are a perverse ^and . crooked 
:generation. 6 Do ye thus requite th*.Lord ? O fooKsJi 
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^leople and unwise ? »r not he thy father tfuii hath bought 
thee ? hath be not made thee, and established thee ? 

7 Remember the days •of old, consider the years of 
many generations? ask thy father, and he will shew thee ^ 
thy elders, and they will tell thee. S When the Most 
High divided to the nations their inheritance, when he 
separated the sons of Adam, he set the bounds of the 
people according to the mimber of the children of l«raeU 
9 For the Lonf s poition is his people ; Jacob is the lot of 
his inheritance. 10 He found him in a desert land, and 
ui the waste howling wilderness 4 he led him about, he 
instructed him, he kept him as the apple of his eye. 

11 As an eagle siiiTeth up her nest, fluttereth over 
her young, spreadeth abroad her wings, taketh them, 
beareth them on her ^ings ; 12 So the Lord alone did 
lead him, and there was no strange god with him. 13 He 
made him ride on the high places of the earth, that he 
might eat the increase of the fields ; and he made him to 
suck honey out of the rock, and oil out ef the 'flinty rock ; 
1 4 Butter of kine, and milk of sheep, with fat of lambs, 
and rams of the breed of Bnchan, and goats, with the fut 
of kidneys of wiveat ; andlhou didst drink the pure blood 
of the grape. 

15 But Jeshuran waxed fat, and kicked : thou art wax* 
en fat, thou art grown thick, thou art covered tvith fat- 
ness : then he forsook God vMck made him, and lightly 
esteemed the Rock of his salvation. V6 They provoked 
him to jealousy with strange gods^ with abominations pro 
voked they him to snger. 17 They sacrificed unto devils, 
not to God ; to gods whom they knew not, to new gods 
that came newly up, whom your fiithers feared not. 18 Of 
the Rock that begat thee thou art unmindful, and hast 
forgotten God thart formed thee. 

19 And when the Lord saw it he abhorred them^ 1>c- 
cause of the provoking of his sons, and of his daughters. 
20 And he -said, f will hide my face from them, I will see 
what ^eir end shall be : for they are a very froward gene- 
ration, children in whom is i# faith. 21 They hvive mov- 
ed me to jealousy with that which is not God ; they have 
provoked me to anger %viih th^rir vanities : iini'.X wiH move 
6* 
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them to jealousy with those which are not a people, I will 
provoke them to anger with a foolish nation. 22 For a 
fire is kindled in mine anger, and shall burn unto the low- 
est hell, and shall consume the earth with her increase, 
and set on fire the foundations of the mountains. 23 I will 
heap mischiefs upon them ; I will spend mine arrows . 
upon them. 

24 They shall be burnt with hunger, and devoured with 
burning heat, and with bitter destruction : I will also send 
the teeth of beasts upon them, with the poison of serpents 
of the dust. 25 The sword without, and terror within, 
shall destroy both the young man and the virgin, the suck- 
ling alaoj with the man of gray hairs. 26 I said, I would 
scatter them into comers, I would make the remembranpe 
of them to cease from among men : 27 Were it not that 
I feared the wrath of the enemy, lest their adversaries 
should behave themselves strangely ; and lest they should 
say. Our hand is high, and the Lmx) hath not done all 
this. 2S For they are a nation void of counsel, neither 
is there any understanding in them. 
/C 29 Oh that they were wise, that they understood this, 
that they would consider their latter end ! 30 How should 
one chase a thousand, and two put ten thousand to fiighty 
except their rock had sold them, «nd the Lord had shut 
them up ? 31 For their rockf« not as our Rock, even our 
' enemies themselves being judges. 32 For their vine is 
of the vine of Sodom, and of the fields of Gomorrah: 
their grapes ar?^ '.grapes of gall, their clusters are bitter ; 
33 Their wine i/^ the poison, of dragons, and the cruel 
venom of asps. 34 Zr not this laid up in store with mCi 
imd sealed up among my treasures ? 

35 To me belongeth vengeance and recompense; their 
foot shall slide in due time : for the day of their calamity 
is at hand, and the things that shall come upon Jthem 
make haste. 36 For the Lord shall judge his people, 
find repent himself for his servants ; when he seeth that 
their power is gone, and there is none shut up, or left. 
37 And he shall say,' Whire are their gods, their rock in 
whom they trusted; 3 8w Which did eat the fat of their 
sacrifices, and drank the wine of their drink-offering^ : 
let them rise up, and help ybu^ and be your protection. 
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39 See now that h even I, am he^ and there is no god 
with me : I kill, and I make alive ; I wound, and I heal : 
niether f« there any that can deliver out of my hand. 
40 Fof I lift up my band to heaven, and say, I live foK 
ever. 41 If I whet my glittering sword, and mine hand 
take hold on judgment, I will render vengeance to mine 
enemies, and will reward them that hate me. 42 I will 
make mine arrows drunk with blood, and my swoi^ shall 
devour flesh ; and that with the blood of the slain, and of 
the captives, from the beginning of revenges upon the 
enemy. 43 Rejoice, O ye nations, vnth his people ; for 
be will avenge the blood of his servants, and wiJl render 
vengeance to his adversaries} and will be merciful untp 
faia land, and to his people. 

44 And Moses came and spake all the words of this 
song in the ears of the people, he, and Hoshea the son 
of Nun. 45 And Moses made an end of speaking all 
these words to all Israel. 46 And he said unto them. 
Set your hearts unto all the words which Hestify among 
you this day ; which ye shall command your children to 
observe, to do all the words of this law. 47 For it is not 
a vain thing for you ; because it is your life : and through 
this thing ye shall prolong your days in the land whither 
ye go over Jordan to possess it. 

48 And the Lord spake unto Moses that self-same day> 
saying, 49 Get thee up into this mountain Abarim, unto 
mount Nebo, which /« in the land of ,Moab, that la over 
against Jericho; and behold the land of Canaan, which 
I give unto the children of Israel .for ' a possession : 
50 An j die in the mount whither thou goest up, and be 
gathered unto thy people ; as Aaron thy brother died in 
mount Hor, and was gathered unto his people : 5 1 Be- 
cause ye trespassed against me among the children of 
Israel at the waters of Meribah-kadesh, in the wilderness 
of Zin ; because ye sanctified me not in the midst of the 
children of Israel. 52 Yet thou shalt see the land before 
thee ; but thou shalt not go thither unto the land wliich I 
give the children of IsrufcT.

CHAPTER I. 

god's PROMISS TO JOSHUA. 

Now, after the death o£ Moses, the servant or 
the Lord, it came, to pass, that the Lord spake unt» 
Joshua, the son of Nun, Mbses^ minister, siaying, 
2 Moses my servant is dead ; nowr therefore, arise, 
go over this Jordan, thou, and ali this people, unto 
the land which I do give to them, even to the chil- 
dren of Israel. 3 Every place that the sole of your 
foot shall tread upon, that have I given unto you, as I 
said unto Moses. 4 From the wilderness, and this 
Lebanon, even unto the great river, the river Euphra* 
tei^, all the land of the Hittites, and unto the great sea, 
toward the going down of the sun, shall be your coast. 
5 There shall not any man be able to stand before thee 
all the days of thy life. As I was with Moses, «o 
I' will be with thee : I will not fail thee, nor forsake^ 
thee. 

6 Be strong, and of a good courage ; for unto this 
people Shalt thou divide for an inheritance the land 
which I sware unto their fathers to give them. 7 Only 
be thou strong, and very courageous, that thou mayest 
observe to do according to all the law which Moses my 
servant commanded thee : turn not from it to the right 
hand or to the left, that thou mayest prosper whither- 
soever thou goest. 8 This book of the law shall not 
depart out of thy mouth ; but ihou shalt meditate there- 
in day and night, that thou mayest observe to do , 
according to all that is written therein : for then thou 
shalt make, thy way prosperous, and then thou shalt 
have good success. 9 Have not I commanded thee ? Be 
strong, and of a good courage ; be not afraid, neither 
be thou dismayed : for the Lord thy God ia with thee 
whithersoever thou goest. 10 Then Joshua command- 
ed the officers of the people, saying, 1 1 Pass through 
the host, and command the people, saying. Prepare 
you victuals ; for Avithin three days ye shall pass over 
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this Jordan, to go in to possess the landi which the 
Lord your Ciod giveth you to possess it*

neither serve them, nor, bow yourselves unto them t 
8 But cleave unto tl^e Lord your God, as ye have done 
unto this day. 9 For the I^ord hath driven out front 
before you great nations and strong t but aefor you, na 
man hath been able to stand before you unto this day*. 
10 One man of yqu shall chase a thousand : for the 
Lord your God, he it i'a that fightethfor you, as he hatb 
promised you* ^ 

II Take good heed, therefore, ' nto y ourselves,^ that

make marriages with them? ^nd go in unto them> and 
they to you ; 13 Know for a certainty, that the Lord_ 
your God will no more drive out a7iy of these nations* 
trom before you ; but they shall be snares and traps, 
unto you, and scourges in your sides, and thorns in your 
eyes, until ye perish from off this good land, which the

1.4 And, behold, this, day I am going the way of all 
the earth : and ye know in all your hearts, and in all 
your sQuls> that not one thing hath failed of all the good 
things which the Lord your God spake concerning you : 
all are come to pass unto yoiL, and not one thing hatlv 
failed' thereof. L5 ThereCbre it shall come to pass,. 
t/iaf as all good things are come ui^n you, which the 
Lord yoi>r God promised you ;. so shall the Lord bring, 
upon you all evii things, until he have destroyed you 
from off this good land, which the Lord your God hath 
given you. 1 6 When ye have transgressed the cove-

9 My heart u toward the governors of Israel that 
•JEered themselves willingly among the people. Bless 
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ye the Lord. 10 Speak ye that i*ide on white asses, 
ye that sit in judgment, and walk by the way^ 1 1 They 
that are delivered from the noise of archers in the places 
of drawing water ; there shall they rehearse the righ- 
teous acts of the Lord, even the righteous acts towards 
the inhabitants of his villages in Israel : then shall the 
people of the Lord go down to the gates. 12 Awake^ 
awake, Deborah : awake, awake, utter a song : arise,

13 Then he made him that remaineth have 
dominion ovec the nobles among the people : the Lord 
made me have dominion over the mighty. 

14 Out of Ephraim was there a root ^of them against 
Amalek ; after thee, Benjamin among thy people : out 
of Machir came down- governors, and out of Zebulua 
they that handle the pen of the writer. 1 5 And the 
princes of Issachar mere with Deborah ; even Issachar, 
and also Barak : he Was sent on foot into the valley. 
For the divisions of Reuben there were great thoughts 
of heart. 16 Why abodest thou among the sheep-folds, 
to hear the bleatings of the flocks I For the divisions of 
Reuben there were great searchings of heart. 17 Gilead 
abode beyond Jordan : and why did Dan remain in ships I 
Asher continued on the sea-shore, and abode in his^ 
breaches. 18 l^ebulun and Naphtali were a. people that 
jeoparded their lives unto the death in the high places 
of the field. 

19 The kings c^ame and fought, then fought the 
kings of Canaan in Taanach by the waters of Megiddo : 
they took no gain of money. 20 They fought from 
heaven t the stars in then* courses fought against Sise- 
ra. 2 1 The river of Kishon swept them away, that 
ancient river, the river Kishon : O my soul, thou hast 
trodden down strength. 22 Then were the horse- 
hoofs broken by the meana of the pransings, the prans- 
ings of their mighty ones. 23 Curse ye Meroz, said 
the angel of the Lord, GiM*se ye bitterly the inhabitants 
thereof: because they came not to the helpef the Lord, 
to the help of the Lord against the mighty. 
V-r 24 Blessed above women shall Jael the wife of He- 
^ %ber the Kenitebe, blessed shall she be above woni£flk 
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1u tbe tent. 25 He asked water, and sbe gave him 
milk ; she brought forth butter in a lordly dish. 36 She 
put her hand to the nail, and her right hand to the 
workman's hammer : and with the hammer she smote 
Sisera ; she smote off his head, when she had pierced 
and stricken through his temples. 27 At her feet he 
bowed, he fell, he lay down : at her feet he bowed, he 
fell : where he bowed, there he fell down dead. 

28 The motiier of Sisera looked out at a window^ 
and cried through the lattlce> Why i> his chariot m 
long in coming I why tarry the wheels of his chariot ? 
29 Her wise ladies answered her, yea, she j*eturned 
answer to herself, 30 Have they not sped ? have they 
not divided the prey, to every man a damsel or two ? to 
Sisera a prey of divers colours, a prey of divers colour* 
of needle-work, of divers colours of needle-work on 
both sides, meet for the necks of them thai take the 
spoil ? 3 1 So let all thine enemies perish, O Lord : 
but let them that love him be as the sun when he goeth 
forth in Ids might. And the land had rest forty years. 

CHAPTER XIU. 
SAMSON IS BORir. 

And the children of Israel did evil again io 
the sight of the Lord ; end the Lord delivered them 
into the hand of the Phillsitines forty years. 2 And 
there was a certain matt of Zorah, of the family of the 
Danites, whose name tuas Manoahj 3 And the angel 
Qf the Lord appeared unto the woman, and said unto 
her. Behold thou shaft bear a son. 4 Now therefore, 
beware, I pray thee, and drink not wine, nor strong 
drink, and eat not any unclean thing, 5 For the child 
shall be a Nazariie unto God, and he shall begin to 
deliver Israel out of the hand of the Philistines. 6 Then 
the woman came and told her husband, saying, A man 
of God 'came unto me, and his countenance was like 
the countenance of an angel of God, very terrible ^ but 
I asked him not whence he wa«, neither told he me 
his name. 
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8 Then Manoah intreated the Lord, and ssad, O my 
Lord> let the man of God which thoQ didst send, come 
again unto us, and teach us what we shall do unto the 
child that shall be born.' 9 And God hearkened unto 
the voice of Manoah ; and the angel of God came again 
unto the woman, as she sat in the Held : but Manoah 
her husband was not with her. 10 And the woman 
made haste, and ran, and shewed her husband, and said 
unto him. Behold, the man hath appeared unto me» 
that came unto me the ot/ier day. 1 1 And Manoah 
arose, and went after his wife, and came to the man, 
and said unto him, jfrt thou the man that spakest unto 
the woman ? And he said, I am, 12 And Mai\oah 
said. Now let thy words come to pass : How shall we 
order the child ? and how shall we do unto him ? 

1 3 And the angel of the I^ord said unto 'Manoah, Of 
all that I said unto the woman let her beware. 14 She 
may not eat of any thing that cometh of the vine, nei- 
ther let her drink wine or strong drink, nor eat any 
unclean thing' : aH that I commanded her, let her ob- 
serve. 15 And Manoah said unto the angel of the 
Lord, I pray > thee, let us detain thee until we shall 
have made ready a kid for thee. 16 And the angel 
of the Lord said unto Manoah, Though thou detain 
ne, t will not eat of thy bread : and if thou wilt offer 
a bumt-ofJTering, thou hiust offer it tmtothe Lord. For 
Manoah knew not that he wa« an angel of the Lord. 

17 And Manoah said unto the angel of the Lord, 
"What is thy name, that when thy sayings come to pass 
we may do thee honour ? 1 8 And the angel of the 
Lord said unto him, Why askest thou thus after my 
name, seeing it is secret ? 19 So Manoah took a kid, 
with a meat-offering, aj)d offered it upon a rock unto 
the Lord. And the angel did wonderouslj, and Manoah 
and his wife looked on. 20 For it came to pass, 
when the flafne went up toward heaven from off the 
altar, that the angel of the Lord ascended in the flame 
of the altar. And Manoah •and his wife looked on fV, 
and fell on their faces to the ground. 
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2^ But the angel of* the Lord did no more appear to 
Manoah ^d to his wife. Then Manoah knew that he 
was an angel of the Lord. 23 And Manoah said unto 
his wife. We shall surely die, because we have seen 
God. 23 But his wife said unto him, If the Lord 
were pleased to kill us, he would not have received a 
bumt*offering, and a meatrofTering, at our hands, nei- 
ther would* he have shewed us all these things^ nor 
would, as at this time, have told us 9uch thing* as these. 
24 And the woman bare a son, and called his name 
Samson. And the child grew, and the Lord blessed 
him. 25 And the spirit of the Lord began to move 
him at times in the camp of Dan, between Zorah and 
Eshtaol. 

CHAPTER xnr. 

f^ SAMSON SPOILETH THE rHiLlSTINES. 

And Samson went down to Timnath, and saw a 
woman in Timnath, of the daughters of the Philistines : 
3 And Samson said unto his father, Get her ibr me ; for 
she pleaseth me well. 4. But his father and his mother 
knew not that it tpae of the Lord, that he sought an occa- 
sion against the Philistines c for at that time the Philistines 
had domimon over IsraeL 5 Then went Samson down, 
and his father and his mother, to Timnath, and came to 
the vineyards of Timnath : and behold, a ymiog lion roar- 
ed against him. 6 And the spirit of the Lord came 
mightilf upon him ; and he rent him as he would have 
ventakid^and Ae /utd nothing in his hand ; but he told not 
his father or his mother what he had done. 

7 And he wefit down' and talked with the woman ; and 
she pleased Samson well. 8 An^ after a time, he return- 
ed to take her, and he turned aside to see the carcase of 
the lion : and behold there «wi«.a swarm of bees, and honey 
in the carcase of the Hon. 9 And he took^thereof in his 
handa, and went on eating, and came to his father and 
mother, and he gave them, and they did eat : but he told 
not them tbat he had taken the honey out of the carcase 
of the lion. 10 So his father went down unto the woman, 
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and Samson made there a feast : for so used the f oucg^ 
men to do. 11 And it came to pass when they saw him^ 
tliat they brought thirty companions to be with him. 

13 And Samson ,said unto them, I will now put forth 
a riddle unto you : if ye can certainly declare it me within 
the seven days of the feast, and find it out, then I will 
give you thirty sheets, and thirty change of, garments. 

13 But if ye ca^^not declare it me, then shall ye give me 
thirty sheets, and thirty change of garments. And they 
said unto him, Put forth thy riddle, thtfC we may hear it. 

14 And he said unto them, Out of the eater came forth 
meat, and out of the strong came forth sweetness. And 
they could not in three days expound the riddle. 1 5 And it 
came to pass on the seventh day, that they said unto Sam- ' 
son's wife, Entice thy husband, that he may declare unto 
us the riddle, lest we bum thee and thy father's house 
with fire : have ye called us to take that we have I is ii 
not 90 f 

16 And Samson's wife wept before him, and said. 
Thou dost but hate me, and lovest me not : thou hast put 
forth a riddle unto the children of my people, and hast 
not told it me. And he said unto her, Behold, I have not 
told it my father nor my mother, and shall I tell it thee ? 
17 And she wept before him the seven days, while their 
feast lasted^ and it came to pass on the seventh day, that 
he told her, because she lay sore upon him : and sKetold 
the riddle to the children of her people. 18 And the men 
of the city said unto him on the seventh day, befbre the 
sun went down. What w sweeter than honey ? and what 
is stronger than alion ? And he said unto them, If ye liad 
not plowed with my heifer, ye had not fouhd' out vnf 
riddle. 

CHAPTER XV. 

CONTINUED. 

9 Xhen the Philistines went up, and pitciied in 
Judah, and spread themselves in Lehi. 10 And the men 
of Judah said, Why are ye come up against us ? and they 
answered. To bind Samson are we come up, to do to him 
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% he hath done to us. 1 1 Then three thousand men of 
Judah, went to the top of the rock Etatn, and 84dd to 
Samson, Knowest thou not that the Philistines arc rulersi 
over us? what w tSis thut thou hast done unto us? And 
he said vmtb'them, As "they did Unto me so have 1 done 
unto them. 12 And they said unto him. We are come 
down to bind thee, that we may deliver thee into the hand 
of the Philistines. And Samson said unto them, SWear 
unto me that ye will not fall upon me yourselves. 

13 And thejr spake unto him, saying, No ; but we win 
bind thee fast, and deliver thee into their hand : but fcurely 
we will nrot4dlI thee. And they bound him with two new 
cords, and brought him up from the rock. 14 And when 
he came unto Lehi, the Philistines shouted against him : 
and the spirit of the Lord came mightily upon him, and 
the cords that ivere upon his arms became as flak that was 
Ixirnt with fire, and his bands loosed from off his hands. 
15 And he found a new jaw-bone of an ass, and put forth 
his hand, and took it, and slew a thousand men therewith. 
1^ And Samson sjfid. With the jaw-bone of an ass, heaps 
upon heaps, ^]th'tl>e jaw of an ass have I slain a thousand 
men. \% And he was sore a'thirst, and <:alicd on tire 
I..ord, and said^ Thou hast g^ven this great dcHiverance 
into the hand of thy servant : and now shall I die for thirsty 
and fall into the hand of the'uncirciimcised. 19 "Btit God 
clave an hollow place that wa* in the jaw, and there came 
water thereout ; and when he had drunk, his spirit came 
again^ and he revived. 20 And he judged Israel in tlfe 
days of the Philistinee twenty years. 

CHAl'TER >CVl. 
samsok's last xxploit. 

4 And it came to pass afterward that lie loved a 
woman in the valley of Sprek, whose name %m% Delilah. 
5 And the Lords of the Philistines came up unto her, 
and said unto her. Entice him, £«d^see wherein his 
great strength licth^ and by what means we may pre- 
vail against him, that Wie may bind him to affiict him - 
7 
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and we will give thee, every one of us, eleven hun- 
dred fiiecea of silver. 6 And. Delilah said to Samson, 
Tell me, I pray thee, wherein thy great strength Ueth^ 
and wherewith thou mightest be bound to afflict thee. 
7 And Samson said unto her, If they bind me with 
seven green withs, that were never dried, then shall I 
be weak, and be as another man. ^ 

8 Then the lords of the Philistines brought up fb 
her seven green withs which had not been dried, and 
she bound him with them. 9 (Now there were men 
lying In wait, abiding with her in the chamber) and she 
said unto him, The Philistines be upon thee, SamsoA. 
And he brake the withs as a thread of tow is broken 
when it toucheth the fire : so his strength was not 
known. 10 And Delilah said unto Samson,- Behold, 
thou hast mocked me, and told me lies : now tell me, I 
pray thee, wherewith thou mightest be bound. 1 1 And 
he said unto her, If they bind me fast with new ropes 
that never were occupied, then shall I be weak, and be 
as another man. 12 Delilah therefore took new ropes, 
aud.bound him therewith, and said unto him. The Phi- 
listines be upon thee, Samson.' (And there were liers 
in wait abiding in the chamber.) And he brake them 
from off his arms like a thread 

13 And Delilah said unto Samson, Hitherto tfaou hast 
mocked me, and told me lies : tell me wherewith thou 
mightest be bound. And he said unto her, If thou weav- 
est the seven locks of my head with the web. 14 And 
she fastened it with the pin, and said unto him. The 
Philistines be upon thee, Samson. And he awaked out 
of his sleep, and went away with the pin of the beam, 
and with the web. 15 And she said unto him. How 
canst thou say, I love thee, when thine heart is not 
with me ? Thou hast mocked me these three .times, 
and hast not told me wherein thy great strength Ueth, 
16 And it came to pass when she pressed him daily 
with her words, and urged him, so that his soul was 
vexed unto death ; 17 That he told her all his heart, 
and said unto her,^Thcre hath not come a razor upon 
^mine head ; for I have been a Nazarite unto God*: if 
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I be slvaven, then my strength will go from ine, aiid I 
^ shall become weak, and be like any other man, 
J^^^^ And when Delilah saw that he had told her ail 
his heart, she sent and called for the lords of the Phi' 
listines, raying, Come up this once, for he hath shewed 
me all his heart. Then the lords of the Philistines came 
up unto her, and brought money in their hand. 19 And 
she made him sleep upon her knees. And she called 
for a man, and she caused him to shave oft* the seven 
locks of his head, and she began to aiHict him, and his 
strength went from him. 20 And she said, The Phi- 
listines be upon thee, Samson. And he awoke out of 
his sleep, and said, I will go out as at other times be- 
fore, and shake myself. And he .wist not that the Lord 
was departed from him. 2 1 But the Philistines took 
him* and put out his eyes, and brought him down to 
Gaza, and bound him with fetters of brass ; and he did 
grind in the prison-house» 33 Howbeit, the hair of his 
head began to grow again, after he was shaven. 

33 Then the lords of the Philistines gathered them 
together, for to offer a great sacrifice unto Dagon their 
god, and to rejoice : for they said, Our god hath deli- 
Yered Samson our enemy into our hand. 24 And when 
4he people saw him, they praised their god : for they 
said, Our god hath deli\«'red into our hands our enemy t 
and the destroyer of our country, which slew many of 
us. 25 And it came to pass when their hearts were 
merry, that thty said, Call for Samson, that he may 
make us sport. And they called for Samson out of the 
prison-house ; and he made them s]>ort : and they set 
him between the pillars. 36* And Samson said unto 
the lad that held him by the hand, Suffer me that I may 
feel the pillars whereupon the house jstandeth, that I 
may lean upon them. 

27 Now the house was full of men and women : and 
all the lords of the Philistines were there : and there 
were upon the roof about three thousand men and wo- 
men, that beheld while Samson made sport. 28 And 
Samson culled utito the Lord,, and said, O Lord God, 
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remember me, I pray thee* anid strengthjen mej I pray 
thee, only this once, O God, that I may be at once 
avenged of the Philistines for my two eyes. 29 And 
Samson took hold of the two middle pillars upon which 
the house stood,, and oiiVhkh it was borne up, of the 
one with his right hand^ and of the othei^ with his left. 
50 And Samson said. Let me die with the Philistines : 
and he bowed himself with all/iis might ; and the house 
£ell upon the lords, and upon all the people that were 
therein. So the dead which he slew at his death were 
more than t^ey which he slew in his life. 31 Then 
his brethren, and all the house of his father, came down 
and took him, and brought him up, and buried him 
between Zorah and Eshtaol, in the burying-place of 
Munoah his father : and. he |udg<$d Israel twe^oty years^

8 And Naomi 
said unto her two daughters-in-laWf Go» return each to 
her mother's house ; the Lord deal: kindly with you, as 
ye. have de\ilt with the dead, and with me. 9 The 
LfOrd grant you that ye may find rest, each of you in 
the house of her husband. Then she kissed them. 
And they lifted up their voice and wept. 

10 And they said unto her. Surely we will return 
with thee unto thy people. 11 And Naomi saidr 
Turn again, my daughters ; why will ye go with me ? 
12 Turn again, my daughters, go your way*. 13 Nuy, 
my daughters, for it grieved me much for y4>ur sakes,* 
that the hand of the Lord is gone out against me. 
14 And they lift up their voice, and wept again z^ and 
Orpah kissed her mother-in-law : but Ruth clave unto 
her. , . 

I St And she said. Behold, thy sister-in-law is gone 
back unto her people, and unto her gods : return thou 
after thy sister-in-law. 16 And Ruth said, Intrea't me 
not to leave thee, or to return from' following after 
thee : for whither thou goest,. I will go ; and where 
thou lodgest^ I will lodge : thy people s/ialt 6r my peo- 
ple, and thy God my God :■ \% Where thou diest will 
I die, and there will I be buried t. the Lord do so to 
me, and more also, if ought but death part thee and 
me. 1 9 Whpn she saw that she was stedfastly minded 
to go with her, then she left speaking unto her. 

19 So they two went until they came to Beth-Iehem. 
And it came to pass when they were come to Beth- 
lehem, that all the city was moved about them ; and they 
said. Is this Naomi ? 30 And she said untb them, Call 
me not Naomi;. call me Mkra : for the Almighty bath 
dealt very bitterly with me. 21 I went out full, and 
the Lord hath brought me home again empty : why 
iheti call ye me Naomi, seeing the Lord huth testified 
against me, and the Almighty hath afflicted me ? 22.So 
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Naomi returned, and R\ith tlie Moabltess. her. dauglUei^-- 
in-law with her, which returned out of the country of 
Tvloab. And they came to Beth4ehem in the begin- 
ning of barley -harvest..

And. Naomi had a kinsman of her husband's^ 
a mighty man of wealthrand his name was Boaz. 2 And 
Ruth said unto Naomi, Let me now go to the field, and 
glean ears of corn after him in whose sight I shall find 
grace. And she said unto her, Go, my daughter. 
3^ And she went, and came, and gleaned in the field 
after the reapers : and her hap was to light on a part 
of the field belonging unto Boaz. 4 And behold, Boaz 
came from Beth rlehem, and said. unto the reapers, The 
Lor4 be with you : and they answered him. The Lord 
bless thee. 5 Then said Boaz unto his servant that 
was set over the reapers, Whose damsel ia this ? 

6 And the servant that was set over the reapers, 
answered and said. It ia the Moabitish damsel that 
came hack, with Naomi out of the country of Moab ; . 
7. And she said, I pray you, let me glean, and gather 
after the reapers,, among the. sheaves : so she came, 
and hath continued even from the morning until nqw> 
that she tarried a littlei in the house. 8 Then said 
Boaz unto Ruth, Hearest thou not, my daughter I Go 
not to glean in another field, neither go from hence, 
but abide hf re fast by my maidens : 9. Let thine eyes 
he oxk tlie field that they, do reap, and go thou after 
them t have I not charged, the young men that they 
sl^all. not. touch thee ? and when thou art athirst, go 
unto the vess«l&>.and drink, ©f that which the young 
men hiive drawn., 

10 llien she fell on her fae®, aad bowed herself to 
the ground,, aad said unto him. Why have I found grace 
m thkie eyes, that thou shouldest take knowledge of 
laae^ seeing I am a sU'anger ? II And Boaz answereds 
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and said unto her, It hath fully been shewn me all that 
thou hast done unto thy niother-in4aw since the death 
of thine husband : and how thou hast left thy father and. 
thy mother, and the land of thy nativity, and ai't come 
unto a people which thou knewest not heretofore. 
12 The Lord recofypense thy work, and a full reward 
be given thee of the Lord God of Israel, under whose 
wings thou art come to trust. 

- 23 Then she said. Let me find favour in thy sight, 
my lord : for that thou hastcomforte4 me, and for that 
thou hast spoken friendly unto thine handmaid, though 
I be not like unto one of thine handmaidens. 14 And 
Boaz said unto her, At meal-time come thou hither^ 
and eat of the bread, and dip thy morsel in the' vine- 
gar. And she sat beside the reapers ; and he reached 
lier parched corn^ and she did eat, and was sufficed, and 
left. 1 5 And when she was risen up to glean, Boaz 
commanded his young men, saying, Let her glean even 
among the sheaves, and reproach her not : 1 6 And 
let fall also 9ome of the handfuls on purpose for her^ 
and leave tkem that she may glean t/iem^ and rebuke 
her not. 

17 So she gleaned in the field until even, and beat, 
out that she had gfeaned : and it was about an ephah of 
barley. 18 And she took it up, and went into the city. 
And her mother-in-law saw what she had gleaned. And 
she brouf^ht forth and gave to her that she had reserved 
after she was sufficed. 19 And her mother-in-law said 
unto her. Where hast thou gleaned to-day ? and where 
wroughtest thou ? blessed be he that did take know- 
ledge of thee. And she shewed her mother-in-law 
with whom she had wrought, and said. The man's* 
name with whom I have wrought to-day ia Boaz. 

20 And Naomi said unto her daughter-in-law, Bles- 
sed be he of the Lord^ who hath not left off his kind- 
ness to ihe living and to the dead. And Naomi said 
unto her, the man is near of kin unto u?, one of our 
next kinsmen. 2 1 And Ruth the Moabitess said, He 
said unto me also, Thou shalt keep fast by my youngf 
men, until they have xsnded all my harvest. 22 And. 
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Naomi said unto Ruth her daughter-in-law, It is good, 
my daughter, that thou go out with his maidens, that 
they meet thee not tn any other field. 23 So she kept 
fast by the maidens of Boaz, to glean until the end of 
barley-harvest, and of wheat-harvest ; and dwelt with 
her mother-in-law. ^

CHAPTER I. 

^AKKJtH*S DEDICATION OF HER CHILD TO GOD..r 

Now there was a certain man of Ramathaitn- . 
zophiro, of mount Ephraim, and his name tvas Elkanah. 
20 And Hannah [his wife] bare a son, and called his 
name Samuel^ saying, Because I have asked him of the 
Lord. 2 1 And the man Elkanah, and all his house,, 
went up to ofTer unto the Lord the yearly saprifice^ 
and hn vow. 22 B»t Hannah went not up ; for she 
said unte her husband^^ / will Hot go u/i until the child 
be weaned) and tJien I will bring him, that he may ap- 
^ar before the Lord^ and there abide forever. 

23 And Elkanah her husband said unto her, Do what 
seemeth thee good; tarry until thou have weaned 
:him ; only the Lord establish his word. So the womaa: 
abode,^ and her s^n, until she weaned him. 24 Andr: 
when she had weaned him, she took him up with her, 
and" brought him unto the house of the Lord in Shiloh : 
*and the child was young. 25 And they slew a bullock, 
andibrought the child to Eli. 26 And she said, Oh,, 
my lord ! aa thy soul liveth, my lord, I am the womaa. 
that stood by thee here, praying unto the Lord. 27 For 
this child 1 prayed ; and the Lott hath given me my 
petition which I asked of him : 28 Therefore also t 
have lent him to the Lord ; as long as he liveth he 
shall be lent to the Lord. And he worshipped the 
Lord there. 
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CHAPTE-R II. 

Samuel's early MiNisirRy. 

And Hannah prayed, and said. My heart rejoiC* 
cth in the Lord, mine horn is exalted in the Lord : ray 
mouth is enlarged over mine enemies: because I 
rejoice in thy salvation. 2 There is none holy aa the 
Lord : for there ia none beside thee :. nelthot «« there 
any rock like our God. 3 Talk no more so exceeding 
proudly ; let not arrogancy come out of your mouth : 
for the Lord ia a God of knowledge^ and by him actions 
are weighed. 4 The bows of the mighty men are bro- 
kicn, and they that stumbled are girded with strength. 
5 They that were full, have hired out themselves for 
bread ; and' they that were hungry ceased. 6 The 
Lord killeth, and maketh alive ; he bringetb down to 
the grave, and bringeth up* 

7 The Lord maketh poor, and maketh rich : he 
bringeth low, and lifteth up. 8 He raiseth up the poor 
out of the dust, and lifteth up. the beggar from the 
dunghill, to set them among princes, and to make them . 
inherit the throne of glory : for the pillars of the eartit 
are the Lord's, and he hath set the world upon them. 
9 He will keep the feet of his saints, and the wicked 
shall be silent in darkness : for by strength shall nq 
man prevail. 10. The adversaries of the Lord shall be 
broken to pieces: out of heaven shall he thunder upon 
them : the Lprd shAll. judge the ends of the earth ; and 
he shall give strength unto his king, and exalt the horn 
oC hils anointed. 1.1 And El.kanah went to Ramah to 
hia house : and the child did minister unto the Lord 
before Eli the priest. 

12 Now the sons of Eli were sons of Belial: they 
knew not the Lord. 17 Wherefore the sin of the young 
men was very great before the Lord : for men abhor- 
red the offering of the Lord. 18 But Samuel minister- 
ed before the Lord, being a child, girded with a linen 
cphod. 19 Moreover, his mother made him a little 
coat, and brought it to him from year to year, when sbu 
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came up with her husband to offer the yearly sacrifice. 

20 And Eli blessed Elkanah and bis wife, and said, The 
Lord give thee for the loan which is lent to the Lord. 

2 1 And the child Samuel grew before the Lord. 

22 Now Eli was very old, and heard all that his sons 
did unto all Israel ; 23 And he said unto them. Why 
do ye such things ? for I hear of your evil dealings by 
all this people. 24 Nay, my sons : for it ia no good 
report that I hear: ye make the Lord's people to 
transgress. 25^ If one man sin against another, the 
judge shall judge him : but if a nian sin against the 
Lord, who shall intreat for him ? notwithstanding they 
hearkened not unto the voice of their father, because 
the Lord would slay them. 26 And the child Samuel 
grew on, and vras in favour both with the Lordi and 
also with men. 

27 And there came a man of God unto Eli, and said 
unto him, Thus saith the Lord, Did I plainly appear 
unto the house of thv father, when they were in Egypt 
in Pharaoh's house r 28 And did I choose him out of 
all the tribes of Israel to be my priest, to offer upon 
mine altar, to bum incense, to wear an ephod before 
ine ? and did I give unto the house of thy father alt 
the offerings made by fire of the children of Israel ? 
29 Wherefore kick ye at my sacrifice, and at mine 
offering, which I have commanded in my habitation, 
and honourest thy sons above me, to make yourselves 
fat with the chiefest of all the offerings of Israel my 
people ? 30 Wherefore the Lord God of Israel saith, 
I said indeed, that thy house and the house, of thy 
father should walk before me for ever : but now the. 
Lord saith, Be it far from me-; for them that honour 
me I will honour, and they that despise *me shall be 
lightly esteemed. 

5 1 Behold, the days come that I will cut off thine 
arm, and the arm of thy father's house, that there shall 
not be an old man in thine house. 32 And thou shalt 
see an enemy in my habitation, in all the wealth which 
God shall give Israel : and there shall not be an old man 
in thine house for ever. 33 And the man of thioe^

I. SAMUEL. 

vkom I shall not cut off from min^ altar, thali be to c<^- 
sume thine eyes, and to grieve thine heart : and all the 
increase of thine house shall die in the flower of their 
age. S4 And this ahall be a sign unto thee that shall 
come upon thy two sons, on Hophni and Phinehas : in 
-one day they shall die both of them. 35 And I will 
raise me up a faithful priest, that shall do according to 
that which is in mine heart and in my mind : and I 
v^ill build him a sure house ; and he shall walk before 
mine anointed for ever. 

CHAPTER HI. 
SXi's CALAMITY FORETOLD. 

And the child Samuel ministered unto the Lord 
beibre Eli. And the word of the Lord was precious in 
those days ; there tuaa no open vision. 2 And it came 
to pass at that time, when Eli was laid down in his 
place, and his eyes began to wax dim, that he could 
not see ; 3 And ere the lamp of God went out in the 
temple of the Lord, where the ark of God wa^, and 
Samuel was laid down to aleeft ; 4 That the Lord 
called Samuel. And he answered, Here am I. 5 And 
he ran unto Eli, and said, Here am I ; for thou calledst 
me. And he said, I called not ; lie down again. And 
he went and lay down. 

6 And the Lord called yet again, Samuel. And Sa- 
muel arose and went to Eli, and said. Here am I ; for 
thou didst call me.. And he answered, I called not, my 
son ; lie down again. 7 Now Samuel did not yet know 
the Lord, neither was the word of the Lord yet revealed 
unto him. 8 And the Lord called Samuel again the 
third tame. And he arose and went to Eli, and said. 
Here am I ; for thou didst call me. And Eli perceived 
that the Lord had called the child. 9 Therefore £li 
said unto Samuel, Go, lie down : and it shall be, if he 
call thee, that thou shalt say. Speak Lord ; for thy ser- 
vant heareth. So Samuel went and lay down in his 
place. 10 And the Lord came and stood, and called 
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as at other times, SatnueU Samuel. Then Samucil 
answered, Speais; ; for thy servant heareth. 

n .And the Lord said to Samuel, Behold, I will do 
a thing in Isi^el, at which both the ears of every one 
that heareth it shall tingle. 12 In that day 1 will per- 
form against Eli all things which I have spoken con- 
cerning hisliduse : when I begin, I will also make an 
end* 13 For I have told him, that I will judge his 
house for ever, for the iniquity which he knoweth : 
because his sons made themselves vile, and he restrain- 
ed them not. 14 And therefore I have sworn unto the 
house of Eli, that the iniquity of Eli's house shall not 
be purged with sacrifice nor offering for ever. 15 And 
Samuel lay m>til the morning, and opened the doors of 
the house of 4l>e Lord. And Samuel feared to shew 
Eli the vision. 

16 'Then Eli called Samuel, and said, Samuel, mjr 
son. And he answered, here ami, 17 And he said, 
What «« the thing that the Lord hath said unto thee ? 
I pray thee, hide it not from me :' God do so to thee, 
and more also, if thou hide any thing from me of all 
the thing* that he said unto thee> 18 And Samuel told 
him every whit, and hid nothing from him. And he 
said. It 2^ the Lord : let him do what seemeth him good. 
19 And Samuel grew, and the Lord was with him, and 
did let none of his words fall to the groimd. 20 And 
all Israel, from Dan even to Beer-sheba, knew that 
Samuel ft^a« established to be a prophet of the Lord. 
2 1 And the Lord appeared again in Shiloh ; for the 
Lord revealed Kimself to Samuel in Shiloh by the word 
of the Lord. 



f CHAPTER IV.

^J THE PHILISTINES TAKE THE ARK. 

/ 2 And the Philistines put themselves in array 

tigainst Israel : and, whep they joined battle, Israel 

was smitten before the Philistines ; and they sle\rof 

. tlie army in the field about four thousand men. 3 And 
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when the people were come into the camp^ the elders 
of Israel said, Wherefore hath the Lord smitten us 
to-^y before the Philistines ? Let us fetch the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord out of Shiloh unto us, thaty 
-when it cometh among us, it may save us out of the 
^and of our enemies. 4 So the people sent to Shiloh^ 
that they might bring from. thence the ark of the cove- 
nant of the Lord of hosts, which dwelleth between the 
cherubims: and the two sons of £11, Hophni and 
Phinehas, were there with the ark of the covenant of 
God. 5 And when the ark of the covenant of the Lord 
came into the camp, all Israel shouted with a great 
shout, so that the earth rang again. 6 And when tlie 
Philistines heard the noise of the shout ^hey said. 
What meaneth the noise of this great shout in the camp 
of the Hebrews ? And they understood that the ark of 
the Lord was come into the camp. 
"as^ And the Philistines were afraid : for they said, God 
IS come into the camp. And they said, Woe unto 
us ! for there hath not been such a thing heretofore. 

8 Woe unto us \ who shall deliver us out of the hand 
of these mighty Gods ? these are the Gods that smote 
the Egyptians with all the plagues in the wilderness. 

9 Be strong, and quit yourselves like men, O ye Phi- 
listines I that ye be not servants unto the Hebrews, as 
they have been to you : quit yourselves like men, and 
fight. 10 And the Philistines fought, and Israel was 
smitten, and they fled evei^y man into his tent ; and 
there was a very great slaughter : for there fell of Israel 
thirty thousand footmen. 1 1 And the ark of God was 
taken ; and the two sons of Eli, Hophni and Phinehas, 
were slain. 

CHAPTER VII. 

THE PHILISTINES ARE SUBDVEn. 

3 And Samuel spake unto all the house of Israel? 
saying, If ye dtt return unto the Lord with all yotv 
hearts, then put away the strange gods and Ashtaroth 
8 
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from among you, and prepare your hearts unto the 
Lord> and serve him only ; and he will deliver you out 
of the hand of the Philistines. 4 Then the children 
of Israel did put away Baalim and Ashtaroth, and serv- 
ed the Lord only. 5 And Samuel said. Gather all 
Israel to Mizpeh, and I will pray for you unto the Lord. 
1 1 And the men of Israel went out of Mizpeh, and pur- 
sued the Philistines, and smote them, until they came 
under Beth-ear. 13 So the Philistines were subdued, 
and they came no more into the coast of Israel, and the 
hand of the Lord was against the Philistines all the 
days of Samuel. 15 And Samuel judged Israel all the 
/days of his life. 

CHAPTER XIL 

«amu£l's appeal to the people. 

jtVnd Samuel said unto all Israel, Behold, I have 
hearkened unto your voice in all that you said unto me, 
and have made a king over you. 2 And now, behold, 
the king walketh before you : and I am old and gray- 
headed ; and behold my sons are with you : and I have 
walked before you from my childhood unto this clay. 
3 Behold, here I am: witness against me before the 
Lord, and before his anointed : whose ox have I taken ? 
or whose ass have I taken ? or whom have I defrauded ? 
whom have I oppressed ? or of whose hand have I re- 
ceived any bribe to blind mine eyes therewith ? and I will 
restore it you. 4 And they said. Thou hast not defraud- 
c?d us, nor oppressed us, neither hast thou taken ought of 
any man's hand. 

5 And he said unto them, The Lord /* witness against 
you, and his anointed ia witness this day, that ye have 
not found ought in my hand. And they answered, He is 
witness, 6 And Samuel said unto the people, // is the 
Lord that advanced Moses and Aaron, and that brought 
your fathers up out of the land of Egypt. 7 Now there- 
fore stand still, that I may reason with you before the 
Lord, of all the righteous acts of the Lord, whiqh he dkl 
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to you and to your fathers. 8 When Jacob was come 
into CgyptfAnd your fathers cried unto the Lord, then 
the liQid sent Moses and Aaron, which brought forth your 
iaiiiersoutof Egypt^A&dmade them dwell in this place. 

9 And when they forgat the Lord their God, he sold 
them into the hand of Sisera captain of the host of Ra- 
zor, and into the hand of the Philistines, and into the 
hand of the king of Moab, and they fought against them. 
10 And they cried unto the Lord, and said, We have 
sinned, because we have forsaken the Loixl, and have 
served Baalim and Ashtaroth : but now deliver us out of 
the hand of our enemies, and we will serve thee. 1 1 And 
the iiord sent Jerubbaal, and Bedan, and Jephthah, and 
Samuel, and delivered yotrout of the hand of your ene- 
i^ies, on every side, and ye dwelled safe. 12 And when 
ye saw that Nahash the king of the children of Ammon 
came against you, ye said unto me. Nay, but a lung shall 
reign over us ; when the Lord your God waa your king. 

13 Now therefore behold the king whom .ye have cho- 
sen, and whom ye have desired : and behold, the Lord 
hath set a king over you. 14 If ye will fear the Lord, 
and serve him, and obey his voice, and not rebel against 
the commandment of the Lord, then shall both ye, and 
also the king that reigneth over you, continue following 
the Lord your God: 15 But if ye will not obey the 
voice of the Lord, but rebel against the commandment 
of the Lord, then shall the hand of the Lord be against 
you, as it ^vaa against your fathers. 16. Now therefore 
stand and see this great thing which the Lord will do be* 
fore your eyes. 

17 /* if not wheat-harvest to day I I will call unto the 
Lord, and he shall send thunder and rain : that ye may 
perceive and see that your wickedness w gr^t which yc 
have done in the sight of the Lord, in asking you a lung. 
18 So Samuel called unto the Lord, and the Lord sent 
thunder and raia that day: and all the people greatly 
feared the Lord and Samuel. 19 And all the people said 
unt« Samuel, pray for thy servants unto the Lord thy God, 
that, we die not : for we have added unto all our sins rAls 
evil, to ask us a king. 20 And Samuel said tmto the 
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poople, Fear not) ye have done all this wickedness : yet 
turn not aside from following the Lord^ but serve the 
Lord with all your heart. 

2 1 And turn ye not aside : for then should ye go after 
vain things^ which cannot profit nor deliver; for they 
are vain. 22 For the Lord will not forsake his people, 
for his great name's sake : because it hath pleased the 
Lord to make you his people. 23 Moreover as for me, 
God forbid that I should sin against the Lord, in ceasing 
tp pray-for you : but I will teach you the good and the 
right way ; 24 Only fear the Lord, and serve him in 
truth with all your heart ; for consider how great things 
he hath done for you. 25 But if ye shall still do wick- 
edly, ye shall be consumed, both ye and your king. 

CHAPTER XV. 

SAUL ANOINTED KING. 

Samuel also said unto Saul, The Lord sent 
wc to anoint thee to be king over his people, over 
Israel : now, therefore, hearken thou unto the voice of 
the words of the Lord. 2 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
I remember that which Amalek did to Israel, how he 
laid wait for him in the way when he came up from 
Egypt. 3 Now go, and smite Amalek, and utterly 
destroy all that they have, and spare them not. 7 And 
Saul smote the Amalekites from Havilah until thou 
comest to Shur, that is over against Egypt. 8 And he^ 
took Agag the king of the Amalekites alive, and utterly 
. destroyed all the people with the edge of the sword. 
9 But Saul and the people spared Agag, and the best 
of the sheep, and of the oxen, and of the fatlings, and 
the lambs, and all t?uit was good, and would not utterly 
destroy them : but every thing that was vile and refuse, 
that they destroyed utterly. 

13 And Samuel came to Saul ; and Saul said unto 
him^ Blessed be thou of the Lord : I have performed 
the commandment of the Lord. 14 And Samuel said, 
What meanethAhtn this bleating of the ^heep in mine 
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earsf and the lowing of the oxen which I hear? 
15 And Saul saidi They have brought them from the 
Amalekites: for the people spared the best of the 
sheep and of the oxen to sacrifice unto the Lord thy 
God ; and the rest we have utterly destroyed. 33 And 
Samuel said, Hath -the Lord as great delight in burnt* 
offerings and sacrifices as in obeying the voice of the 
Lord ? Behold, to obey is better than sacrifice i and to 
hearken than the fat of rams. 23 For rebellion m m 
the sin of witchcraft, and stubbornness is as iniquity 
and idolatry : because thou hast rejected the wonl of 
the Lord, he hath also rejected thee from deing king. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

nAVID IS ANOINTED KINO. 

And the Lord ssdd unto Samuel, How long wHt 
thou mourn for Saul, seeing I have rejected him from 
reigning over Israel ? fill thine horn with oil, and go> 
I will send thee to Jesse the Beth-lehemite : for I have 
provided me a king among his sons. 2 And Samuel 
said, How can I go ? If Saul hear fV, he will kill me. 
And the Lord said, Take an heifer with thee, and say, 
I am come to sacrifice to the Lord. 3 And call Jesse 
to the sacrifice, and I will shew thee what thou shalt do : 
and thou shalt anoint unto me him whom I name unto 
thee. 4 And Samuel did that which the Lord spake^ 
and came to Beth-lehem. And the elders of the town 
trembled at his coming, and said, Comest thou peaceably? 
5 And he said, Peaceably : I am come to sacrifice unto 
the Lord : sanctify yourselves, and Come with me to the 
sacrifice. And he sanctified Jesse and his 8onS| and called 
them tolhe sacrifice. 

6 And it came to pass when they were come, that he 
looked on Eliab, and said. Surely the Lord's anointed is 
before Hip. 2 But the L.ord said" unto Samuel, Look 
not on his countenance, or on the height of his stature ; 
because I have refused him. For the Lord seeth not as 
man seeth : for man looketh on the outward appearance, 
8 • 
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but the Lord looketh on the heart. 8 Then Jesse called 
Abinadab, and made him pass before Samuel. And he 
said, Neither hath the Lord chosen this. 9 Then Jesse 
made Shammah to pass by. And he said, Neither hath 
the Lord chosen this. 10 Again, Jesse made seven of 
his sons to pass before Samuel. And Samuel said unto 
Jesse, the Lord hath not chosen these. i 

1 1 And Samuel said unto Jesse, Are here all thy chil* 
dren I And he said, There remaineth yetlhe youngest, 
and behold he keepeth the sheep. And Samuel said unto 
Jesse, Send and fetch him : for we will not sit down till 
he come hither. 12 And he sent, and brought him in. 
Now he ima ruddy, ancf withal of a beautiful countenance, 
and goodly to look to. And the Lord said. Arise, anoint 
him : for this t« he. 13 Then Samuel took the horn of 
oil, and anointed him in the midst of his brethren. And 
the Spirit of the Lord came upon David from that day 
forward. So Samuel rose up? and went to Ramah. 

CHAPTER XVU. ' 

' > GOLIATH SLAIN BT 9AVID. 

Now the Philistines gathered together their 
armies to battle, and were gathered together at Sho- 
choh, which belongeth to Judah, and pitched between 
Shochoh and Azekah, in Ephes-dammim. 2 And Saul 
and the men of Israel were gathered together, and 
pitched by the valley of Elah, and set the battle in 
array against the Philistines. 3 And the Philistines 
stood on a mountain on the one side, and Israel stood 
on a mountain on the other side : and there waa a valley 
between them. 4 And there went out a champion out 
of the camp of the Philistines, named Goliath, of Gath, 
whose height %vq8 six cubits and a sp.an. 

8 And he stood and cried unto the armies of Israel, 
and said unto them. Why are ye come out to set your 
battle in array ? am not I a Philistine, and ye servants 
to Saul ? choose ye a man for you, and let him come 
down to me. 9 If he be able to fight with me, and to 
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kill me, thien will we be your servants : but if I prevail 
against him, and kill hini) then shall ye be our servants^ 
and serve us. 10 And the Philistine said, I defy the 
armies of Israel this day ; give me a man, that we may 
fight together. 1 1 When Saul and all Israel heard 
those words of the Philistine, they were dismayed and 
greatly afraid. 

17 And Jesse said unto David his son. Take now for 
thy brethren an ephah of this parched com, and tBese 
ten loaves, and run to the camp to thy brethren. 18 And 
carry these ten cheeses unto the captain of ihcir thou- 
sand, and look how thy brethren fare, and take their 
pledge. 20. And David rose up early in the momingf 
and left the sheep with a keeper, and took, and went, as 
Jesse had commanded him ; and he came to the trench 
as the host was g^ing forth to the fight, and shouted for 
the battle. 21 For Israel and the Philistines had put y 
the battle in array, army against army. 32 And David / 
left his carriage in the hand of the keeper of the car-/ 
riage, and ran into the army, and came'' and saluted hn 
brethren. 

23 And as he talked with them. Behold, there*came 
up the champion, the Philistine of Gath, Goliath by 
name, out of the armies of the Philistines, and spake 
according to the same words : and David heard them, 
24 And all the men of Israel, when they saw the man, 
jled from him,^^^^^ were sore afraid. 25 And the men 
of Israel said, Have ye seen this man that is come up ? 
surely to defy Israel is he come up. And it shall be 
that the man who killeth him, the king will enrich him 
with great riches, and will give him his daughter, 
and make his father's house free in Israel. 26 And 
David spake to the men that stood by him, saying. What 
shall be done to the man that killeth this Philistine, and 
taketh away the reproach from Israel ? for who is this 
uncircumcised Philistine, that he should defy the ar- 
mies of the living God ? 27 And the people answered 
him after this manner, saying, So shall it be done to 
the man that killeth him. 
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Q J sa And Eliab his eldest brother heard when he spake 
{Tnto the men ; and Eliab's anger was kindled against 
David) and he said. Why earnest thou down hither? 
and with whom hast thou left those few sheep in the 
wilderness ? I know thy pride, and the naughtiness of 
thine heart ; for thou art come down that thou might-' 
est see the battle. 29 And David said, What have I 
now done ? w there not a cause ? 30 And he turned 
from him towards another, and spake after the same 
manner. And the people answered him again after the 
former manner. 3 1 And when the words were heard 
which David spake, they rehearsed them before Saul. 
And he sent for him. 

32 And David said to Saul, Let no man's heart fail 

« because of him ; thy servant will go and fight with this 

t^ Philistine. 33 And Saul said to David, Thou art not 

\f able to go against this< Philistine to fight with him : for 

\ thou art but a youth, and he a man of war from his 

\youth. 34 And David said unto Saul, Thy servant 

r.. ibippt his father's sheep, and there came a lion, and a 

-^ bear, and took a lamb out of the fiock : 35 And I went 

out after him, and smote him, and delivered it out of 

his mouth : and when he arose against me I caught him 

by his beard, and smote him, and slew him. 36 Thy 

servant slew both the lion and the bear : "and this un- 

circumcised Philistine shall be as pne of them^ seeing 

he hath defied the armies of the living God. 

37 David said moreover, The Lord that delivered me 
out of the^aw of the liouf andout of the paw of the 
bear, he will deliver me out of the hand of this Philis- 
tine. And Saul said unto David, Go, and the Lord be 
with thee. 40 And he took his staff in his hand, and 
chose him five smooth stones out of the brook, and put 
them in a shepherd's bag which he had, even in a scrip ; 
and his sling vtaa in his hand : and he drew near to the 
Philistine. 41 And the Philistine came on, and drew 
near unto David ; and the man that bare the shield 
ttfent before him. 42 And when the Philistine looked 
about and saw David, he disdaitied him : for he was but 
a youth, and ruddy, and of a fair countenance. 43 And 
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the Philistine said unto David, Am I a dog, that thou 
comest to me with staves ? and the Philistine cursed 
David by his gods. 44 And the Philistine said to 
David) Come to me, and I will give thy flesh unto the 
fowls of the air, and to the beasts of the field. 

45 Then said David to the Philistine, Thou comest 
to me with a sword, and with a spear, and with a shield ; 
but I come to thee in the name of the Lord of hosts^ 
the God of the armies of Israel, whom thou hast defied. 
46 This day will the Lord deliver thee into mine hand^ 
and I win smite thee, and take thine head from thee ; 
and I vrill give the carcases of the host of the Philit** 
tines this day unto the fowls of the air, and to the wild 
beasts of the earth ; that all the earth may know that 
there is a God in Israel. 47 And all this assembly 
shall know that the Lord saveth not with sword and 
spear : for the battle is the Lord's, and he will give 
you into our hands. , 

48 And it came to pass when the Philistine arose, 
and came and drew nigh io meet David, that David 
•hasted, and ran toward the army to meet the Philistine. 
49 And Davi4 put his hand in his bag, and took thence 
a stone, and slang rV, and smote the Philistine in his 
forehead,^ that the stone sunk into his forehead ; and 
he fell upon his face to the earth. 50 So David pre* 
vailed over the Philistine with a sling and with a stone, 
and smote the Philistine and slew him ; but there wasr 
no sword in the hand of David. 5 1 Therefore David 
ran and stood upon the Philistine, and,took bis sword, 
and drew it out of the sheath thereof, and slew him, and 
cut off his head therewith. And when the Philistines, 
saw their champion was dead, they fied. 

52 And the men of I^-ael and of Judah arose, and 
shouted, and pui*sued the Philistines, until thou come to 
the valley, and to the gates of Ekron. And the wounded 
of the Philistines fell down by the way to Shaaraim, 
even unto Gath, and unto Ekron. 5S And the children 
of Israel osturned fron> chasing after the Philistines, and 
they spoiied^lhe^r tehts. 54 And David took the head 
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of the- Philistine, and brought it to Jerusalem; but he 
put his armour in his tent. 

55 And when Saul^ saw David go forth against the 
Philistine, he said unto Abner the captain of the iiost» 
Abner, whose son is this youth ? And Abn^r said, M 
thy soul liveth, O king, I cannot tell. 56 And the king 
said, Enquire thou whose son the stripling is. 57 And 
as David returned from the slaughter of the Philistine» 
Abper took him and brought him before Suul, With the 
head of the Philistine in his hand. 58 And Saul said 
to him, Whose son art thou, thou young man ? And 
David answered) I am the son of thy servant Jesse the 
Beth-lehemite. 

J^ CHAPTER XVin. 

U Jonathan's love for david. 

And it came to pass when he had made an end 
of speaking unto Saul, that the soul of Jonathan was 
knit with the soul of David, and Jonathan loved him as 
his own soul. 3 And Saul took him that day, and wbuld 
let him go no more home to his father's house. 3 Then 
Jonathan and David made a covenimt, because he loved 
him as his own souL 4 And Jonathan stripped him-» 
self of the robe that was upon him, and gave it to Da- 
vid, and his garments, even to his sword, and to his 
bow, and to his girdle. 5 And David went out whither- 
soever Saul sent him, and behaved hi9iself wisely : and 
Saul set him over the men of war, and he was accepted 
in the sight of all the people, and also in the-sight of 
Saul's servants* 

14 And David behaved himself wisely in all his ways; 
and the Lord was with him. 15 Wherefore when Saul 
saw that he behaved himself very wisely, he was afraid 
of him. 1 6 But all Israel and Judah loved David, be* 
cause he went out and came in before them. 20 And 
Michal Saul's daughter loved David : and they told 
Saul, and the thing pleased him. 31 And Saul sai4> 
I will give him her, that she may he a snare to him^ 
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and that the hand of the Philistines may be against him. 
Wherefore Saul said to David,' Thou shalt this day be 
my son-in-laW) in the one of the twain. 22 And Saul 
commanded his servants, Htying^ Commune with David 
secretly, and say, Behold, the king hath delight in thee, 
and all his servants love thee : now therefore be the 
lung's son-in-law. 

23 And Saul's servants spake those words in the ears 
ot David : and David said, Seemeth it to you a light 
iMn^ to be a king's son-in-law, seeing that I am a poor 
man, and lightly esteemed f 24 And the servants of 
Saul told him, saying. On this manner spake David. 
^5 And Saul said. Thus shall ye say to David, The 
king desireth not any dowry ; but an hundred of the 
Philistines, to be avenged of the king's enemies. But 
Saul thought to make David fall by the hand of the 
Philistines. 26 And when his servants told David these 
words, it pleased David well to be the king's son-in-law : 
and the days were not expired. 27 Wherefore David 
arose and went, he and his men, and slew of the Philis- 
tines two hundred men ; and Saul gave him Michal 
his daughter to wife. 28 And Saul saw and knew that 
the Lord v>a9 with David, and f/iat Michal Saul's daugh- 
ter loved him. 29 And Saul was yet the more afraid 
of David ; and Saul became David's enemy continually. 

CHAPTER XIX. 
Saul's hatred of david. 

And Saul spake to Jonathan his son, and to all 
his servants, that they should kill David. 2 But Jona- 
than Saul's son delighted much in David : and Jona- 
than told David, saying, Saul my father seeketh to kill 
thee : now therefore, 1 pray thee, take heed to thyself 
until the morning, and abide in » -secret filace, and hide 
thyself: 3 A'bd I will go out and stand beside my 
father m the field where thou arr, and I will commune 
with my fatBIg ofthee ; and what 1 see, that I will tell 
thee. 4 Anipfonuthan spake good of David unto Saul 
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his father} and said unto hini» Let not the king sin 
against his servant, against David: because he' bath 
not sinned against thee, and because his works have 
been to thee-ward very gobd. 5 For he did pot his life in 
his hand) and slew the Philistine, and the Lord wrought 
a great salvation for all Israel : thou sawest it^ and didst 
rejoice : wherefore then wilt thou sin against innocent 
bloodi to slay David without a cause ? 6 And Saul 
hearkened unto the voice of Jonathan : and Saul sware} 
Ab the Lord liveth, he shall not be slain. 9 And the 
evil spirit from the Lord was upon Saul, as he sat in 
his house with his javelin in his hand. 10 And Saul 
sought to smite David even to the wall with the jave* 
lin ; but he slipped away out of Saul's presence^aiid 
escaped. 

Chapter xx. 

D^Vin FLEETH FROM SAUL. 

And David came and said before Jonathan^ 
What have I done ? what is mine iniquity ? and what 
M my sin before thy father, that he seeketh my. life ^ 
3 And he said unto him, God forbid y thou shalt not 
die : behold, my father will do nothing, either gre^t or 
small, but that he will shew it me : and why should my 
father hide this thing from me ? it is not «o. 3 And 
David sware moreover, and said, Thy father certainly 
knoweth that I have found grace in thine eyes ; and he 
saith. Let not Jonathan know this, lest he be grieved : 
but truly as the Lord liveth, and as thy soul liveth, 
there is but a step between me and death. 

4 Then said Jonathan unto David, Whatsoever tRy 
soul desireth, I will even do it for thee. 5 And Qavid 
aaid unto Jonathan, Behold, to-morrow is the new- 
moon, and I should, not fail to sit with the king at 
meat : but let me go, that I msty hide myself in the 
field unto the third day at even. 6 If thy father at all 
miss me, then say, Davici earnestly asked leave M me, 
that he might run tP Beth-lehem his city : for there is 
a yearly sacrifice there for all the family. 7 If he s»y

by him. 

8 Therefore thou shalt deal kindly with thy servant ; 
for thou hast bi*ought thy servant into a covenant of 
the Lord with thee : notwithstanding, if there be in 
me iniquity I slay me thyself ; for why shouldest thou 
bring me to thy father I 9 And Jonathan said) Far be 
it from thee : for if I knew certainly, that evil were 
determined by my father to come upon thee, then 
would not I tell it thee ? 10 Then said David to Jona- 
than, Who shall tell me? or what i/*thy father answer 
thee roughly? 11 Aad Jonathan said unto David, 
Con^e, and let us go out into the field. And they went 
out both* of them into the fields 

12 And Jonathan said unto David, O Lord God of 
Israel, when I have sounded my father, about to-mor- 
row any time, or the third day, and behold, if there bv 
good toward David, and I then send not unto thee, and 
shew it thee ; 1 3 The Lord do so and much moi^ to 
Jonathan : but if it please my father to do thee evil, 
then I will shew it thee, and send thee away, that thou 
mayest go in peace ^ and the Lord be with thee, as 
he hath been with my fatheri 14 And thou shalt not 
only, while yet I live, shew me the kindness of the 
Lord, that I die not : 15 But a/«o thou shalt not cut 
off thy kindness from my house for ever : no not when 
the Lord hath cut off the enemies of David, every one 
from the face of the earth. 

1 6 So Jonathan made a cevenant with the house of 
David, sayings Let the Lord even require it at the hand 
of David's enemies. 17 And Jonathan caused David 
to swear again, because he loved him : for he loved him 
as he loved his own soul. 1 8 Then Jonathan said to 
David, To-morrow is the new-moon: and thou shalt 
be missed, because thy seat will be empty. 1 9 And 
when thou hast stayed three days, then thou shalt go 
down quicklyi and come to the place where thou didst 
hide thyself, when the business was in hand, and shalt 
remain by the stone Easel. 20 And I will shoot three

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34^ Jonathan arose from the table in fierce anger, 
and did eat no meat the second day of the month : for 
he was g^eved for Davidi because his father had done 
him shame. 35 And it came to pass in th€ mornings 
that Jonathan went out into the field, at the time ap* 
|>ointed wit^ David, and a little lad with him. 36 And 
he said unto his lad, Run, find out now the arrows

beyond him. 37 And when the lad was come to the 
place of the arrow which Jonathan had shot, Jonathan

/ 38 And Jonathan cried after the lad. Make speed, 
haste, dtay not. And Jonathan's lad gathered up the 
arrows, and came to his master. 39 But the lad knew 
not any thing : only Jonathan and David knew the 
matter. 40 And Jonathan gave his artillery unto his 
lad, and said unto him, Go; carry tkem to the city. 
4 1 ,/ind as soon as the lad was gone, David arose out 
of a place toward the south, and fell on his face to the 
ground, and bowed himself three times: and they 
kissed one another, and wept one with another, until 
David exceeded. 43 And Jonathan said to David, Go 
ia peace, forasmuch as we have sworn both of us in the 
name of the Lord, saying,. The Lord be between me 
and thee, and between my seed and thy seed for e;verr 
And he arose and depacted : and Jonathan went into

Akd it. came to pass when Saul was returned 
from following the Philistines, that it was told him, 
saying. Behold} David ia in the trildemess of En-gedi. 
2 Then Saul took three thousand chosen men out of 
all Israel, and went to seek David and his men upon 
the rocks of «the wild goats. 3 And he came to the 
sheep-cotes by the way, where wa* a cave, and Saul 
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went in to cover his^feet : and David and his m«i» 
remained in the aides of the cave. 4 And the men oC 
David said unto him, Behold the day of which the Lord 
said unto thee, Behold, I will deliver thine enemy inta 
thine hand, that thou mayest do to him as it shall seem 
good unto thee.

5 And it came to pass afterward, that David's heart 
smote him, because he had cut off Saul's skirt. 6 And 
he said unto his men, The Lord forbid that I should do 
this thing unto my master the Lord's anointed, to 
stretch forth mine hand ag^nst him, seeing he ia the 
anointed of the Lord. 7 So David stayed his servants 
with these words, and suffered them not to rise against 
Saul : but Saul rose up out of the cave, and went on hia 
way. 8 £)avid also arose afterward, and went out of 
the cave, and cried after Saul, saying, My lord the king. 
And when Saul looked behind him, David stooped with 
his face to the earth, and bowed himself. 

9 And David said to Saul, Wherefore hearest thou 
men's words, saying, Behold, David seeketh thy hurt ? 
1 Behold this day thine eyes have seen how that the ' 
Lord had delivered thee to-day into mine hand in the 
cave : and aome bade me kill thee, but mine ei^e spared 
the^, and I said, I will not put forth mine hand against 
my lord ;' for he is the Lord's anointed. 1 1 Moreover,, 
my father, see, yea, see the «kirt of thy robe in my 
hand : for in that I cut off the skirt of thy robe, and kill- 
ed thee not : know thou and see that there is neither 
evi; nor transgression in mine hand, and I have not 
sinned against thee ; yet thou huntest my soul, to take 
it. 12 The Lord judge between me and thee, and the 
Lord avenge me of thee : but mine hand shall not be 
upon thee. 

i 3 As saith the proverb of the ancients, Wickedness, 
proceedeth from the wicked : but mine hand shall not 
be upon thee. 14 After whoni is the king of Israel 
come out ? after whom dost thou pursue ? afterade^d 
dog, after a flea. 15 The Lord therefore be judge, 
and judge between me and thee, and see, and plead my 
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eaase, and deliver me out of tfaine hand. 16 And it 
came to pa^s when Daiid had gf.ade axt end of speak* 
ing these words unto Saul, that Saul said. It this thjr 
▼oice, my son David ? And Saul lifted up his voicei and 
wept. 17 And he said to David^ Thou art more righ* 
teous than I : for thou hast rewarded me good, whereas 
I have rewarded thee evil. 

1 8 And thou ha&t shewed this day how that thou hast • 
dealt well with me : forasmuch as when the Lord had 
delivered me into thine hand, thou klUedst me not. 
19 For if a man find his enemy, will h€ let him go 
well away ? wherefore the Lord reward thee good fer 
that thou hast done unto me this day. 20 And now 
behold, I know well that tho^ shalt surely be king, and 
that the kingdom of Israel shall be established in thine 
hand. 21 Swear now therefore unto me by the Lord, 
thai thou wilt not_ destroy my name out of my father's 
house. 22 And David swear unto Saul : and Saul 
went home J but David and his men gat them up unto 
the hold. 

CHAPTER XXXT. 
"" SAUL^S DEATH. ^jf 

Now the Philistines fought against Israel :iind 
the men of Israel fled from before the Philistines, and 
fell down slain in mount Gilboa. 2 And the Philistines

7 And when the men of Israel that were en the other 
side of the valley, and ihey that were on the other side 
Jordan, saw that the men of Israel fled,, and that Saul 
and his sons were dead, they forsook the cities, and 
fled : and the Philistines came and dwelt in them» 
a And h came to pass on the morrow, when the Phi- 
listines came tp strip the slain, that they found Saul 
and his three sons fallen in mount Gilboa. 

9 And they cut off his head, and stripped off his 

fmour, and sent into the land of the Philistines round 
out, to publish it in the house of their idols, and 
among the people. 10 And they put his armour in 
the shouse of Ashtaroth : and they fastened his body 
to the wall of Beth-shan. 1 1 And when the inhabi- 
tants of Jabesh-gilead heard of that- which the Philis- 
tines had done to Saul ; 1 2 All the valiant men arose» 
and went all night, and took the body of Saul, and the 
bodies of his sons, from the wall of Beth-shan, and 
came to Jabesh, and burnt them there. 13 And they 
took their bones, and buried them under a tree at 
J^beshf and fasted seven days.

7 And when he looked 
behind him, he saw me, and called unto me : and I 
answered here am I. 8 And he said unto me. Who 
art thou ? ;pnd I answered him, I am an Amalekite. 
9 He said unto me again, Stand, I pray thee, upon me, 
and slay me : for anguish is come upon me, because 
my life f« yet whole in me. 10 So I st€>od upon him, and 
slew him, because I was sure that he could not live, 
after that he was fallen : and I took the crown that vHia 
upon his heady and the bracelet that was on his arm> 
and have brought them hither unto my lord. 

1 1 Then David took hold on his clothes, and rent 
them, and likewise all the men that vftre with him. 
' 12 And they mourned and wept, and fasted until even, 
for Saul, and for Jonathan his son, and for the people 
of the Lord, and for the house of Israel ; because they 
were £allen by the sword. 1 3 And David said unto 
the young man that told him, Whence art thou ? and 
he answered, I am the son of a stranger, an Amale- 
kite. 14 And David said unto him, How wast thou 
not afraid to stretch forth thine hand to destroy the 
Lord's anointed ?

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in the streets of Askelon : lest the daughters of the 
Phiiistmes rejoice, lest the daughters of the uncircum- 
cised triumph. 2 1 Ye mountains of Gilboa, let there^ 
be no dew, neither let there be rain upon you, nor fields 
of offerings : for there the shield of the mighty is vilely 
cast away, the shield of Saul, as though he had not been 
anointed with oil. 22 From the blood of the slain, 
from the: fiit of the mighty, the bow of Jonathan turned 
not back, and the sword of Saul returned not empty. 

23 Saul and Jonatlum were lovely and pleasant in 
their lives, and in their death they were not divided : 
they were swifter than eagles, they were stronger than 
lions. 24 Ye. daug^hters of Israel, weep over Saul, who 
clothed you in scarlet with other delights, who put on 
ornaments of gold upon your appgrel. 25 ,How are . 
the mighty fallen in the midst of the battlt ! O Jona- 
than, thou wast slain in thine high places. 26 I am 
distressed lor thee, my brother Jonathan : very pleasant 
liast thou been unto me : thy love to me was wonder- 
ful^ passing the love of women. 27 How are the 
mighty fallen, and the weapons of war perished ! 

CHAPTER V. 

DAVID FIGHTBTH THE PHILISTINES. 

Then came all the tribes of Israel to David 
imto Hebron, aiid spake, sayirtg, Behold, we are thj 
bone and thy flesh. 2 Also in time past, when Saul 
was king over us, thou wast he that leddest out and 
broughtest in Israel : and the Lord said to thee. Thou 
.shalt^feed my people Israel, and thou shalt be a captain 
over Israel. 3 So all the elders of Israel came to the 
king to Hebron ; anc^ king David made a league wi\h 
them in Hebron before the Lord : and they anointed 
David king over Israel. '4 David was thirty years* old 
when he bet^an to reign, and he reigned forty years. 
10 And David went on, and grew great ; and the Lord 
God of hosts wfs with him. 12 And David perceived 
that the Lord had established him king over Israel, and 
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tKat he had exalted his kingdotn for his people Israel's 
sake. 

17 Bjut when the Philistines heard that they had 
anointed David king over Israel, all the Philistines 
came up to seek David ; and David heard of it^ and 
went down to the iiold. 19 And David enquired of the 
Lord, saying, Shall I go up to the Philistines ? wilt 
thou deliver them into mine hand ? And the Lord said 
unto David, Go up ; for I will doubtless deliver the 
Philistines into tliine hand. 20 And David came to 
Baal-perazim, and David smote them there, and said, 
The Lord hath broken forth upon mine enemies before 
me, as the breach of waters. Therefore he called the 
name of that place Baal-pera^m. 22 And the Philis- 
tines came up yet again, and spread themselves in the ^ 
valley. of Rephaim. 23 And' when David enquired of 
the Lord, he said. Thou shalt not go up ; but fetch a 
compass behind them^ and come upon them over 
against the mulberry •trees. 25 And David did so, as 
the Lord had commanded him ; and smote the Philis* 
tines from Geba until thou come to Gazer. 

CHAPTER VI. 

DAVID BRINGKTU BACK THK ARK. 

Again, David gathered together all the chosen 
men of Israel, thirty thousand. 2 And David arose, 
and went with all the people that were with him from 
Baale of Judah, to bring up from thence the ark of God, 
whose name is called by the name of The Lord of hosts, 
that dwelleth between the cherubims. 15 So David 
and all the house of Israel brought up the ark of the 
Lord with shouting, and with the sound of the trumpet.

And it came to pass, when the king sat in his 
house, and the Lord had given him rest round about 
from .all his enemies, 2 That the king said unto Na- 
than the prophet, Se^ now, I dVell in an house of cedar, 
but the ark of God dwelleth within curtains. 3 And 
Nathan said to the king. Go, do all that » in thipe heart ; 
for the Lord w with thee. 

4 And it came to pasd that night, that the word of 
the Lord came unto Nathan, saying, 5 Go and tell my 
servant David, Thus saith the Lord, Shalt thou build 
me an house for me to dwell in ? 6 Whereas I have not 
, dwelt in any house since the time that I brought up 
the children of Israel out of Egypt, even to this day, 
but have walked in a tent and in a tabernacle. 7 In all 
the filacea wherein I have walked with all the children 
of Israel, spake I a word with/any of the tribes of Israel, 
whom I commanded to feed my people Israel, saying, 
Why build ye not me an house of cedar ? 

8 Now, therefore, so shalt thou say unto my servant 
David, Thus saith the Lord of hosts, I took thee from 
the sheep-cote, from following the sheep, to be ruler 
over my people, over Israel. 9 And I was with thee 
whithersoever thou wentest, and have cut off aU thine 
enemies out of thy sight, and have made thee a great 
name, like unto the name of the great men that are in 
the earth. 10 (Moreover, I will appoint a place for 
my people Israel, and will plant them, that they may 
dwell in a place of their own, and move no more ; neither 
shall the children of wickedness afflict them any more as 
before tim^i 1 1 And as since the time that I command- 
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«d judges to be over my people Israel, and have caused 
tbee to rest from all thine enemies.) Also the Lord 
telleth thee^ that he will make thee an house. / 

12 And when thy days be fulfilled, and thou shalt 
sleep with thy fathers, I will set up thy [son] after 
thee, and I will establish his kingdom. 13 He shall 
build an house for my name, and I will establish the 
throne of his kingdom for ever. 14 I will be his 
father, and he shall be my son. If he commit ini- 
quity, I will chasten him with the rod of men, and 
with the stripes of the children of men: 15 But my 
mercy shall not depart away from him, as I took iV from 
Saul, whom I put away before thee. 16 And thine 
house and thy kingdom shall be established for ever 
before thee : thy throne shall be established for ever. 
1 7 According to all these words, and according to- all 
this vision, so did Nathan speak unto David. 

18 Then went king David in, sfid sat before the 
Lord, and he said, Who am I, O Lord God ? and what 
is my house, that thou hast brought me • hitherto ? 
19 And this was yet a small thing in thy sight, O Lord 
Ood ; but thou hast spoken also of thy servant's house 
for a great while to come : and is this the manner of 
man, O Lord God I 20. And what can David say more 
unto theei for thou,. Lord God, knowest thy servant.

Lord God : for there is none like thee, neither is there - 
uny god besides . thee, according to all that we have 
heard with our ears. .^ • 

23 And what one nation m the earth is like thy peo- 
ple, even like Israel, whom God went to redeem for a 
people to himself, and to make him a name, and to do 
for you great things and terrible, for thy land, before 
thy people, which thou redeemedst to thee from Egypt, 
Jrom the nations and their gods ? 24 For thou ha^t con- 
firmed to thyself thy people Israeli to be a people unto 
thee for ever : and thou,' Lord art become their God. . 
25 And now, O Lord God, the word that thou hast 
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spoken concerning thy servant, and concerning his 
house, establish it for ever, and, do as thou hast said. 

26 And let thy name be magnified for ever, saying, 
The Lord of hosts is the God over Israel : and let the 
house of thy servant David be established before thee. 
27 For thou, O Lord of hosts, God of Israel, hast re« 
vealed to thy servant, saying, I will build thee an house : 
therefore hath thy servant found in his heart to pray 
this prayer unto thee. 28 And now, O Lord God, thou 
art that Godj and thy words be true, and thou hast pro- 
mised this goodness unto thy servant. 29 Therefore 
: now let it please thee to bless the house of thy servant, 
that it »Tnay continue for ever before thee : for thou, O 
^Lord God, hast spoken i7, and with thy blessing let the 
house of thy servant be blessed for ever.

40 So they 
poured out for the men to eat : and it came to pass as 
they were eating of the pottage, that they cried out, 
and said, O thou man of God, there i> death m the pot : 
and they could not eat thereof. 4 1 But he said. Then 
bring meal : and he cast it into the pot ; and he said, 
Pour out for the people, that they may eat : and there 
was no harm -in the pot.

Now after these things, in the reign of Artas:- 
erxes king of Persia, Ezra, the son of Seraiah, 5 [A 
descendant] of Aaron the chief priest, 6 Went up from 
Babylon ; and he waa a ready scribe in the law of Moses, 
which the Lord God of Israel had given : and the king 
granted him all his request, according to the hand of 
the Lord his God upon him. 8 And he came to Jeru- 
salem in the 5fth month, which waa in the seventh 
year of the king.

a scribe of the words of thd* commandments of' the 
Lord, and of his statutes to Israel. 12 Artaxerxes, king 
of kings ; Unto Ezra the priest, a scribe of the law of 
the God of heaven, perfect fieace^ and at such a time. 
13 1 make a decree, that all they of the people of Israel, 
and ofhh priests, and Levites, in my realm, which' are 
minded of their own free will to go up to Jerusalem, go. 
with thee. 14 Forasmuch as thou art sent of the king^ 
and. of his seven counsellors, to enquire concerning^ 
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Jkdab and Jerusalem) accor^ng to the law of thy God 
which is in thii^e h»nd ; 15 And to carry the silver and 
§^Id, which the ^ing and his counsellors have freely 
offered unto the God of Israel, whose habitation ia in 
Jerusalem ; 20 An^ whatsoever more shall be needful 
for the house of thy God, which thou shah have occa- 
sion to bestow, bestow it out of the king's treasure- 
bouse. 

2 1 And I, even I, Arta^erxes the king, do make a 
decree to all the treasurers which are beyond the riveis 
that whatsoever Ezra the priest, the scribe of the law 
of the God of heaven, shall require of you, it be dcM)e 
speedily. 23 Whatsoever is commanded by the God 
of heaven, let it be diligently done for the house of the 
God of heaven : for why should there be wrath against 
the realm of the king and his sons ? 

25 And thou, Ezra, after the wisdom of thy God, that 
18 in thine hand, set magistrates and judges, which may 
judge all the people that are beyond the river, all such 
as know the laws of thy God ; and teach ye them that 
know them not. 26 And whosoever will not do the law 
of thy God and the law of the king, let judgment be 
executed speedily upon him, whether it be unto death, 
or to banishment, or to confiscation of goods, or to im- 
prisonment. 27 Blessed be the Lord God of our fathers, 
which hath put auc/i a thing as this in the king's heart, 
to beautify the house of the Lord which is in Jerusa- 
lem : 28 And hath extended mercy unto me before the 
king and his counsellors, and before all the king's migh- 
ty princes : and I was strengthened as the hand of the 
Lord my God was upon me ; and I gathered together 
out of Israel chief men to go up with roe.

21 Xhen I proclaimed a fast there, at the river of

CHAP. L 
3n&HEBfrIAH*S O'RLEF FOR JERUSALEM. 

Xhe words of Nehemiah, the son of Hachaliah^ 
And it came to pass, in the month Chisleu, in the twen«^ 
tieth year, as I was in Shushan the palace, 2 That 
flanani, one of my brethren, came, he and certain men 
of Judah ; and I asked them concerning the Jews that 
had escaped, which were left of the captivity, and con- 
cerning Jerusalerar. 3 And they said unto me. The 
remnant that are left of the captivity there in the pro- 
vince are in great affliction and reproach r the wall of 
Jerusalem also is broken down, and the gates thereof 
are burnt with- fire. 4 And it came toi pass, when I 
heard these words, that I sat down and wept, and 
mourned certain days, and fasted, and prayed before 
the God of heaven^ 5 And said, I beseech thee, O 
Lord God of heaven^ the great and, terrible God, that 
keepeth covenant and mercy for themahat love him ; 
6- Let thine ear now be attentive^and thine eyes openi, 
that thou mayest hear the prayer of thy servant, which; 
£ipray before thee now, day and nighty for th£ children 
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of Israel thy servantSy and confess the sins of the ehiK 
dreQ of Israel, which we ha^e sinned against thee : both 
I and my father's house have sinned. 

7 We have dealt very corruptly, and have not kept the 
commandments, nor the statutes, nor the judgments, 
which thou commandedst thy servant Moses. 8 Re-^ 
member, I beseech thee, the word, that thou command- 
edst thy servant Moses, saying, ^ye transgress, I will 
scatter you abroad among the nations: 9 But (/* ye 
turn unto me, and keep my commandments, and do 
them ; -^ though there were of you cast out unto the 
uttermost part of the heaven, yet will I gather them 
from thence, and will bring them unto the place that I 
have chosen to set my name there. 10 Now these are 
thy servants, and thy people, whom thou hast redeem- 
ed by thy great power, and by thy strong hand. 1 1 O 
Lord, I beseech thee, let now thine ear be attentive to^ 
the prayer of thy servant, and to the prayer of thy ser- 
vants, who desire to fear thy name; and prosper^ I 
pray thee^ thy servant this day.

An» all the people gathered themselves to- 
gether as one man into the street that was before the 
water-gate y and they spake unto Ezra the scribe, tQ 
bring the book of the law of Moses, which the Lord 
had commanded to Israel. 2 And Ezra the priest 
brought the law before the congregation, both of roeiv 
and women, and all that could hear with understanding, 
upon the first day of the seventh month. 5 And Ezi-a 
-opened the book in the sight of all the peopl<» ; (for he 
was above all the people ;) and, when he opened it, all. 
the people stood up. 6 And Ezra blessed the Lord, 
the great God : and aU the people answered, Amen,.

This day f> holy unto 
the Lord your God ; mourn not nor weep : for all the 
people wept when they heard tha words of the law. 
10 Then he said unto them. Go your way, eat the fat,, 
and drink the sweet, and send portions unto them for 
whom nothing is prepared i for thiB day <> holy unto- 
our Lord : neither be ye sorry ; for the joy of the Lord 
is your strength. 1 1 So the Levites stilled all the peo- 
ple, saying, Hold your peace, tor the day r« holy ; 
neither be ye grieved. 12 And all the people went 
their way to eat, and to drink, and to send portions, 
and to make great mirth, because they had understood 
the words that were declared unto them. 18 Also day 
by day, from the first day unto the last day, he read ilk 
the book of the law of God : and they kept the feast 
seven days, and ovt the eighth day wa« a solemn assem-^ 
biy, aceording unto the manaer..

Xhen Job answered the Lord, and said, 2 1 
know that thou canst do every fhingi^ and that no thought 
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can be withholden firom thee. 3 Who i« he tliat bideth 
counsel without knowledge ? therefore have I uttered 
that I understood not ; thing« too wonderful for me^ 
which I knew not. 4 Hear, I beseech thee^ and I wlil 
speak : I will demand of thee, and declare thou unto 
me. 5 I have heard of thee hj the hearing of the ear : 
but now mine eye seeth thee. 6 Wherefore I abhor 
myself^ and repent in dust and ashes. 
_ 7 And it was ^o, that after the Lord had spoken 
these words unto Job, the Lord said to Eliphaz the Te- 
manite, My wrath is kindled against thee, and against 
thy two Mends : for ye have not spoken of me the thing 
that 19 right, as my servant Job fiath. S Therefore 
take unto you now seven bullocks and seven rams, and 
go to my servant Job, and offer up for yourselves a 
burnt-offering ; and my servant Job shall pray for you : 
for him will I accept : lest I deal with you q/ier your 
folly, in that ye have not spoken of me the thing which 
16 right, like my servant Job. 9 So Eliphaz the Tema* 
nite, and Bildad the Shuhite, and Zophar the Naama- 
thite, went, and did according as the Lord commanded 
them ^ the Lord also accepted Job. 10 And the Lord 
turned thie captivity pf Job, when he prayed for his 
friends : also the Lord gave Job twice as much as he 
had before. 

1 1 Then came there unto him all his brethren, and 
all his sisters, and all they that had been of his acquain- 
tance before, and did eat bread with him in his house : 
and they bemoaned hlra, and comforted him over all 
the evil that the Lord had brought upon him : every 
man also gave him a piece of money, and every one an 
ear-ring of gold. 12, So the Lord blessed the latter 
end of Job more than his beginning : for he h-cl four- 
teen thousand sheep, and six thousand camels, and 
a thousand yoke of oxen, and a thousand she-asses^ 
13 He had also seven sons, and three daughters. 
15 And in all the land were no women found so fair 
as the daughters of Job : and their father gave them, 
inheritance among their brethren. 16 After this lived 
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Job ao hundred and forty years, and saw his sons, and 
his son's soos, even four generations. 17 So Job died^ 
deiag old and full of days.

5 A wise man will 
h^ar, and will increase learning ; and a man of under- 
standing shall attain unto wise counsels : 6 To un- 
derstand a proverb, and the interpretation : the words 
of the Wise, and their dark sayings. 7 The fear of 
the Lord la the beginnitig of knowledge : but fools 
despise wisdom and ihisUruction. 

8 My son, hear the .instruction of thy father^ and 
forsake not the law of thy fnother : 9 For they shall 
be an ornament of grace unto thy head, and chains 
abQUt thy neck. 10 Mjl son, if sinners enticp thee, 
consent thou not. 15 Walk not thou in the i^ay with 
them ; refrain thy foot from their path. 16 For their 
feet run to evil, ahd make haste to shed blood. 1 7 Sure- 
ly in vain the net is s]#ead in the sight of any bird. 
18^ And they lay wait for their ovm blood ;. they lurk, 
privily for their own lives. 19^ So are the ways of 
every one that is greed]^ of gain'; vMch taketh away 
the life of the owners thereof. 
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30 Wisdom crieth without ; she uttereth her voice 
in the streets: 21 She crieth in the €hief place of 
concourse^ in the openings of the gates : in the cit^ she 
uttereth her wordS) sayings 33 How long, ye simple 
ones, will ye love simplicity ; and the scorners delight 
in their scorning, and fools hate knowledge .'33 Turn , 
ye at my reproof ; behold, I will pour out my spidt 
unto you, I will make known my words unto you. 

34 Because I have called, and ye refused ; I have 
stretched out my hand, and no man regarded ; 35 But 
ye have set at nought ail my counsel, and would none 
oiiny reproof: 36 I will also laugh at your calami- 
ty ; I will mock when your fear cometh : 37 When 
your fear cometh as desolation, and your destruction 
cometh as a whirlwind ; when distress and anguish 
cometh upon you : 38 Then shall they call upon me, 
but I will not answer ; they shall seek me early, but 
they shall not find me. 

39 For that they hated knowledge, and did not 
choose the fear of the Lord. 30 They would none of 
my counsel, they despised all my reproof. 3 1 Tlyere- 
fore shall they eat of the fruit of their own way, and be 
filled with their own devices. 33 For the turning away 
of the simple shall slay them, and the prosperity of 
fools shall destroy. them. 33 But whoso hearkeneth 
unto me shall dwell safely, and shall be quiet from 
fear of evil. -

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14 Frowardness is in his heart; he deviseth mischief 
continuaUy: he soweth discord. 15 Therefore shall 
his calamity came suddenly ; suddenly shall lic^fe 
broken without remedy. 1 6 These six things doth the 
l*ord hate ; yea, seven are an abomination unto him : 
17 A proud looky a lying tongue, and hands that shed 
innocent bloody la An heart that deviseth wicked 
imaginations, feet that be swift in running to raischiefi 
19 A false witness that speaketh Hes, and he that sow-^ 
eih discord among brethren. 

20 My son, keep thy father's commandment, and 
forsake not the law of thy mother: 21 Bind them 
continually upon thine heart, and tie them about thy 
neck. 22 When thou goest, it shall lead thee ; when 
thou sleepest, it shall keep thee ; and when thou 
awakest, it shall talk with thee. 23 For the command- 
ment is a lamp : and the law is light : and reproofs of 
instruction are the way of life. 27 Can a man tak^ 
fire in his bosom, and his clothes not be burned? 
28 Can one go upon hot coals, and his feet not be 
burned I 30 Men do not despise a thief, if he steal to 
satisfy his soul when he is hungry ; 32 But whoso 
committeth adultery lacketh understanding: he that 
doeth it destroyeth his own souL 33 A wound and 
dishonour shall he get, and his reproach shall not be 
wiped away.

4 He 
becometh poor that dealeth with a slack hand, but the 
hand of the: diligent maketh rich. 5 He that gathereth 
in summer is a wise son : but he that sleepeth in har- 
vest is a son that causetK shame. 6 Blessings erre upon 
the head of the just : but violence covereth the mouth 
of the wicked. -^ * 

7 The memory of the }ust is blessed : but the namo 
of the wicked shall rot. 8 The wise in heart will re- 
.ceive commandments I bu^ a prating fool shaU falL 
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9 He that walketh uprightly walketh surely : but he 
that perverteth his ways shall be known. 10 He that 
winketh with the eye causeth sorrow : but a prating 
fool shall fall. 1 1 The mouth of a righteous man is a 
well of life : but violence covereth the mouth of the 
wicked. 12 Hatred stirreth up strife : but love cover- 
eth all sins. 

13 In the lips of him that hath understanding, wis- 
dom is found : but a rod is for the back of him that is 
void of understanding. 14 Wise men lay up know- 
ledge : but the mouth of the foolish is near destruction. 
15 The rich man's wealth is his strong city: the de- 
Struction of the poor is their poverty. 16 The labour 
of the righteous tendeth to life ; the fruit of the wicked 
to sin. 17 He is in the way of life that keepeth instruc- 
tion : but he that refuseth reproof, erreth. 18 He that 
hideth hatred ivith lying lips, and he that uttereth a 
slander, is a fool. 19 In the multitude of words there 
wanteth not sin : but he that refraineth his lips is wise. 

20 The tongue of the just is as choice silver, the 
heart of the wicked is little worth.

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7 Wisdom is too high for a fool : he openeth not his 
mouth in the gate. 8 He that deviseth to da eyil shall 
be called a mischievous person. 9 The thought of 
foolishness ie sin : and the scorner ia an abomination to 
men, lO JjT thou faint in the day of adversity, thy 
strength ia small. 1 1 If thou forbear to deliver them 
that are drawn unto death, and those that are ready to 
foe slain ; 12 If thou sayest, Behold, we knew it not : 
dbth not he that pondereth the heart consider it P and 
he that keepeth thy soul, doth not he know it? and 
shall not he render to every man according to his 
wovks ? 

15 Lay not wait, O wicked many against the dwell- 
ing of the righteous ; spoil not his resting-place : 
16 For a just man falleth seven times, and riseth up 
again : but the wicked shall fell into mischief. 17 Re- 
joice not when thine enemy falleth, and let not thine 
heart be glad when he stumbleth : 18 Lest the Lord 
see it, and it displease him, and he turn away his 
wrath from him. 19 Fret not thyself because of evil 
men, neither be thou envious at the wicked : 20 For 
there shall be no reward to the evil man ; the candle of 
the wicked shall be put out. 

3 1 My son, fear thou the Lord, and the king : and 
. meddle not with them that are given to change : 
22 For their calamity shall rise suddenly; and who 
knoweth the ruin of them both ? 23 These things 
also belong to the wise, // is not good to have respect 
of persons in judgment. 24 He that saith unto the 
wicked. Thou art righteous ; him shall the people 
curse, nations shall abhor him : 25 But to them that 
rebuke him shall be delight, and a good blessing shall 
come upon them. 27 Prepare thy work without, and 
make it fit for thyself in the field ; and afterwards 
build thine house. 

28 Be not a witness against thy neighbour without 
cause ; and deceive not with thy lips. 29 Say not, I 
will do so to him as he hath done to me : I will render 
to the man according to* his work. 30 I went by the 
field of the slothful^ and by the vineyard of the man 
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void of undeiitttidiQg ; 31 And lo, it was all g^wn 
over villi thorny and nettles had covered tbe face 
thereof, and the stone wall thereof was broken down. 
32 Then I sawr and considered it well : I looked upon 
ity and .received instruction. 33 Yet a little sleep^a 
liule. slumber, a little folding of the hands to sleep : 
34 Si9 shall thy poverty come a« one that traveUeth, 
and« thy want as an armed man. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

w CAUSES OF qUARRSLS. 

8 Oo not foi'th hastily to strive, lest t/^ou know 
7iot what to do in the end thereof, when thy neighbour 
hath put thee to shame. 9 Debate thy cause with 
thy neighbour himself ; and discover not « secret to 
another ; lo Lest he that hearetb it put thee to shame, 
and thine iniamy turn not away. 11 A word fitly 
spoken is Hke apples of gold in pictures of silver. 

12 As an ear-ring of gold, and an ornament of fine 
gold, so is a wise reprover upon an obedient ear. 

13 As the cold of snow in ttie time of harvest, so is 
a faithful messenger to th&j/a that sent him : for he 
refresheth the soul of his masters. 

14 Whoso boasteth himself of a false gift, is Uke 
clouds and wind without rain. 16 H^st thou found 
honey ? eat so much as is sufficient for thee, lest thou 
be filled therewith. 17 Withdraw thy foot from thy 
neighbour's house : lest he be weary of thee, and so 
hate thee. 18 A man that beareth false witness 
agsdn&t his neighbour is a maul, and a sword, and a 
.sharp arrow. 19 Confidence in an unfaithful man in 
time of trouble is like a broken tooth and a foot out of 
joint. 20 As he that taketh away a garment in cold 
weather, and as vinegar upon nitre ; so is he that sing- 
eth songs to an heavy heart. 

21 If thine enemy be hungry, give him bread to 
eat ; and if he be thirsty, give him water to drink : 
22 For thou shalt heap poals of fire upon his heady and 
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the Lord shall reward thee. 23 The north winddriT- 
eth awaj rain : so doth an angry countenance a back- 
biting tongue. 25 Am cold waters to a thirsty souly so 
» good news from a far country. 26 A righteous 
man falling down before the wicked i« as a troubled 
fountain and a corrupt spring. 27 It ia not good to 
eat much honey : so /or men to search their own glory 
u not glory. 28 He that hath no rule over his own 
spirit) is like a city that ia broken down and without 
walls. 

CHAPTER XXVr 
STRIFE AND INDOLENCE CRIMINAL. ~ 

As snow in summer, and as rsdn in harvest) so 
honour is not seemly for a fool. 2 As the bird by 
wandering, as the swallow by flyings so the curse cause* 
less shall not come. 3 A whip for the horsO) a bridle 
for the assy and a rod forthe fool'sback. 10. The great 
God that formed all thinga^ both rewardeth the foor, and 
rewardeth trangressors. 12 Seest thou a roan wise in 
in his own conceit ? there ia more hope of a fool than 
of him. 

1 3 The slothful man saith. There ia a lion in the way ; 
a lion ia in the streets. 1 4 Aa the door turneth upon 
his hingeS) so doth the slothful upon his bed. 1 5 The 
slothful hideth his hand in hia bosom ; it grieveth him 
to bring it again to his mouth. 1 6 The sluggard ia 
wiser in his own conceit than seven men that can ren- 
der a reason. 1 8 As a mad man who casteth firebrands, 
arrows, and death ; 19 So ia the man that deceiveth 
his neighbour, and saith, Am not I in sport ? 20 Where 
no wood is, there the fire goeth out : so where there 
ia no tale-bearer, the strife ceaseth. 

22 The words of a tale-bearer are as wounds. 
23 Burning lips and a wicked heart are like a pot- 
sherd covered with silver dross. 24 He that hateth, 
dissembleth with his lips, and layeth up deceit within 
him : 25 When he speaketh fair, believe him not : 
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for there are seven aboxmnations in his heart. 26 Who%t 
hatred is covered by deceit^ his wickedness shall be 
shewed before the whole congregation. 37 Whoso 
digg^th a pity shall fall thel^in : and he that roUeth a 
stone) it will return upon him. 28 A lying tongue 
hateth those that are afRicted by it : and a flattering 
Tnouth worketh ruin. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

FRIENDSHIP. 

Boast not thyself of to-morrow : for thou 
knowest not what a day may bring forth. 2 Let an- 
other man praise thee, and not thine own mouth : a 
stranger, and not thine own lips. 4 Wrath ia cruel, 
and anger ia outrageous : but who ia able to stand be« 
fore envy ? 5 Open rebuke is better than secret love. 
6 Faithful are the wounds of a friend : but the kisses 
of an enemy are deceitful. 7 The full soul loatheth 
an honey-comb : but to the hungry soul every bitter 
thing is sweet. 

9 Ointment and perfume rejoice the heart : so doth 
the sweetness of a man's friend by hearty counsel. 
10 Thine own friend and thy father's friend forsake 
not ; neither go into thy brother's house in the day of 
thy calamity : for better ia a neighbour that ia near, 
than a brother far off. 1 1 My son, be wise, and make 
my heart glad, that I may answer him that reproacheth 
me. 1 2 A prudent man foreseeth the evil, and hideth 
himself: but the simple pass on, and are punished. 
1 4 He that blesseth his friend with a loud voice, rising 
aarly in the morning, it shall be counted a curse to 
him. \7 Iron sharpeneth iron ; so a man sharpeneth 
the countenance of his friend. 

19 As in water idice anawereth to face, so the heart 
of man to man. 20 Hell and destruction are nefef * 
full; 80 the eyes of man are never satisfied. .'21 }ls * 
the fining-pot for silver, and the furnace for gold :'S6*- ^ 
ia a man to his praise. 23 Be thou diligent to know*^ 
24 * 
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the state of thy flocks, and look weU to thy herds « 
24 For riches are not for ever : and doth the crown 
endure to every generation ? 25 The hay appeareth, 
and the tender grass sheweth itself, and herbs of the 
mountains are gathered. 26 The lambs are for thy 
clothing, and the goats are the price of the field. 
27 And thou ahalt have goat's milk enough for thy 
food, for the food of thy household. 

CHAPTER XXVIll. 

INTEGRITY. 

X HE wicked flee when no man pursueth : but 
the righteous are bold as a lion. 2 For the transgres- 
sion of a land many are the princes thereof : but by a 
man of understanding and knowledge the state thereof 
shall be prolonged. 3 A poor man that oppresseth 
the poor, U like a sweeping rain that leaveth no food. 
4 ThfBy that forsake the law praise the wicked : but 
such as keep the law contend with them. 5 Evil men 
imderstand not judgment : but they that seek the Lord 
understand all things, 6 Better r# the poor that walketh 
in his uprightness, than he that ia perverse in his ways, 
though he be rich. 7 Whoso keepeth the law is a 
wise son : but he that is a companion of riotous men 
shameth his father. 

a He that by usury and unjust gain increase th his 
substance, he shall gather it for him that will pity the 
poor. 9 He that turneth away his ear from hearing 
the law, even his prayer shall be abomination. 10 Who- 
so causeth the righteous to go astray in an evil way, 
lie shall fall himself into his own pit : but the uptight 
shall have good things in possession. 11 The rich 
man is wise in his own conceit: but the poor that hath 
tinderstanding searcheth him out. 12 When righ- 
teous men do rejoice, there is great glory : but when 
the wicked rise, a man is, hidden. 

13 He that covereth his sins shall not prosper : but 
whoso confesseth ^nd forsaketh them shall have mercy. 
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14 Happy U the man that feareth alwiay : but he that 
hardeneth his heart shall fall into mischief. 1 5 i^« a 
roaring lion, and a ranging bear, #o is a wicked ruler 
over the poor people. 16 The prince that wanteth 
understanding i> also a great oppressor : but he that 
hateth covetousness shall prol<Hig his days. 17 A man 
that doeth violence to the blood of any person shall fiee 
to the pit ; let no man stay him. 18 Whoso waiketh 
uprightly shall be saved : but he that is perversf^ ifi his 
ways shall fall at once. 19 He that tilleth his land 
shall have plenty of bread : but he that foUoweth after 
vain /lersons shall have poverty enough. 

20 A faithful man shall abound with blessings : but 
he that maketh haste to be rich shall not be innocent. 
^ 1 To have respect of persons is not good : for, for a 
piece of bread that man will transgress. 23 He that 
rebuketh a man afterwards shall find more favour than 
he that fiattereth with the tongue. 24 Whoso robbeth 
his father or his mother, ^nd saith, It is no transgres- 
sion ; the same is the codspanio]} of a destroyer. 25 He 
that is of a proud heart stirreth up strife : but he that 
putteth his trust in the Lord shall be made fat. 26 He 
that trusteth in his own heart is a fool: but whoso 
waiketh wisely, he shall be delivered. 27 He that 
giveth unto the p|(i^or shall not lack : but he that hideth 
his eyes shall h^ve many a cUrse. 
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CHAP. XXIX. 

GOVERNMENT. 



Le that being 'often reproved hardeneth his 
neck, shall suddenly be destroyed, and that^ without 
remedy. 2 When the righteous are in authdrity, the 
people rejoice : but when the wicked beareth rule, the 
people mourn. 3 Whoso loveth wisdom rejoiceth his 
father : but he that keepeth company with harfotf' 
spendeth his substance. 4 The king by judgment 
establisheth the land : but he that receiveth gifts over- 
throweth it. . 7 The righteous considcrcth the cause 
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of the poor : but the wicked regardeth not to know i£, 
8 Scornful men bring a city into a snare : but wise m&n 
turn away wrath. 14 The king that faithfully judgeth 
the poor, his throne shall be established for ever. 

15 The rod and reproof give wisdom: but a child 
left to A/m9e(^bringeth his mother to shame. 16 When 
the wicked are multiplied} transgresnon increaseth : 
but the'nghteous shall see their fall. 17 Correct thy 
son, and he shall give thee rest : yea, he shall give de- 
light unto thy soul. 18 Where there ia no vision, the 
people perish : but he that keepeth the law, happy m 
he. 20 Seest thou a man that ia hasty in his words : 
there ia more hope of a fool than of him. 2 1 He that 
delicately bringeth up his servant from a child, shall 
have him become Ma son at the lengU^. 

22 An angry man stirreth up strife, and a furious 
man aboundeth in transgression. 23 A man's pride 
shall bring him low : but honour shall uphold the hum- 
ble in spirit. 24 Whoso is partner with a thief hateth 
his own soul : he heyeth cursing, and bewrayeth it 
not. 25 The fear of man bringeth a snare ; but whoso 
putteth his trust in the Lord shall be safe. 26 Many 
seek the ruler's favour : but every man's judgment 
cometh from the Lofd. 27 An unjust man ia an abo- 
mination to the just : and he that ia upright in the way 
ia abomination to the wicked. 

CHAP. XXX. 

AGUR*S PRATER. 

The words of Agur the son of Jakeh, even the 
prophecy. 3 I neither learned wisdom, nor have the 
knowledge of the holy. 4 Who hath ascended up 
into heaven, or descended ? who hath gathered the wind 
in his fists ? who hath bound the waters in a garment ? 
who hath established all the ends of the earth ? what ia 
his name, and what ia his son's name, if thou canst tell ? 
5 Every word of God i* pure ; he ia a shield unto them 
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that {Hit Uielr trust in him. 6 Add thou not unto his 
wcHrds, lest he reprove thee> and thou he fbund a liar. 
7 Two things have 1 required of thee : dcnjr me 
them not before I die. 8 Remove far from me vanity 
and lies : give me neither poverty, nor riches ; feed me. 
VfVih food convenient for me : 9 X.est I be full, and 
deny thee^ and say, Who i» the Lord ? or lest I be poor, 
and. steal, and ta^e the name of my God in vain. 
1 2 There is a generation that are pure in their own eyes, 
and yet is not washed from their filthiness. 13 There 
is a generation, O how lofty are their eyes ! and their 
eye-lids are lifted op. 14 There is a generation whose 
teeth are as swords, and their jaw-teeth as knives, to 
devour the poor from off the earth, and the needy from 
among' men. 17 The eye t/uU mocketh at his father, 
and despiseth to obey his mother ; the ravens of the 
valley shall pick it out, and the young eagles shall 
cat it, 

CHAPTER XXXI. 
A VIRTUOUS WOMAK* 

The words of king Lemuel, the prophecy that 
his mother taught him. 10 Who- can find a virtuous 
woman ? for her price is far above rubies. 1 1 The 
heart of her husband doth safely trust in her, so that 
he shall have no need of spoil. 12 She will do him 
good and not evil all the days of her life. 13 She seek- 
eth wool and gax, and worketh willingly with her hands. 
14 She is like the merchant ships ; she bringeth her 
food from afar. 15 She riseth also while it is yet 
night, and giveth.meat to her houshold, and a portion 
to her maidens. 

16 She considereth a field and buyeth it: with the 
fruit of her hands she planteth a vineyard. 19 She 
layeth her hands to the spindle, aiid her hands hold the 
distaff. 20 She stretcheth out her hand to the poor ; 
yea, she reacheth forth her hands to the needy. 21 She 
is not afraid of the snow for her houshold : for ajl her 
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hoQshold are <xlothed with sciRtlet. 38 She maketh 
herself coverings pf tapestry ; her clothing U silk and 
purple. 23 Her husband is known in the gutes> when 
he sitteth among the elders of the land. 

24 She maketh fine linen, and selleth it ;, and deli* 
vereth girdles unto the merchant. 25 Strength and 
honour are her clothing : and she shall rejoice in time 
to come. 26 She openeth her mouth with wisdom ; 
and in her tongue ia the law of kindness* 27 She 
looketh well to the ways of her h^ushold, and eateth 
not the bread of idleness. 28 Her children arise up 
and call her blessed ; her husband alao^ and he praiseth 
her: 29 Many daughters have done virtuously, but 
thou excellest them all. 30 Favour. i9 deceitful, and 
beauty is vain ; but a woman that feareth the Lord, she 
shall be praised. 3 1 Give her of the Grmt of her hands; 
and let her own works praise her in the gates. 



FROM ECCLESIASTES. 

CHAPTER I. 
VANITY OF THE WORLD. ' 

The words of the Preacher, the son of David, 
king of Jerusalem. 2 Vanity of vanities, saith the 
Preacher, vanity of vanities : all is vanity. 4 One gene- 
ration passeth away, and another generation cometh. 
5 The sun also ariseth, and the sun goeth down, and 
hasteth to his place vi^here he arose. 6 The wind 
goeth toward the south, and turneth about unto the 
north : it whirleth about continually. 7 All the rivers 
run into the sea ; yet the sea is not full. 8 All things 
are full of labour : man cannot utter it : the eye is not 
satisfied with seeing, npr the ear filled with hearing. 
^ The thing thiat hath been, it is that which shall be ; 
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and that vrhich is done, u that which shall be done : 
and there ia no new thing under the sun. 

12 I the Preacher was king over Israel in Jerusalem : 
13 And I gave my heart to seek and search out by wis- 
dom concerning all things that arc done under heaven : 
this sore travail hath God given to the sons of man to 
be exercised therewith. 14 I have seen all the works 
that are done under the sun, and behold) all ia vanity 
and vexation of spirit. 16 1 communed with mine own 
heart, saying, Lo, I am come to great estate, and have 
gotten more wisdom than all they th'at have been before 
me in Jerusalem : yea, my heart had great experience 
of wisdom and knowledge. 17 And I gave my heart 
to know wisdoni, and to know madness and folly : I per- 
ceived that this also is vexation of spirit. 

CHAPTER III. 

tL SEASON FOR EVERY THING. 

To every tMng there ia ft season, and a time to 
every purpose under the heaven : 2 A time to be bom, 
and a time to die ; 4 A time to weep, and a time to 
laugh ; 6 A time to keep, and a time to cast away ; 
7 A time to keep silence, and a time to speak ; ^ A 
time of war, and a time of peace. 1 1 He hath made 
every tfnng beautiful in his time ; 12 I know that there 
ia no good in them, but for a man to rejoice, and to do 
good in his life. 1 4 I know that whatsoever God doeth, 
it shall be for ever : nothing can be put to it, nor any 
thing taken from it : and God doeth iV, that men should 
fear before him. 15 That which hath been is now; 
and that which is to be hath already been ; and God 
requireth that which is past. 

17 I said in mine heart, God shall judge the righ- 
teous and the wicked ; for there is*^ lime there for every 
purpose and for every work. 18 I said in mine heart 
concerning the estate of the sons of men, that God 
might manifest them. 20 All go unto one place ; all 
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are of the dust, and all turn to dust again. 2 1 Who 
knoweth the spirit of man that goeth upward, and the 
spirit of the beast that goeth downward to the earth ? 
22 Wherefore I perceive that there is nothing better 
than that a man should rejoice in his own works ; for 
that 18 his portion ; for who shall bring him to see 
what shall be after him ?

CHAPTER IV. 

OPPRESSION AND AVARICE. 



So I returned, and considered all the oppres« 
sions that are done under the sun : and behold, the 
tears of auch aa were oppressed, and they had no com- 
forter ; and on the side of their oppressors there was 
power, but they had no comforter. 2 Wherefore I 
praised the dead which are already dead, more than 
the living which are yet alive. 3 Yea, better is he 
than both they which hath not yet been, who hath not 
seen the evil work that is done under the sun. 6 Bet- 
ter is an handful with quietness, than both the hands 
full with travail and vexation of spirit. 8 There is 
one aloney and he hath neither child nor brother : yet 
is there no end of all his labour ; neither is his eyes 
satisfied with riches ; neither saith he^ For whom do I 
labour, and bereave my soul of good ? this is also 
vanity, yea, it is a sore travail. 

9 Two are better than one ^ because they have a 
good reward for their labour. 10 For if they fall, the 
one will lift up his fellow : but wo to him that is 
alone when he falleth ! for he hath not another to, help 
him up. 12 And if one prevail against him, two shall 
withstand him : and a threefold cord is not quickly 
broken. 13 Better is a poor and a wise child than an 
old and foolish king, who will no more be admonished. 
^5 I considered all the living which walk under the 
sun, with the second child that shall stAnd up in his 
stead. 1 6 There is no end of all the people, even of 
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all that have been before them : they also that come 
after shall not rejoice in him. Surely this also is 
vanity and vexation of spirit. 

CHAPTER V. 

DIVINE WORSHIP. 

^ICeef thy foot when thou goest to the house 
of God^and be more ready to hear than to give the 
sacrifice of fools : for they consider not that they do 
evil. 2 Be not rash with thy mouth, and let not thine 
heart be hasty to utter any thing before God : for God 
is in heaven, and thou upon earth : therefbre let thy 
words be few. 4 .When thou vowest a vow unto God, 
^e£M* not to pay it. . 5 Better ia U that thoy shouldest 
not vow, than that thou shouldest vow and not pay. 
6 Suffer not thy mouth to cause thy i)esh to sin ; nei* 
ther say thou before the angel that it %va9 an error : 
wherefore should God be angry at thy voice, and de- 
stroy the work of thine hands ? 7 For in the multi» 
tude of dreams and many words there are also divtr^ 
vanities : but fear thou God. 

8 If thou seest the oppression of the poor, and vio- 
lent perverting of judgment and justice in a province, 
Tnarvel not at the matter : for he that ia higher than 
the highest regardeth, and there he higher than they. 
9 Moreover the profit of the earth is for all : the king 
fdmaelf is served by the field. 10 He that loveth sil- 
ver shall not be satisfied with silver ; nor he that 
loveth abundance, with increase. 1 1 When goods in* 
crease, they are increased that eat them : and what 
good ia there to the ownera thereof, saving the behold- 
ing qf them with their eyes ? 12 The sleep of a labour- 
ing man ia sweet, whether he eat little or much : but 
the abundance of the rich will not suffer him to sleeps 
13 There is a sore evil whic/il have seen under the 
sun, namely^ riches kept for the owners thereof to their 
hurt. 

25 
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CHAPTER VL 
VANITY OF WEALTH. 

Theae is an evil which I have seen under the 
sun, and it ia common among men : 2 A man to 
whom God hath given riches, wealth, and honour, so 
that he wanteth nothing for his soul of ail that he de- 
ftireth, yet God giveth him not power to eat thereof^ 
but a stranger eateth it. 6 Yea, though he live « 
thousand years twice told^ yet hath he seen no good : 
do not all go to one place ? 8 For what hath the wise 
•more than the fool ? what hath the poor that knoweth 
to walk before the living ? 9 Better ia the sight of 
the eyes, than the wandering of the desire. 10 That 
which hath been is named already^ and it is known 
.that it ia man : neither may he contend with him that 
is mightier jthan he. 12 For who knoweth wliat is 
good for man in thia life, all the days of his vain l^fe 
which he spendeth as a shadow ? for who can tell a 
man what shall be after him under .the sun I 

CHAPTER VH. 
REMEDIES AGAINST VANITY. 

A GOOD name is better than precious ointment : 
and the day of death, than the day of one's birth. 3 If 
ia better to go to the house of mourning, than to go to 
the house of feasting : forthat ia the end of all men ; and 
the living will lay it to his heart. 3 Sorrow ia better 
than laughter : for by the sadness of the countenance 
the heart is made better. 4 The hejirt of the wise ia 
in the house of mourning : but the heart of fools ia in 
the house of mirth. 5 ^/r ia better to hear the rebuke 
of the wise, than for a man to hear the song of fools : 
6 For as the crackling of thorns under a pot, so ia the 
laughter of the fool. 
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7 Surely oppression inaketh a wise man mad, and a 
gift destroyeth the heart. 8 Better ia the end of a 
thing than the beginning thereof: and the patient in 
si5irit ia better than the proud in spirit. 9 Be not 
hasty in thy spirit to be angry ; for anger restetb in . 
the bosom of fools. 10 Say not thou, What is the 
eauMc that the former days were better than these 1 for 
thou dost not enquire wisely concerning this. 1 1 Wis« 
dom ia good with an inheritance : 13 But the excel- 
lency of knowledge isi that wisdom giveth life to them 
that have it. 

13 Consider the work of God : for who^can make 
that straight which he hath made crooked ? 14 In the 
day of prosperity b^ joyful ; but in the day of adversi- ' 
ty consider : God also hath set the one oyer against ^ 
the other, to th^ end that man should find nothing af- 
ter him. 15 All thinga have I seen in the days of my 
vanity : there is a just man that perisheth in his righ« 
teousness, and there is a wicked man that prolongeth 
Ma life in his wickedness. 1 6 Be not rightepus over 
much ; neither make thyself over wise : why shouldest 
thou destroy thyself? 17 Be not overmuch wicked ;

and thy God thy glory. 20 Thy sun shall no more go* 
down, neither shall thy moon withdraw itself : fbr the 
Lord shall be thine everlasting light, and the days of 
thy mourning shall be ended. 2.1 Thy people also 
thail be all righteous : they shall inherit the land for 
ever, the branch of ray planting, the work of my hands^ 
that I may be glorified. 22 A little one shall become 
a thoui^and, and a small one a strong nation : I the 
Lord will hasten it in his time. 

CHAP. LXI LXUr. 

OFFICES OF CHRIST. 

Xus Spirit of the Lord God ia upon me ;: 
because the Lord hath anointed me to preach good 
tidings unto the meek ; he hath sent me to bind up the 
broken hearted, to proclaim liberty to the captives, and 
the opening of the prison to them that are bound ; 
2 To proclaim the acceptable year of the Lord, and the 
day of vengeance of our God ; to comfort all that 
mourn ; S To appoint unto them that mourn. in Zion, 
to give unto them beauty for ashes, the oil of joy for 
mourning, the garment of praise for the spirit of heav-" 
iness ; that they might be called Trees of righteous- 
ness, The planting of the Lord, that he might be glori- 
fied. 10 I will greatly rejoice in the Lord, my soul shall 
be j^oyful in my God \, for he hath clothed me with the 
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garments of salTation, he hath covered me with tfiic 
robe of righteousness. 

1 Who f« this that cometh from £dom, with dyed 
garments from Bozrah I this that is glorious in hi^ 
apparel) traYelling in the greatness of his strength ? 
ItbatspeakinrighteousnesS) mighty to save. 2 Where- 
fore QTt thou red in thine appareU and thy garments 
like him that treadeth in the wine-fat ? o I have 
trodden the wine*press alone, and of the people there 
waa none with me ^ for 1 will tread them in mine 
anger, and trample them in my fury ; and their blood 
shall be sprinkled upon my garments, and I will stain 
, all my raiment. 5 And I looked, and there was none 
to help ; and I wondered that there waa none to up* 
hold ; therefore mine own arm brought salvation unto 
me r and my fury it upheld me. 

CHAPTER LXIV. 
PENITENCE AND PRAYER. 

Ob that thou wouldest rend the heavens, that 
thou wouldest come down, that the mountains might 
.flow down at thy presence. 2 To make thy name known 
to thine adversaries, that the nations may tremble at 
thy presence. 3 When thou didst terrible things 
tvhich we lo6ked not for, thou camest down, the moun- 
tains flowed down at thy presence. 6 But we are all 
as an unclean thing i 7 For thou hast hid thy face from 
us, and hast consumed us because of our iniquities. 
8 But now, O Lord, thou art our father : we. are the 
clay, and thou our potter, and we all are the work of 
thy hand. 9 Be not wroth very sore, O Lord, neither 
remember iniquity for ever : behold, see, we beseech 
thee, we are all thy people. 10 Thy holy cities are a 
wilderness, Zicm is a wilderness^ Jerusalem a desolation. 
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1 AH sought of t&em thai asked not /or me : I 
am found of them that sought me not : 1 said, Behold 
xne, behold me^ unto a nation that was not called by mj 
name. 2 I have spread out my hands all the day unta 
a rebellious people, which walketh in a way that vmm 
not goodf after their own thoughts : 5 Which say,^ 
Stand by thyseff, come not near to me^ for I am holier 
than thou. 7 Your iniquities, and the iniquities of 
▼our fathers together, saith the Lord, which have burnt 
incense upon the mountains, and blasphemed me upoa 
the hills : therefore wilL I measure their former work 
into their bosom. 

9 And I will bring forth out of Jacob and out of Ju* 
dah an inheritor of my mountains : and mine elect 
shall inherit it, and my servants shall dwell there. 
12 Because when I called, ye did not answer : when I 
spake, ye did not hear ; but did evil before mine eyesy 
and did choose tfuit wherein I delighted not. 13 There* 
fore thus saith the Lord God, Behold, my servants 
shall eat, but ye shall be hungry : behold, my servants 
shall drink, but ye shall be thirsty : 14 Behold, my 
servants shall sing for joy of heart, but ye shall cry 
for sorrow of heart. 17 For behold, I create new heav-^ 
ens, and a new earth : and the former shall not be 
remembei*ed, nor come into mind. 1 8 But be ye glad^. 
and rejoice for ever in that which I create : for behold, 
I create Jerusalem a rejoicing, and her people a joy. 
19 And I will rejoice in Jerusalem, and joy in my people,, 
and the voice of weeping shall be no more heard in her,, 
nor the voice of crying. .. ^ 

20 There shall be no more thence an infant of dflis, 
nor an old man that hath not filled his days : for tne 
child shall die an hundred years old, but the sinner,. 
being an hundred years old, shall be accursed. 23 They 
shall not labour in vain, nor bring forth, for trouble :. 
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for they are the blessed of the Lord, and their ofTsprrag^ 
with them. 24 And it shall come to pass, that before 
they call, I will answer, and while they are yet speak- 
ing, I will hear. 25 The wolf and the lamb shall feed 
together, and the lion shall eat straw like the bullotk : 
and dust shall be the serpent's meat. They shall not 
hurt nor destroy in all my holy mountain, ^aith the Lord. 

CHAPTER LXVI.. 

COMFORT TO THE HUMBLE. 

Tlius saitb the Lord, The heaven i«my throne^ 
and the earth is my footstool : where is the house that 
ye build unto me ? and where is the place o( my rest I 
3. For all those things hath mine hand made, and all 
those things have been, satth the Lord : but to this 
^ man will I look, even to him that is poorj and of a con- 
trite spirit, and tremble th at my word. 5 Hear the 
•word of the Lord, ye that tremble at his word. Your 
brethren that hated youytbat cast you out for my name's 
sake, said. Let the Loi!;d be glorified : but he shall appear 
to your joy, and they shall be ashamed. 10 Rejoice 
ye with Jerusalem, and be glad with her, all ye that 
love her : rejoice for joy with her, all ye that mourn 
for her. 12 For thu« saith the Lord, Behold, 1 will 
extend peace to her like a river, and the glory of the 
Gentiles like a flowing stream : 13 As one whom his 
mother comforteth, so will I comfort you : and ye shall 
be comforted in Jerusalem. 

15 For behold, the Lord will come with fire, and 
with his chariots like a whirlwind, to render his anger 
with fury, and his rebuke with flames of fire. 16 For 
by fire, and by his sword, will the Lord plead with all 
flesh, and the slain of the Lord shall be many. 18 For 
I know their works and their thoughts : it shaU^come, 
that I will g^ather all nations and tongues, and they shall 
come and see my glory. 19 And '^i\k set a sign- 
among them, and I will send those tl: escape of them, 
unto the nations, and they shall a. lare my glory 
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^VunoBg the Gentiles. 23 And it shall come to pass, 
iJiat from one new moon to s^nother, and from one sab- 
bath to another, shall all flesh come to worship before 
me, saith the Lord. 24 And they shall go forth, and 
look upon the carcases of the men that have transgress- 
ed against me : for their worm shall not die, neither 
shall their fire be quenched, and they shall he an ab* 
horring unto all flesh.

CHAPTER XVUI. 
GOo's JUSTICE AND KIGH^EOUSKESS. 

Xhb word of the Lord came unto me again^ 
saying, 2 What mean ye, that ye use this proverb con- 
cerning the land of Israel, saying, The fathers have 
eaten sour grapes, and the children's teeth are set on 
edge ? SMI live, saith the Lord God, ye shall not 
have occasion any more to use this proverb in Israel* 
4 Behold, all souls are mine ; as the soul of the father} 
so also the soul of the son is mine : the soul that sio- 
lieth, it shall die. 5 But if a man be. just, and do that 
which is lawful and right, 7 And hath not oppressed 
any, dui hath restored to the debtor his pledge, hath 
' spoiled none by violence, hafh given his bread to the 
hungry:, and hath covered the naked with a garment ; 
B He that hath not given forth upon usury, neither 
hath taken any increase, that hath withdfAwn his hand 
from iniquity, hath executed true judgfiheiH between 
man a^i^an, 9 Hath walked in my statutes, and hath 
kept m^udgments, to deal truly ; he sV just, he shall 
surely live, saith the Lord" God. 

19 Yet say ye,* Why ? doth not the son bear the ini- 
quity of the father ? When the son hath done that 
which is lawful and rights and hath kept all my sta- 
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tutes, and hath done them, he shall surelj live. 20 Thi^ 
soul that sinneth, it shall die. The son shall not bear 
the iniquity of the father, neither shall the father bear 
the iniquity of the son ; the righteousness of the righ- 
teous shall be upon him, and the wickedness of the 
wicked shall be upon him. 2 1 But if the wicked will 
turn from all his sins that he hath committed, and keep 
all my statutes, and do that which is lawful and righti 
he shall stirely live, he shall not die. 22 All his trans- 
gressions that he hath committed, they shall not be 
mentioned unto him : in his righteousness that he hath 
done he shall live. 23 Have I any pleasure at all that 
the wicked should die ? saith the Lord God ; and not 
that he should return from his ways, andJive ? 

24 But when the righteous turneth away from his 
righteousness, and committeth iniquity, and doeth ac- 
cording to all the abominations that the wicked man 
doeth, shall he live ? All his righteousness that he hath 
done shall not be mentioned : in his trespass that he 
hath trespassed, and in his sin that he hath sinned, in 
them shall he die. 25 Yet ye say. The way of the 
Lord is not equal. Hear now, O house of Israel, Is not 
my way equal ? are not your ways unequal ? .26 Whep 
a righteous man turneth away from his righteousness, 
and committeth inquity, and dieth in them : for his 
iniquity that he hath done shaft' .be die. 27 Again, 
when the wicked man turneth away from his wicked- 
ness that he hath committed, and doeth that which is 
lawful and right, he shall save his soul alive. 29 Yet 
saith the house of Israel, The way of the Lord is not 
equal. .O house of Israel, are not my ways equal ? arc 
not your ways unequal ? 32 For I have no pleasure in 
the death 9£bllP<^^^ dieth, saith the Lord God : where«> 
fore turn y^^u-^^elvea^ and live ye.

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FROM DANIEL. 
CHAP. I. 

^ BABYLONISH CAPTIVITY. 

In the third year of the reign of Jehoiakim king 
of Judah came Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon unto 
Jerusalem, and besieged it. 2 And the Lord gave Jehoi- 
akim king of Judah into his hand, with part of the ves- 
sels of the house of God. 3 And the king spake unto 
Ashpenaz, that he should bring certcdn of the children 
of Jsrael ; 4 Children in whom nvaa no blemish, but well- 
&voured, and skilful in all wisdom, and cunning in know- 
ledge, and understanding science, and such as had ability 
in them to stand in the king's palace, and whom they 
might teach the learning and the tongue of the Chal- 
deans. ' 

6 Now among these were, of the children of Judah, 
Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah ; 7 Unto whom 
the prince gave names; for he gave unto Daniel the 
name of Belteshazzar ; and to Hananiah, of Shadrach ; 
and to Mishael, of Meshach ; and to Azariah, of Abed- 
nego. 17 As for these four children, God gave them 
knowledge and skill in all learning and wisdom. 20 And 
in all matters of wisdom and understanding, that the 
king inquired of them, he found them ten times better 
than all the magicians and astrologers that were in all his 
realm. 

CHAPTER III. . 

MIRACULOUS ESSiffife.W! TOtE WORSHIPPERS OFobn 

Nebuchadnezzar the king made an image of 
gold ; he set it up in the province of Babylon. 2 Then 
Nebuchadnezzar the king sent to gather together the 
princes, and all the rulers of the provinces, to come to 
the dedication of the image. 4 Then an herald cried 
aloud, To you it is commanded, O people, nations, and 
languages, 5 That at what time ye hear the sound of 
all kinds of musick, ye fall down and worship the golden 
image that Nebuchadnezzar the king hath set up. 6 And 
28 
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whoso falleth not down and worshippeth, shall the same 
hour be cast intq the taidftt of a burning fiery furnace. 
7 Therefore at that time when all the people heard the 
mosicki all fell down and worshipped the golden image. 

6 Wherefore at that time certain Chaldeans came near 
and accused the Jews, 9 And said, O king» live for ever. 
10 Thou, O king, hast made a decree, that all shall wop^- 
ship the golden image : 1 1 And whoso falleth not down 
and worshippeth, that he should be cast into the midst 
of a burning iierjr furnace. 12 There are certain Jews 
whom thou hast set over the affairs of the province of 
Babylon, these men, O king, have not regarded thee, they 
serve not thy gods, nor worship the golden image which 
thou hast set up. 

\y Then Nebuchadnezzar in his rage and fury com- 
manded to bring these men, 14 And said unto them, /# 
ii true, do not ye serve my gods, nor worship the golden 
image which I have set up ? 15 Now if ye be ready that 
at what time ye hear the sound of musick, ye fall down 
and worship the image which I have made, well : but if 
ye worship not* ye shall be cast the same hour into the 
midst of a burning fiery furnace ; and who is that God 
that shall deliver you out of rny hands? 16 Shadrach, 
ditshach, and Abed-negp, answered and said to the king, 
O Nebuchadnezzar, we are not careful to answer thee in 
this matter. 17 If it be «o, our God whom we serve is 
able to deliver us from the burning fiery furnace, and he 
will deliver w out of thine hand, O king. 18 But if not, 
be it known unto thee, O king, that we will not serve thy 
gods, nor worship the golden image which thoii hast 
set up. 

19 Then was Nebuchadnezzar full of fury, and the 
Ibrm of his visage was changed : therefore he spake |ind 
commanded that they should heat the furnace one seven 
times more than it was wont to be heated. 20 And he 
comtnanded to cast them into the burning fiery furnace. 
21 Then these men were bound in their garments, and 
were cast into the midst of the burning fiery furnace. 
32 Therefore because the king's commandment was ur- 
gent, and tjie furnace exceeding hot, the flame of the fire 
slew, those men that took up Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
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nego. 24 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king was astonUhed, 
and rose up in haste, and spake and said unto his counsel- 
lors, Did not we cast three men bound into the midst of 
the fire ? They answered and saidunio the king, True, O 
king. 25 He answered and said, Lo, I see four men 
loose, walking in the midst of the fire, and they have no 
hurt ; and the form of the fourth is like the son of God. 
26 Then Nebuchadnezzar came near to the mouth of 
the burning fiery furnace, and spake and said. Ye servants 
of the most high God, come forth. 27 And the princes, 
vgovemors and captains, and the king's counseUors being 
.gathered together, saw these men, upon whose bodies the 
fire had no power, nor was an hair of their head singed, 
neither were their coats changed. 28 Then Nebuchad- 
aezzar spake and said, Blessed be God, who hath sent 
his angel, and delivered his servants that trusted in him, 
and have changed the king's word, and yielded their 
bodies, that they might not serve nor worship any God, 
except their own God. 29 Therefore I make a decree. 
That every people, nation and language, which speak any 
thing amiss against the God of Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, shall he cut iii pieces, and their houses shall 
be made a [waste] ; because there is no other God that can 
deliverttfter this sort. 

CHAPTER V. 

LMPIETY PUNISHED BT A MIRACLE. 

Belshazzar the king made a great feast, 2 -And 
commanded to bring the golden and silver vessels which,, 
his father Nebuchadnezzar had taken. 3 Then they 
brought the golden vessels that were taken out of the 
temple of the house of God, which was at Jerusalem; 
tmd the king and his princes, his wives and his concubines 
drank in them, 4 And praised the gods of gold, and of 
silver, of brass, of iron, of wood, and of stone. 5 In the 
same hour came forth a man's hand, and wrote upon the 
wall of the palacs. 6 Then the king's countenance was 
changed, and his thoughts troubled him, so that his knees 
smote one against another. 7 The king cried aloud said 
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said to the wise men of Babylon, Whosoever shall read this 
writing, and shew me the interpretation thereof, shall be 
clothed with scarlet, and han^e a chain of gold about his 
neck, and shall be third ruler in the kingdom. 

8 Then came in all the king's wise men^ but they 
could not read the writing, nor make known to the king 
the interpretation thereof. 10 JVbw the queen came and 
said, O king, let not thy thoughts trouble thee, nor let 
thy countenance be changed.^ 1 1 There is a man in thy 
kingdom, in whom is tlie spirit of the holy gods, and in 
the days of thy father, light, and understahding, and wis- 
dom like the wisdom of the gods, was found in hinr. 
13 Then was Daniel brought in before the king; anrfthe 
king spake and said unto Daniel, jlrt thou that Daniel, 
which artoi the children of the captivity of Judah, whom 
the king my father brought out of Jewry ? 14 1 have 
even heard of, thee, that the spirit of the gods is in 
thee, and that light, and understanding, and'excellent wis- 
dom, is found in thee. 15 And now the wise mm, the 
astrologers have been brought in before me, that they 
should read this writing, and make known unto me the 
interpretation thereof: but they could not. 

17 Then Daniel answered and said before the king, 

1 8 O thou king, the most high God gave Nebuchsftlnezzar 
thy father a kingdom, and majesty, and glory, and honour. 

19 And for the majesty that he gave him, all people, na- 
tions and languages trembled and feared before him : 

20 But when his heart was lifted up, and his mind hard- 
ened in pride, he was deposed from his kingly throne, and 
they took his glory from him. 21 And he was driven 
from the sons of men, and Jiis .heart was made like the 

, beasts; they fed him with* grass like oxen, and his body 
was wet with the dew of heaven, till he knew that the 
most high God ruled in the kingdom of men, and that he 
appointeth over it whomsoever he will. 22 And thou his 
son, O Belshazzar, hast not humbled thine heart, though 
thou knewest all this : 23 But hast lifted up thyself 
against the Lord of heaven, and they have brought Ihe 
vessels of his house before thee, and thou and thy lords, 
thy wives and thy concubines have drunk wine in them ; 
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and the God in ivhose hand thy breath M9 and whose «r^ 
all thy waysy hast thou not glonfied. 

34 Then was the part of the hand sent from himy and 
this writing was written, 35 And this is the writing that 
was written, M£N£, M£N£, T£R£L, UPHARSIN. 
26 Thist«theinterpretation of the thing; M£N£, Qod 
hath numbered thy kingdom} and finished it. 37 TE- 
K£L, thou art weighed in the balances, and art found 
wanting. 36 P£R£S, thy kingdom is divided, and given 
to the Medes and Persians. 39 Then commanded Bel- 
shazzar, and they clothed Daniel with scarlet, and fiui a 
chain of gold about his neck^ and made a proclamation 
concerning him, that he shoidd be the third ruler in the 
kingdom. SO In that night was Belshazsar the king of 
the Chaldeans slain. 31 And Darius the Median took 
the lungdom. 

CHAPTER VI. 

nANIEL SAVED FROM THE LIONS, 

It pleased Darius to set over the kingdom an 
hundred and twenty princes ; 3 And over these, three 
presidents, (of whom Daniel was first ;) 3 Because an 
excellent spirit was in him ; and the king thought to set 
him over the whole realm. 4 Then the presidents and 
princes sought to find occasion against Daniel, but they 
could find none : forasmuch as he waa faithful, neither 
was there any error or fault found in him. 5 Then said 
these men. We shall not find any occasion against this 
Daniel, except we find if against him concerning the 
law of his God. 

6 Then these presidents and princes assembled together, 
and said unto King Darius ; 7 All the presidents of the 
kingdom, the governors, and the princes, the counsellors 
and tlie captains have consulted together to establish a 
royal statute, and to make a firm decree, that whosoever 
shall isk a petition of any God or man Ibr thirty days, 
save of thee, O king, he shall be east into the den 9f lions. 
9 Wherefore king Darius signed the writing and the de- 
cree. 10 Now, when Daniel knew that the writing was 
28 » 
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signed) he went into his house ; and liis windows being 
open in his chamber toward Jerusalem, he kneeled upon 
his knees three times a day, and prayed, and gave thanks 
before his God, as he did aforetime. 

1 1 Then these men assembled, and found Daniel pray- 
ing, and making supplication before his God. 12 Then 
they came near, and spake before the king, 13 That 
Daniel, which is of the children of the captivity of Judah, 
^ rcgardeth not thee, O king, nor the decree that thou 
hast signed, tut maketh his petition three times a day. 
14 Then the king when he heard the^e words, was sore 
displeased with himself, and set his heart on Daniel to 
deliver him. 15 Then these men said unto the king, 
Know, O king, that the. law of the Medes and Persians 
£«, that no decree nor statute which the king establisheth, 
maybe changed. 16 Then the king commanded, and 
they brought Daniel, and cast /dm into the den of lions. 
1 7 And a stone was brought, and laid upon the mouth of 
the den, and the king sealed it with his own signet. 

1 8 Then the king went to his palace, and passed the 
night fasting'. 1 9 Then the king arose very early in the 
morning, and went in haste unto the den of lions. 20 And 
when he came to the den, he cried with a lamentable 
voice unto Daniel, and the king spake and said to Daniel, 
O Daniel, servant of the living God. 2 1 Then said 
Daniel unto the king, 22 My God hath sent his angel, 
and hath shut the lions'-mouths that they, havt^not hurt 
me : forasmuch as before him innocency was found in 
me ; and also before thee, O king, have I done no hurt. 

23 Then was the king exceeding glad for him, and com- 
manded that they should take Daniel up out of the den: 

24 And the king commanded, and they brought those 
men which had accused Daniel, and they cast them into 
the den of the lions, and the lions had the mastery of' 
them, and brake all their bones in pieces. 

25 Then king Darius wrote unto all people, nations, 
and languages that dwell in all the earth, Peace be multi- 
plied unto you. 26 1 make a decree, that in every do- 
minion of my kingdom, men tremble apd fear before the 
God of Daniel : for he is the living Gfod, and stedfast for 
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ever, and his kingdom that which shairnot be destroy- 
ed, and his dominion shall be even unto the end. 27 He 
deHvereth ahd rescueth, and he worketh signs and 
wonders in" heaven and in earth, who hath delivered 
Daniel from the power of the lions. 28 So this Daniel 
prospered in the reign <)f Darius, and in the reign of 
Cyrus the Persian.

^ CHAPTER IX. 

. DANIEL IS TOLD THE TIME OF CHRIST's COMING. 

# 

In the first year of Darius, which was made king 
over the Chaldeans ; 3 I Daniel set my face unto the 
Lord God, to seefe by prayer and supplications with 
fasting, and sackcloth, ahd ashes. 4 And I prayed 
unto the Lord my God, and made my confession, and 
said, O Lord, the great and dreadful God, keeping the 
covenant, and mercy to them that love him, and to them 
that keep his commandments : 5 We have sinned and 
have committed iniquity, and have done wickedly, and 
have rebelled, even by departing from thy precepts^ 
and from thy judgments. ' 

6 Neither have we hearkened urtto thy servants the 
prophets, which spake in thy name, to our kings, our 
princes, and our fathers, and to all the people of the 
land- 7 O Lord, righteousness beiongeth uijto thee, but 
unto us confusion of faces, as at this day : to the men 
of Judah, and to the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and unto 
all Israel that are near, and that are far off, through all 
the countries whither thou hast driven them, because 
of their trespass, that they have trespassed agairist 
thee. IB O Lord, to us beiongeth confusion of face, to 
our kings, to our princes, and to our futhers, becauSte 
we have sinned against thee. 9 To the Lord our God 
.belong mercies and forgivenesses, though we* have re- 
belled against i\im. 10 Neither have we obeyed the 
voice of the Lord, our God, to walk in his laws which 
he set before u^ by his servants the prophets. 
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1 1 Tea^ all Israel have transgressed ihj lawy even 
by departing that they might not obey thy voicei 
therefore the curse is poured upon us, and the oath 
that is written in the law of Moses the servant of God, 
because we have sinned against him. 13 And he hath 
confirmed his words which he spake against us, and 
against our judges that judged us, by bringing upon us 
a great evil : for under the whole heaven hath not been 
done, as hath been done upon Jerusalem. 13 As it is 
written in the law of Moses, all this evil is come upcm 
us : yet made we not our prayer before the Lord our 
God, that we might turn from our iniquities, and un- 
derstand thy truth. 14 Therefore hath the Lord 
watched upon the evil, and brought it upon us : for the 
Lord our God t« righteous in all his works which he 
doeth : for we obeyed not his voice. 

15 And now, O Lord our God, that hast brought 
thy people forth out of the land of Egypt with a migh- 
ty hand, and hast gotten thee renown as at this day : 
we have sinned, we have done wickedly. 16 O Lord, 
according to all thy righteousness, I beseech thee, let 
thine anger and thy fury be turned away from thy city 
Jerusalem, thy holy mountain : because for our sins, 
and for the iniquities of our fathers, Jerusalem and thy 
people are become a reproach to all that are about us. 
If Now therefore, Q our God, hear the prayer of thy 
servant, and his supplications, and cause thy face to 
shine upon thy ssuictuary that ie desolate, for the 
Lord's sake. 

IB O my God, incline thine ear, and hear ; open 
thine eyes, and behold our desolations, and the city, 
which is called by' thy name : for we do not present 
our supplications before thee for our righteousnesses, 
but for thy great mercies. 19 O Lord hear, O Lord 
forgive, O Lord hearken and do, defer not for thine 
own sake, O my God : for thy city, and thy people, 
are called by thy name. 20 And whiles I was speak- 
ing, and praying, and confessing ray sin, and the sin of 
my people Israel ; 21 Even the man Gabriel, whom 
I had seen in the vision at the beginning, being caused 
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to fif siviftly,' touched me about the time of thd eten- 
ing oblation* ^ 

22 And he informed me^ and talked witli.mei and 
said, O Daniel, I am now come forth to .give thee skill 
and undei^standing. 23 At the beginnirij^ of thy sup- 
plications the commandment, came forth, and I am 
come to shew thee ; for thou art gf eatjy beloved : 
therefore .understand the matter, and consider the vi- 
sion. 24 Seventy weeks are determined upon thy 
people, and upon thy holy city, to finish the transgres- 
sion, and to make an end of sins, and to make recon- 
ciliation for iniquity, and to bring in everlasting righ- 
teousness, and to seal up the vision and prophecy, and 
to anoint the nxost holy. 

25 Know therefore and understand, that from the 
going forth of the commandment » to restore and to 
build Jerusalem, unto the Messiah the prince, shall be 
seven weeks ; and three score and two weeks the 
streets shall be built again, and the wall, even in trou- 
blous times. 26 And after threescore and two weeks 
shall Messiah be cut off, but not for himself: and the 
people of the prince that shall come, shall destroy 
the city, and the sanctuary, and the end thereof «Aa// be 
-with a flood, and unto the end of the war desolations 
are determined. 27 And he shall confirm the cove- 
nant v>?ith many for one week : and in the midst of thtf 
week he shall cause the sacrifice and the oblation to 
ceasei and for the overspreading of abominations, he 
shall make it iesolate, even until the .consummation, 
andnhat determined shall be poured upon the desolate.

SuT in the last days it shall come to pass, that 
the mountain of the house of the Lord shall be esta- 
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blished in the top of the mountains^ and it shall be ex- 
alted above the hills ; and people shall flow unto it. 
2 And many nations shall come and say, Come, and 
let us go up to the mountain of the Lord, and to the 
house of the God of Jacob ; and he will teach us of his 
wayS) and we will walk in his paths : for the law shall 
go forth of Zion, and the word of the Lord from Jeru- 
salem.

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CHAPTER II.

NoW) when Jesus was born in Bcth-lehem of 
Judea, In the days of Herod the king, ^behold, there 
came wise men from the east to Jerusalem, 2 Saying, 
Where is he that is bom King of the Jews ? for wc 
have seen his star in the east, and are come to worship 
him. 3 When Herod the king had heard these thing* 
he wa« troubled, and all Jerusalem with him. 4 And 
when he had gathered all the chief priests and scribes 
of the people together, he demanded of them where 
Christ should be bom. 5 And they said unto him, In 
Beth-lehem of Judea: for thus it is written by the 
prophet, 6 And thou, Beth-lehem, in the land of Juda, 
art not the least among the princes of Juda : for out of 
thee shall come a Goveraour, that shall rule my people 
Israel. 

7 Then Herod, when he had privily called the wise 
men, enquired of them diligently what time the star 
appeared. 8 And he sent them to Beth-lehem, and 
said, Go, and search diligently for the young child ; 
and, when ye have found Azm, bring me word again, 
that I may come and worship him also. 9 When they 
bad heard the king they departed ; and, lo, the star, 
which they saw in the east, went before them, till it 
came and stood over where the young child was. 
10 When they saw the star, they rejoiced yith ex» 
ceeding great joy.

14 When he arose* he took the young child and 
his mother by night, and departed into Egypt ; 1 5 And 
was there until the death of Herod^ : that it might be 
fulfilled which was spoken of the Lord by the prophet; 
saying^iOiit of Egypt have I called my son. 16 Theo 
Herody when he saw that he was mocked of the wise 
men, was exceeding wroth, and sent forth, and slew ail 
the children that were in Beth-lehem, and in all the 
coasts thereof, from two years old aqd under, accord- 
ing to the time which he had diligently 6iM|uired of 
the wise men. 17 Then was fulfilled that which was 
spoken by Jeremy the propliet, saying, 18 In Rama 
was there a voice heard, lamentation, and weeping, and 
great mourning, Rachel weeping /or her children, and 
would not be comforted, because they are not. 

19 But when Herod was dead, behold, an angel of 
the Lord appeareth in a dream to Joseph in Egypt, 
20 Saying, Arise, and take the- young child and his 
mother, ar4 ^o into t^ie land of Israel : for they are 
dead which sought the young child's life. 2.1 And he 
^^rose, and took the youpg child and his mother, and 
came into the land of Israel. 22 But when he heard 
that Archelaus did reign in Judea, in the room of his 
father Herod, he was afraid to go thither : notwith- 
standing, being warned of God in a dream, he turned 
aside into the parts of Galilee : 23 And he came and 
dwelt in a city called Nazareth : tliatit might be ful- 
filled which was spoken by the prophets, He shall be- 
o^Ued a4^^zarene> 

CHAPTER UL 
JESUS IS BAPTIZED OF JOHN. 

In those days came John the Baptist preaching 
in the wilderness Ot Judea, 2 And saying, Repent ye : 
far the. kingdom of heaven is at hand. 3 For *t his is 
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he that was spoken of by the prophet Esaias, sayingt 
The voice of one crying in the wilderness, Prepare ye 
the way of the Lord, make his paths straight. 1 i I 
indeed baptize you with water unto repentance : but 
he that cometh after me is mightier thiin I, whose 
shoes 1 am not worthy to bear : he shall baptize you 
with the Holy Ghost, and with fire. 13 Then cometh 
Jesus from Galilee to Jordan unto John, to be baptized 
of him.

f3 Ye are the salt of the eailh : but if the salt have 
Ibst his savour, wherewith shall it be salted ? it rs 
thenceforth good for nothing but to be cast out, and to 
be trodden under foot of men. 1-4 Ye are the light of 
the world. A city that is feet on an hill cannot be htcL 
15 Neither do men light a candle, and put it under a 
bushel, but on a candlestick ; and it giveth light unto 
all that' are in the house. 16 Let your light so shine 
before men, that they may^ see ytmr good works, and 
glorify your Father w4\ich is in heaven .-. 

17 Think not that I am come to destroy the law, or 
the prophets : I am not come to destroy, but to fulfil. 
\B For verily L say unto you,^ Till heaven and earth 
pass, one jot or one tittle shall in no wise pass from 
the law, till all be fulfilled.. 19 Whosoever therefore 
shall break one of these least commandments, and shall 
teach men so, he shall be called the least in the king- 
dom of heaven : but whosoever shall do, and teach them, 
the same shall be called great in the kingdom of 
heaven. 20 For I say unto you, That except your 
righteousness shall exceed the righteousness of the

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scribes and Pharisees) ye shall in no case eater into 
the kingdom of heaven. . • 

2 1 Ye have heard that it was said by them of old 
time, Thou shalt not kill ; and whosoever shall kill) 
shall be in danger of the judgment : 22 But I say unto 
you. That whosoever is apgry with his brother without 
a cause, shall be in danger of the judgment : and who- 
soever shall say to his brother, Raca, shall be in danger 
of the council: but whosoever shall say, Thou fool, 
shall be in danger of hell fire.

X AKE heed' that ye do not your alms before* 
men, to be seen of. them : otherwise ye have no reward 
of your Father Vh'ich is in heaven. 2 Therefore when 
thou doesjt rAmealms, do. not sound a trumpet before 
thee, as the hypocrites do, in. the synagogues, and in 
the streets, that they may have, glory of men. -Verily. - 
I say unto you, they have their reward. 3 But when 
thou doest alms, let not thy left hand know what thy 
right hand d6eth t 4 That thine alms may be in se*- 
cret : and thy Father which seeth in secret, himself 
aJxall reward thee openly'* 
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5 And wheivthou prayest, thou^haltnot be as the hyfiO' 
crites are : foo: they love to pray standing in the syna* 
i;oguesy and in the corners of the fttreeis, that they 
may be seen of men. Verily I say «nto you, they 
have their reward. 6 But tliou^ when thou prayesty 
enter into thy closet, and when thou hast shut thy door, 
pray to thy Father which is in secret ; and tiiiy Father 
which seeth in secret shall reward thee openly. 7 But 
when ye pray, use not vain repetitions, as the heathen 
do : for they think that they shall be heard for their 
much speaking. 8 Be not ye therefore like unto them : 
ibr your Father knoweth what thiikgs ye have need of 
before ye ask him. 

9 After this manner therefore pray ye^ Our Father 
which art in heaven, Hallowed be thy name. 10 Thy 
kingdom come, Thy will be done in earthy bs it f> 
in heaven. 1 1 Give us this day our daily bread. 13 And 
forgive us our debts, as we forgive our debtors. 13 And' 
lead us not into temptation, but deliver us Jrom evil r 
For thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the gfory, 
for ever. Amen. 14 For, if ye forgive men their 
trespasses, your heavenly Father wilt also forgive you ;:- 
15 But if ye forgive not m^n their trespasses, neither 
will your Father forgive your trespasses. 

16 Moreover, when ye fast, be not as the hypocrites, 
of a sad countenance : for they disfigure their faceS) 
that they may appear unto men to fe^t. Verily I saf 
unto you, they have their reward. 17 Rut thou, when 
thou fastest, anoint thine head, and wash thy face ; 
18 That thou appear not unto men to fast, but unto thy 
Father which is in secret : and thy Father which seeth 
in secret shall reward thee openly. 1 9 Lay not up for 
3rourselves treasures upon earth, where moth and rust 
doth corrupt, and where thieves break thmugh and 
st^al : 20 But lay up for yourselves treasitres in hea* 
ven, where neither moth nor rust doth corrupt, and 
where thieves do not break through nor steal" : 2 1 For 
where your treasure is, there will your heart be also* 

22 The light of the body is tHe eye : if therefore 
thine eye be single, thy vf hole body shall be full of 
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lig^ht. 23 But if thine eye be eviU thy whole btxly 
skaJl be full of darkness. If therefore the light that is 
in thee be darkness, how great /« that darkness ! 24 No 
"man can serve two masters : for either he will hate the 
one^ and loTe the other ; or else he will hold to the one^ 
and despise the other. Ye cannot serve God and mam- 
mon. 25, Therefore I say unto you, Take no thought 
for your life, what ye shall eat, or what ye shall drink ; 
nor yet for your body, what ye shall put on : Is not the 
life more than meat, and the body than raiment ? 

26 Behold the fowls pf the air : for they sow not, 
neither do they reap, nor gather into barns ; yet your 
heavenly Father feedeth them. Are ye not much bet* 
ter than they ? 27 Which of you by taking thought 
can add one cubit unto his stature ? 28 And why take 
ye thought for raiment ? Consider the lilies of the field) 
how they grow : they toil not, neither do they spin : 
29 And yet I say unto you, That even Solomon in all 
his glory was not arrayed like one of these. 30 Where- 
fore, if God so clothe the grass of the field, which to-day 
IS) and to-morrow is cast into the oven, shall he not 
much more clothe you, O ye of little faith ? 

3 1 Therefore take no thought, saying. What shall 
we eat ? or what shall we drink ? or wherewithal shall 
we be clothed ? 32 (For after all these things do the 
Gentiles seek for your heavenly Father knowetb that 
ye have need of all these things. 33 But seek ye first 
the kingdom of God, and his righteousness, and all 
these things shall be added unto you. 34 Take there- 
fore no thought for the morrow : for the morrow shall 
take thought for the things of itself. Sufficient unto 
the day U the evil thereof.

Judge not, that ye be not judged^ 2 For with 
what judgemnt ye judge, ye shall be judged ; and 
with what measure ye mete, it shall be measured to.

4 Or how wilt thou sa^ u> 
thy brother. Let me pull out the mote out of thine eye ;

6 Give not tliat which is holy unto 
the dogs, neither cast ye your pearls before swine i 
lest they trample them under their feet, and turn again 
and rend you. 

7 Ask, audit shall be given you ; seek, and ye shall 
find ; knock, and it shall be opened unto you : 8 For 
every one that asketh, receiveth ; and he that seeketh, 
findeth ; and tq him that knockeih, it shall be opened. 
9 Or what man is there of you, whom if his son ask 
bread, will he give him a stone I 10 Or, if he ask a 
fish, will he give him a serpent ? U If ye then being 
evil, know how to give good gifts unto your children, 
how much more shall your Father which is in heaven 
give good things to them that ask him ? 13 Therefore 
all things whatsoever ye would that men should do to 
yi>u, do ye even so to them ; for this is. the law and the 
jnrophets. 

. 13 Enter ye in at the strait gate ; for wide i* the 
gate, and broad la the way that leadeth to destructioo, 
and many t|;iere be which go in tiiereat : 14 Because 
strait ia the gate, and narrow ia the way which leadeth 
unto life, and few there be that find it. 15 Beware of 
false prophets, which come to you in sheep's clothing, 
but inwardly they are ravening wolves. 1 6 Ye shall 
know them by their fruits : Do men gather grapes of 
thorns, or figs of thistles ? 1 7 Even so every good 
tree bringeth forth good fruit ; but a corrupt tree 
bringeth forth evil fruit. 1 8 A good tree qannot brings 
forth evil fruit ; neither can a corrupt tree bring forth 
good fruit. 19 Every tree that bringeth not forth.

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5 1 Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, 
shall enter into the kingdom of heaven ; but he that 
doeth the will of my Father which is in heaven. 
^S2 Many will say to me in that day, Lord, Lord, have 
we not prophesied in thy name ? and in thy name have 
cast out devils ? and in thy name done many wonder- 
ful works ? 23 And then will I profess unto them, I 
»ever knew you : depart from me, ye that work in ini- 
quity. 24 Therefore, whosoever heareth these say- 
ings of mine, and doeth them, I will liken him unto a 
wise man which built his house upon a rock : 25 And 
the rain descended, and the floods came, and the winds 
blew, and beat upon that house ; and it fell not : for it 
was founded upon a rock. 

26 And every one> that heareth these sayings of 
mine, and doeth them not, shall be likened unto a 
foolish man which built his house upon the sand : 
27 And the rain descended, and the floods came, and 
the winds blew, and beat upon that house ; and it fell, 
and great was the fall of it. 28 And it came to pass, 
when Jesus had ended these sayings,' the people were 
k^tonished at his doctrine : 29 For he taught them as 
^ne having authority, and not as the scribes.

liast revealed them unto babes« 26 Even so. Father, 
for so it seemed good in thy sight. 27 Ail things are 
delivered unto me of my Father.: and no man knoweth 
the Son, but the Father ; ^neither knoweth any man the 
Father, save the "Son, and he to whomsoever the Son 
will reveal Aim: 23 Come unto me, all ye that labour 
-and ai'e heavy laden^and I will give you. rest. 29 Take

23 Therefore' is the Idiigdom of heaven liken- 
ed unto a certain king) which would take account of 
his' servants. 24 And when he had begun to reckon^ 
one was brought unto him which owed him ten thou- 
isand talent* : 25 But forasmuch as he had not to pay, 
his lord commanded him to be sold) and his wife and 
children^ and all that he had, and payment to be made. 

26 The servant) therefore, fell dows^and worship- 
)>ed him) saying) Lord) have patience with mC) and I 
will pay thee a)h 27 Then the lord of that servant 
was moved with compassion) and loosed him) and for* 
gave him the debt. 28 But the same servant went out) 
and found one of his fellow*servant8) which owed;him 
an hundred pence ; and he laid hands on him) and took 
him by the throat) saying) Pay me that thou owest.

I a When Jesus understood £/, he said 
unto them, Why trouble ye the womaii ? for she hath 
-wrought a good work upon me. 1 1 For ye have the 
poor always with you : but me ye Have not always^ 
\ 2 For in that she hath poured this ointment on my 
body, she did is for my burial. 1 3 Verily I say unlo 
you, Wheresoever this gospel shall be preached in the 
-whole world, t/tere shall also this, that this woman hath 
done, be told for a memorial of her. 

14 Then one of the twelve^ called 5udas Iscariot, 
went unto the chief priests, 15 And said unto them^ 
What will ye give me, and I will deliver him unto 
you ? And they covenanted with him for thirty pieces 
of silver. 16 And from that time he sought opportu- 
nity to betray bim. 17 Now the first day of the feaat 
o/* unleavened bread^the disciples came to Jesus, say- 
ing unto him, Where ,wilt thou that we prepare for' 
thee to eat the passover ? 1 8 And he said, Go into the 
city to such a man, and say unto him, The master 
saith. My time is at hand : I will keep the passover at 
thy house with my disciples. 19 And the disciples 
did as Jesus had appointed them ; and they made ready 
the passover. 

20 Now when the even was come, he sat down with 
the twelve. 21 And as they did eat, he said. Verily I 
say unto you, that one of you shall betray me. 22 And 
they were exceeding sorrowful, and began every one 
ef them to say unto him. Lord, is it 1 1 23 And he an- 
swered and said, He that dippeth his hand with me in 
tlie dish, the sam« shall betray me. 24 The Son of 
man goeth, as it is written of him : but wo unto that 
man by whom the Son of man is betrayed \ it had been 
good for that man if he had not been born. 25 Th'en- 
Judas, which betrayed him, answered and said, Masr^ 
ter, ie it \ ? He said unto him, Thou hast said. 
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26 And as they were eatings Jesus took breads and 
Messed fV, and brake itf and gave it to the disciples^ 
and said) Take^ eat ; this is my body. 27 And he took 
the cupt and gave thanks, and gate it to them, saying, 
Drink ye all of it ; 38 For this is my blood of the new. 
testament, which is shed lor many for the remission 
•f sins. 29 But I say unto you, I will not drink hence- 
ftirth of this fruit of the vine, until that day when I 
drink it new with you in my Father's kingdom. 30 And 
when they had sung an hymn, they went out into the 
mount of Olives. 

3 1 Then saith Jesus unto them, All ye shall be of- 
fended because of me this night : for it is written, I 
will smite the shepherd, and the sheep of the flock 
shall be scattered abroad. 32 But after 1 am risen 
again, I will go before you into Galilee. 33 Peter 
answered and said unto him, Though all men shall be 
offended because of thee^ yet will I never be offended. 
34 Jesus said unto him, Verily I say unto thee, that 
this night before the cock crow, thou shalt deny me 
thrice. 35 Peter said unto him, Though I should die 
with thee, yei will I not deny thee. Likewise also said 
all the disciples. 

36 Then cometh Jesus with thein unto a place called 
Gethsemane, and saith unto the disciples, Sit ye here, 
while I go and pray yonder. 37 And he took with 
him Peter, and the two sons of Zebedee, and began 
to be sorrowful and very heavy. 38 Then saith he 
unto them. My soul is exceeding sorrowful, even unto* 
death : tarry ye here, and watch with me. 39 And he 
went a little farther, and fell on his face, and prayed, 
saying, O my Father, if it be possible, let this cup pass 
from me : nevertheless, not as I will, but as thou mlt, 
40 And he cometh unto the disciples, and iindeth 
them asleep, and saith unto Peter, What, could ye not 
watch with me one hour I 41 Watch and pray, that ye 
cnier not into temptation. The spirit indeed t# willing, 
but the flesh is weak. ^/ X^^ 

42 He went away again ih/^ second time and prayedr 
saymg, O my fatkelr, if this cup may not pass, away 
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from sne>.except I drink it, thy will be done. 43 And 
he came^ and found them asleep again : for their eye» 
-were heavy. 44 And he left them, and went away* 
again, and prayed the third time, saying the same words. 
45 Then cometh he to his disciples, and saith un^o them> 
Sleep on now, and take your rest ? behold, the hour ia 
at hand, and the Son of man is betrayed into the hands 
of sinners. 46 Rise, let us be going ; behold he is 
at hand that doth betray me. 

47 And while he yet spake, lo, Judas one of the twelve 
came, and with him a great multitude with swords and 
stavesy from the chief priests, and elders pf the people. 
48 Now he that betrayed him gave thei^ a sign, saying, 
AYhomsoever I shall kiss, that same is he : hold him 
fastt 49 And forthwith he came to Jesus, and said. 
Hail, master ; and kissed him. 50 And Jesus said un- 
to him, Friend, wherefore art thou come I Then came 
they and laid hands on Jesus, and took him. 

51 And, behold, one of them which were with Jesns 
stretched out his hand, and drew his sword, and struck 
a servant of the high priest's, and smote o£P his ear. 
52 Then said Jesus unto him. Put up again thy sword 
into his place : for all they that take the sword shall 
perish with the sword. .53 Thinkest thou that I can- 
not now l^ray to vay Fatner, and he shall presently give 
me more than twelve legions of angels ? 54 But how 
then shall U^e scriptures be fulfilled. That thus it must 
be ? 55 In that same hour said Jesus to the multi- 
tudes, Are ye come out as against a thief with swords 
and staves. for to take me ? I sat daily with you teaching 
in the tempie> and ye laid no hold on me. 56 But all 
this was done that the scriptures of the prophets might 
be fulfilled. Then all the disciples forsook him and 
fied. 

57 And they that had laid hold on Jesus led A«»? 
away to Caiaphas the high priest, where the scribes 
and the elders were assembled. 58 But Peter follow- 
ed Kim afar off unto the high priest's palace, and went 
in, and sat with the servants, to see the end. 59 Now 
the chief priests, and elders, and all the council sought 
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&l8e witness against Jesus, to put him to death > 
do But found none : yea, though many false witnesses 
came, yet found they none. At the last came two feise 
witnesses, 61 And said, This fellow said, I am able to 
destroy the temple of God, and to build it in three 
days. 

63 And the high priest arose, smd said unto him, 
Answerest thou nothing ? what U it which these wit- 
ness against thee ? 63 But Jesus held his peace. 
And the high priest answered, and said unto him, I 
adjure thee by the living God) that thou tell us wbe> 
ther thou be the Christ the Son of God. 64 Jesus saitb 
unto him. Thou hast said. Nevertheless I say unta 
you, Hereafter shall ye see the Son of man sitting on 
the right hand of power, and coming in the clouds of 
heaven.

Thou also 
wast with Jesus of Galilee. 70 But he denied before 
them all, saying, I know not what thou sayest. 

7 1 And when he was gone out into the porch, anotb^ 
er maid saw him, and said unto them that were there, 
This^//o«r was also with Jesus of Nazareth.

MATTHEW. 
CHAPTER XXVII, 
CHRIST IS CONDEMNED AND CRUCIFIED. 

W^HEN the morning was cbme,^ all the chief 
priests and elders of the people took counsel against 
Jesus to put him to death : 2 And when they had bound 
him, they led him away, and delivered him to Pontiits 
Pilate the governor. 3- Then Judas which had betray- 
ed him, when he saw that he was condemned, repented 
himself, and brought again the thirtv pieces of silver 
to the chief priest^ and elders, 4 Sayirfg, I have sinned, 
in that I have betrayed the innocent blood. And they 
said, What is that to us ? see thou to that. 5 And he 
cast down the -pieces of silver in the temple, and de- 
parted, and went and hanged himself. 

6 And the chief priests took the silver pieces, and 
^aid. It is not lawful for to put them into the treasury, 
because it is the price of blood. 7 And they took 
counsel, and bought with them the potter's field, to bury 
strangers in. 8 Wherefore that field was called. The 
field of blood unto this day. 9 Then was fulfilled that 
which was spoken by Jeremy the prophet, saying, 
And they took the thirty pieces of silver, the price of 
him that was valued, whom they of the children of Is- 
rael did value ; 10 And gave them foy the potters' 
field, as the Lord appointed me. 

1 1 And Jesus stood before the governor : and the 
governor asked him, saying, Art thou the king of the 
Jews ? and Jesus said unto him, Thou sayest, 12 And 
when he was accused of the chief priests and elders, 
he answered nothing. 13 Then said Pilate unto him, 
Hearest thou not how many things they witness against 
thee ? 14 And he answered him to never a word, in- 
isomuch that the governor tnarvelled greatly. 15 Now 
at that feast the governor was wont to release unto the 
people a prisoner, whom they would. 16 And they had 
then a notable prison^i called Barabbas. 

17 Therefore when they were gathered together, 
?*ilate said unto them, Whom will ye that I release un-

to you ? BarabbaS) or Jesus which is called Christ f 

18 For he knew that for envy they had delivered him. 

19 When he was set down on the judgment seat, his 
■wife sent unto him, saying, Have thou nothing to do 
with that just man : for I have suffered many things 
this day in a dream because of him. 20 But the chief 
priests and elders persuaded the multitude that they 
should ask Barabbas, and destroy Jesus. 21 The 
governor answered and said unto them, Whether of 
the twain will ye that I release unto you ? They saidy 
Barabbas. 22 Pilate saith unto them, What shall I do 
then with Jesus, which is called Christ ? They all say 
unto him, Let him be crucified. 23 And the governor 
said, Why, what evil hath he done ?. But they cried 
put the more, saying. Let him be crucified. 

24 When Pilate saw that he could prevail nothing, 
but that rather a tumult was made, he took water and 
washed A/5 hands before the multitude, -saying, I am 
innocent of the blood of this just person : see ye to it, 
25 Then answeied all the people, and said, His blood 
be on us, and on our children. 26 Then released he 
Barabbas tmto them : and when he had scourged Jesus, 
he delivered him to be crucified. 27 Then the soldiers 
of the governor took Jesus into the common hall, and 
gathered unto him the whole band of aoidiers. 28 And 
they stripped him, and put on him a scarlet robe. 

29 And when they had platted a crown of thorns, they 
put it upon his head, and a reed in his right hand : 
and they bowed the knee before him, and mocked him, 
saying, Hail, King of the Jews I 30 And they spit upon 
him, and took the reed, and smote him on the head. 
31 And after that they had mocked him, they took the 
robe off from him, and put his own raiment on him, 
and led him away to crucify him, 52 And as they came 
out, they found a man of^Cyrene, Simon by nan\e : 
him they compelled to bear his ci'oss. o3 And when 
they were come unto a place called Golgotha, that is 
to say, A place of a skull, 34 They gave him vinegar 
to drink min'fjled with gall : and when he had tasted 
/hereof, he would not drink. 
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35 'And they crucified him, and parted his garments, 
casting lots : that it might be fulfilled which was spok«* 
en by the prophet, They parted my garments among 
them, and upon my vesture did they cast lots. 36 And 
sitting down they watched him there ; 37 And set up 
over his head his accusation written, THIS IS JESUS 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. 38 Then were there 
two thieves crucified with him, one on the right hand, 
and another on the left. ' 39 Ajid they that passed by 
reviled him, wagging their heads, 40 And saying. 
Thou that destroy est the temple, and buildestiV in three 
days, save thyself. If thou be the Son of God^ come 
down from the cross. 

4 1 Likewise also the chief priests mocking Atm, with 
the scribes and elders, said, 42 He saved others ; him- 
self he cannot save : if he be the King of Israel, let 
him now come down from the cross, and we will believe 
him. 43 He trusted in God ; let him deliver him 
now, if he will have him : for he said, I am the Son 
of God. 44 The thieves also which were crucified 
with him^ cast the same in bis teeth. 45 Now from 
the sixth hour thece was darkness over all the land 
unto the ninth hour. 46 And about the ninth hour Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, saying, Eli,' Eli, lama sabach- 
thani ? that is to say, My God, my God^ why hast thou 
forsaken me ? 

47 Some of them that stood there, when they heard 
that^ said, This man calleth for Elias-. 48 And straight- 
way one of them ran, and tdok a spuhge, and filled it 
with vinegar, and put it on a reed, and give him to drink. 
49 The rest said, Let be, let us see, whether Elias will 
come to save him. 50 Jesus, when he had cried again 
with a loud voice, yielded up the ghost. 5 1 And, be- 
hold, the vail of the temple was rent in twain, from the 
top to the bottom ; and the earth did quake, and the 
rocks rent ; 52 And the graves were opened ; and 
many bodies of the saints which slept ^rose, 5Z ^nd 
came out of the graves after his resurrection, 9(nd went 
into the holy city, and appeared unto many, 
31 
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, 54 Now wben the centurion, and they that were with 
hinif . watching Jesus, saw the earthquake^ and those 
things that were done, they feared greatly, saying. 
Truly this was the Son of God. 55 And many women 
were there beholding afar off, which followed Jesus 
from Galilee, ministering unto him : 56 Amohg whiqh 
was Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mother of James 
and' Joses, and the mother of Zebedee's children. 
57 When the even was come, there came a rich man 
of Arimathea, named Joseph, who also himself was Je- 
sus' disciple : 58 He went to Pilate, and begged the 
body of Jesus. Then Pilate commanded the body to 
be delivered. 59 And when Joseph had taken the body, 
he wrapped it in a clean linen cloth, 60 And laid it 
in his own new tomb, which he had hewn out in the 
vock ; and he rolled a great stone to the door of the 
sepulchre^ and dq>arted. s 
^ 6 1 And there w%s Mary Magdalene, and the other 
Mary, dtting over against the sepulchre. 62 Now the 
next day, that followed the day of the preparation, the 
chief priests and Pharisees came together unto Pilate, 

63 Saying, Sir, we remember that that deceii^r said 
while be was yet alive. After three days J wiH rise again. 

64 Command therefore that the sepulchre be made 
sure until the third day, lest his disciples come by 
night and steal him away, and say unto the people, He 

• is risen from the dead. So the last error shall be worse 
than the ficst. 6.5^ Pilate said unto them, Ye have a 
watch : 'go your way, make it as sure as ye can. 66 So 
they went and made the sepulchre sure, sealing the 
stone, and netting a watch^ 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 

CH&IST's RESURftBCTlON. 

In the end of the sabbath, as it began to dawn 
toward the first £fay of the week, came Mary Magdalene) 
and the other Mary, to see the sepulchre. 2 And, be- 
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hold, there >vas a gfeat earthquake : for the angel of 
the Lord descended front heaven, and came and rolled 
back the stone fr6m the door, and sat upon it. 3 His 
countenance was like lightning, and hi^ raiment white 
as snow : 4 And for fear of him the keepers did 
shake, and became as dead men, 5 And the angel 
answered and said unto the women, Fear not ye : for 
I know that ye seek Jesus, which was crucified. 6 He 
is not here : for he is risen, as he said. Come, see the 
place where the Lord lay. 7 And go quickly, and tell ' 
his disciples that he is risen from the dead ; and, behold, 
he goetfa before you into Galilee : there shall ye see 
him, lo, I have told you. 

8 And they departed quickly from the sepulchre 
with fear and great joy ; and did rutt to bring his dis- 
ciples word. 9 And as they went to tell his disciples, 
behold, Jesus met them, saying. All hail. And they 
came, and held him by the feet, and worshipped. him. 
10 Then said Jesus unto them. Be .not afraid: go tell 
my brethren that they go into Galilee, and there shall 
they see me. 1 1 Now when they were going, behold, 
some of the watch came into the city, and shewed u&to 
the chief priests all the things that were done. 

12 And when they were assembled with the elders, 
and had taken counsel, they gave large money unto the 
soldiers, 13 Saying, Say ye, his disciples came by 
night, and stole him atocy, while we slept. 1 4 And if 
this come to the governor's ears, we will persuade him, 
and secure you. 15 So they took the money, and did 
as they were taught : and this saying is commonly re- 
ported among the Jews until this day. 

16 Then the eleven disciples went away into Gali- 
lee, inlo a mountain where Jesus had appointed them. 
17 And when they saw him, they worshipped him : 
but some doubted. 18 And Jesus came, and spake 
unto them, saying. All power is given unto me in 
heaven and in earth. 19 Go ye therefore and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Gho^t : 20 Teaching 
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them to obierve all things ivhatsoever I have command- 
ed you : and| lO) I am with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world. Amen.

CHAP. T. 

rOHN BAPTIST A FORERUNNER OF CITRIST. 

Xhe beginning of the Gospel of Jesus Christy 
the Son of God ; 2 -As it is written in the prophets, 
Behold, I send my messenger before thy face, which 
shall prepare thy way before thee. 4 John did bap- 
tize in the wilderness, and preach the baptism of repen- 
tance for the remission of sins. 5 And thete went out 
unto him all the land of Judea, and they of Jerusalem, and 
were ail baptized of him in the river of Jordan, confes- , 
sfhg their sins. 9 And it came to pass in those days, 
that Jesus came from Naztreth oi Galilee, and was 
baptized of John in Jordan. 10 And straightway com- 
lAg up out of the water, he saw the heavens opened, 
and the Spirit like a dove descending upon him : 
1 1 And there came a voice from heaven, aayingy Thou 
art my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased. 

12 And immediately the spirit driveth him into /the 
wilderness. 13 And he was therein the wilderness 
forty days tempted of Satan j and was with the wild 
beasts ; and the angels ministered unto him. 14 Now 
afuer that John was put in prison, Jesus came into Qa- 
Ulee preaching the gospel of the kingdom of God. 
21 And straightway on the sabbath day he entered into 
the synagogue, and taught. 22 And they were asto- 
nished at his doctrine : for he -taught them as one jL^t 
had authority, and not as the scribes. %f^ 

23 And there was in their synagogue a man witti kt\ 
unclean spirit ; and he cried out, 24 Saying, Let U9 
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alone ; what have we to do with thee, thou Jesus of 
Nazareth ? art thou come to destroy us ? I know thee 
who thou art, the Holy One of God.. 25 And Jesus 
rebuked him, saying, Hold thy peace, and come out of 
him. 26 And when the unclean spirit had torn him, and 
cried with a loud voice, he came out of him. 27 And 
they were all amazed, insomuch that they questioned 
among themselves, saying, What thing is this? what > 
new doctrine is this ? for with authority commandeth 
he even the unclean spirits, and they do obey him. 
28 And immediately his fame spread abroad through- 
out all the region round about Galilee. 

32 And at even, when the sun did set, they brought 
unto him all that were diseased, and them, that were 
possessed with devils. 33 And all the city was gather- 
ed together at the door. 34 And he healed many that 
were sick of^divers diseases, and cast out. many devils ; 
and suffered not the devils to speak, because they knew 
him. 35 And in the morning, rising up a great while 
before day, he went out, and departed into a solitary 
place, and thenre prayed. 37 And when they ha# found 
him, they said unto him, All men seek for thee. 

38 And he said unto them. Let us>go into the next 
towns, that I may preach there also : for therefore 
came I forth. 39 And he preached in their synagogues 
throughout all Galilee, send cast out devils. 40 And 
there came a leper to him, beseeching him, and kneel- 
ing down to him, and saying unto him, If .thou wilt, 
thou canst malie me clean. 41 And Jesus, moved with 
compassion, put (orth hia hand and touched him, and 
saith unto him, I will ; be thou clean. 42 And as soon 
as he had spoken^ immediately the leprosy \ieparted 
from him, and he was cleansed. 43 And he straightly 
charged him, 44 And saith unto him, Go thy way, 
shew thyself to the priest, and offer for thy cleansing 
those things which Moses commanded for a testimony 
uixto them.

CHRIST 1ft BALEXH THE SICK OF THE PALSY. 

3 And they come unto him^ bringing one sick of 
the palsy 9 which was borne of four. 4 And when they 
could not come nigh unto him for the press, they un- 
covered the roof where he was : and when they had 
broken it up* they let down the bed wherein the sick 
of the palsy lay. 5 When Jesus saw their faith, be 
said unto the sick of the palsy. Son, thy sins be for- 
given thee. 6 But there were certain of the scribes 
sitting there, and reasoning in their hearts, 7 Why 
doth this man thus speak blasphemies ? who can for- ' 
give sins but God only ? 8 And immediately, whei^ 
Jesus perceived in his spirit that they so reasoned 
within themselves, he said unto them, Why reason ye 
these things in your hearts ? 9 Whether is it easier 
to say to the sick of the palsy. Thy sins be forgiven 
thee ; ^r to say, Arise, and take up thy bed and walk ? 
10 But that ye may know that the Son of man hath 
power on eatlh to forgive sins, (he saith to the sick of 
the palsy,) 1 1 X say unto thee, Arise, and take up thy 
Wd,4ind go thy way into thine house. 12 And imme- 
diately he arose, took up the bed, and went forth before 
them all ; insomuch that they were all amazed, and 
glorified God, saying, We never saw it on this fashion. 
'' 1 And he entered again into the synagogue ; and 
there wai* a man there which had a withered hand. 
2 And they watched him, whether he would heal him on 
the sabbath-day ; that they might accuse him. 3 And he 
saith unto the man which had the withered hand. Stand 
forth. 4 And he saith unto them, Is it lawful to do 
good on the sabbath-days, or to do evil ? to save life, 
or to kill ? But they held their peace. 5 And when 
-4ie had looked round about on them with anger, being 
grieved for the hardness of their hearts, he saith unto 
the man, Stretch forth thine hand. And he stretched 
it out : and his hand was restored whole as the other. 
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22 And the scribes which came down from Jerusa* 
lem said) He hath Beelzebub, and by the prince of the 
devils casteth he out devils. 23 x\nd he called them 
unto him J and said unto them in pc^rables. How can Sa- 
tan cast out Satan ? 24 And if a' kingdom be divided 
against itself, that kingdom cannot stand. 3 1 There 
came then his brethren and his ipother, and, standing 
without, sent unto him, calling him. 32 And the mul- 
titude sat about him ; and they said unto him, Behold, 
thy mother and thy brethren without seek for thee. 
' 33 And he answered them, saying, Who is my mother, 
or my brethren ? 34 And he looked round about on 
them which sat about him, and saidj^Behold my mother 
and my brethren ! 35 For whosoever shall do the will 
of God, the same is my brother, and my sister, and 
mother. 

CHAPTER Xm. 
DESTRUCTION OF THE TEMPLE PREDICTED. 

And as he went out of the' temple, one of his 
disciples saitji unto him. Master, see what manner of 
Stones and what buildings are here ! 2 And Jesus aur 
swering said unto him, Seest thou these great build- 
ings ? there shall not be left one stone upon another, 
that shall not be thrown down. 3 And as he sat upon 
. the mount of Olives over against the temple, Peter, 
and James,'and John, and Andrew, asked him privately, 

4 Tell us, when shall these things be ? and what shall 
be the sign' when all the^e things shall be fulfilled? 

5 And Jesus answering them began to say, Take heed 
lest any man deceive you : 6 For many shall come in 
my name, saying, I* am Chriat : and shall deceive many. 

7 And when ye shall hear of wars, and rumoui*s of 
wars, be ye not troubled : for such things must need» 
, be ; but the end shall not be yet. 8 «For nation shall 
rise against nation, and kingdom against kingdom : 
and there shall be earthquakes in divers • places, and 
there shall be famines, and troubles : these are the be- 
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ginning t^ sorrows. 9 But take heed to yourselves ; 
for they shall deliver you up to councils ; and in the 
synagogues ye shall be beaten : and ye shall be brought 
before rulers and kings for my sake, for a tesdniony 
against them. 10 And ,the gospel must first be pub- 
lished among all nations. 

II But when they shall lead you^ and deliver you 
up) take no thought beforehand what ye shall speak) 
neither do ye premeditate : but whatsoever shall be 
given you in that hour, that speak ye, for it is not ye 
that speak, but the Holy Ghost. 12 Now the brother 
shall betray the brother to death, and the father the 
son : and children shall rise up against their parents, 
and shall cause them to be put to death. 13 And ye 
shall be hated of all men for my name's sake. But he 
that shall endure unto the eW, the same shall be saved. 

14 But when ye shall see the abomination of desola- 
tion, spokM of by Daniel the prophet, standing where 
it ought «m, (let him that readeth understand,) then 
let them that be in Judea flee to the mountains: 

15 And let him that is on the housetop not go down 
into the house, neither enter therein^ to take any thing 
out of his house : 16 And let him that is in che field 
not turn back again for to take up his garment. 

19 For in those days Shall be affliction, such as was 
not* from the beginning of the creation which God 
created unto this time, neither shall be. 20 And ex- 
cept that the Lord had shortened those days, no flesh 
should be saved : but for the elect's sake, whom he hath 
chosen, be hath shortened the days. 21 And then, if 
any fnan -shall say to you, Lo, here is Christ ; or, lo, 
he it there ; beliteve him not : 22 For false Christs 
and false prophets shall rise, and shall shew signs and 
wonders, to seduce, if it were possible, even the elect. 
23 But take ye heed : behold, I have foretold you all 
things. 

24 But in tlfSse days, after that tribulation, the sun 
shall He darkened, and the moon shall not give her 
light, 25 And the stars of heaven shall fall, and the • 
powers that are in heaven shall be shaken. 26. And 
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then shall they see the Son of man coming in the 
clouds with^ great power and. glory. 27 And then 
shall he send his angels, and shall gather together his 
elect from the four winds, from the uttermost part of 
the earth to the uttermost part of heaven.- 28 Now 
learn a parable of the fig tree ; When her branch is 
yet tender, and putteth forth leaves, ye know that sum- 
mer is near : 29 So ye in like manner, when ye shall 
see these things come topass, know that it is nigh) even 
at the doors. YeJtlTir) (^^^)^ 7 C/ft^-i*^' 

30 Verily I say unt(?you, That this generation shall 
not pass till all these things be done. 51 Heaven and 
earth shall pass away : but my words shall not pass 
away. 32 But of that day and that hour knoweth no 
man, no not the angels which are in heaven, neither 
the Son, but the Father. 33 Take ye heed, watch and 
pray : for ye know not when the time is. 34 For the 
Son of man ia as a man taking a far journey^ who left 
his house, and gave authority to his servants, and to 
every rcian his work, and commanded the porter to 
watch. 35 Watch ye therefore : for ye know not 
when the master of the house cometh, at even, or at 
midnight, or at. the cock crowing, or in the morninjj : 
36 Lest coming suddenly he find you sleeping. 37 And 
w^hat I say unto you, 1 say unto all, Watch. 



FROM SAINT LUKE. 
CHAPTER I. 

MIRACLES ATTENDING THE BIRTH Ot CHRIST. 

Forasmuch as many have taken in hand to set 
forth in order a declaration of those thmgs whiph are 
most surely believed among us, 2 Even as *th^y de- 
livered them unto us, which from the beginning were 
eye-witnes^e^5 jaij^ ministers of the^word ; 3 It seemed 
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good to me also, having had perfect understanding of 
all things from the very first, to write unto thee in or- 
derj most excellent Theophilus, 4 That thou mightest 
know the certainty of those things wherein thou hast 
been instructed. 5 There was, in the days of Herod 
the king of Judea, a certain priest named Zacharias, of 
the course of Abia : and his wife was of the daughters 
of Aaron, and her name waa Elisabeth. 6 And they 
were both righteous before God, walking in all the 
commandments and ordinances of the Lord blameless. 
7 And they had no child, and they both were now well 
stricken in years. 

8 And it came to pass, that, while he executed the 
priest's office before God in the order of his course, 
9 According to the custom of the priest's office, his 
lot was to bum incense when he went into the temple 
of the Lord. 10 And the whole multitude of the people 
were praying without at the time of incense. 1 1 And 
there appeared unto him an' angel of the Lord standing 
on the right side of the altar of incense. 12 And when 
Zacharias saw him he was troubled, and fear fell upon 
him. 1 3 But the angel said unto him. Fear not, Zacha- 
rias : for thy prayer is heard ; and thy wife Elisabeth 
shall bear thee a son, and thou shalt call his name John. 
14 And thou sl^ait have joy and gladness ; and many 
shall rejoice at his birth. 15 For he shall be great in 
the sight of the Lord, and shall drink neither wine nor 
strong drink ; and he shall be filled with the Holy- 
Ghost. \6 And. many of the children of Israel shall 
he turn to the Lord their God. 

18 And Zacharias said unto the angel. Whereby 
shall I know* this ? 1 9 And the angel answering, said 
unto him, t am Gabriel, that stand in iUt presence of 
God ; and am sent to speak unto thee, and to shew thee 
these glad tidings. 20 And, behold, thou shalt be dumb, 
and not able to speak, until the day that these things 
shall be performed, because thou believest not my 
words, which shall befulfilled in their >season. 21 And 
the people waited for Zacharias, and marvelled that he 
tarried so long in the temple. 22 And when he came 
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outhe could not speak unto them : and they perceived 
that he had seen a vision in the temple ; for he beckon- 
ed unto them, and remained ^eechless. 23 And 'it 
came to pass, that} as soon as the days of his ministra- 
tion were accomplished, he departed to his own house. 
26 And in the sixth month the ang^l Gabriel was 
, sent from God unto a city of Galilee^ named Nazareth, 
27 To a virgin espoused to a man, whose .name was Jo- 
seph, of the house of David ; and the virgjin's name wat 
Mary. 28 And the angel came in unto her, and said, 
Hail, ihou that art Jbighly fav6ured, the Lord is with 
thee : blessed art thou among women. 29 And when 
she saw him she was troubled at his saying, and cast in 
her mind what manner of salutation this should be.^ 
30 And the angel said unto her, Fear not, Mary ; for 
thou hast found favouV with God. 31 And, behold, 
thou shalt bring forth a son, and shalt call his name 
Jesus. ""^^ 

. ^, lie shall be great, and shall be called The Son 
ot the Highest : and the Lord Gcrd shall giVe unto him 
the throne of his father David : 33 And he shall reign 
over the house of Jacob^for ever ; and of his kingdom 
there shall be no end. 38 A.^d Mary said, Behold 
the handmaid of the Lord ; be it unto me according to 
thy word. And the angel departed from her. 46 And 
Mary said. My «oul doth magnify the Lord, 47 And 
my st>irit hath rejoiced in God my Saviour. 48 For 
Ae hath regarded the low estate of his handmaiden : 
for, behold, from henceforth all g'enerations shall call 
me blessed. 

57 Now Elisabeth brought forth a son. 58 And her 
neighbours and her cousins heard how the Lord had 
shewed great mercy upon her ; and they rejoiced with 
her. 59 And they caUed him Zacharias, after the 
name of his father. 60 And his Another answered and 
said, Not so ; but he shall be called John. ^ 62 And they 
made signs to.his father, how he would have him called. 
63 And he wrote, saying, His name is John. 64 And 
his mouth was opened immediately^ atkd- his tongue 
iooafd, and hd'spake, and praised God* 65 And fear 
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came on all that dwelt round about them : and all these 
sayings were noised abroad. 66 And all they that had 
heard them laid them up in their hearts, saving, What 
manner of child shall this be ! And the hand of the 
Lord was with him. 

67 And his father Zacharias was filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and prophesied, saying, 68 Blessed be 
the Lord God of Israel ; for he hath visited and redeem- 
ed his people, 69 And hath raised up an horn of sal- 
vation for us in the house of his servant David ; 70 As 
he spake by the mouth of his holy prophets, which 
have been since the ^orld began ; 71 That we should^ 
be saved from our enemies, and from the hand of all 
that hate us ; 72 To perform the mercy promised to 
our fathers, and to remember his holy covenant. 76 And 
thou, child, shalt be called The Prophet of the High- 
est : for thou Shalt go before the face of the Lord to 
prepare his ways ; 79 To give light to them that sit 
in darkness, and in the shadow of death, to guide our 
feet into the way of^eace. 

CHAPTER n. 
NATIVITY OF CHRIST*. 

And in those days,' there went out a decree 
from Cesar Augustus, that all the world should be 
taxed. 3 And all went to be taxed, every one into bi& 
own city. 4 And Joseph also went up from Galilee, 
out of the city of Nazareth into Judea, unto the city of 
David, which is called Beth-Iehem ; because he was of 
the house and lineage of David : 5 To be taxed with 
Mary his espoused wife.

said unto them. Fear nol« for, behold, I bring you 
good tidings of great joy, which shali be to all people. 
11 For unto you is born this day, in the city of Davids 
a Saviour, which is Christ the Lord. 12 And this 
•hall be a sign unto you : Ye shall find the babe wrap- 
ped in swaddling clothes, lying in a manger.

7 Now Herod the tetrarch heard of all that was done 
by him : and he was perplexed, because that it was 
sai^ of some, that John was. risen from the dead ; 8 And 
of some, that £)ias had appeared ; and of others, that 
one of the old prophets-was risen again. 9 And Herod 
said, John h^ve I beheaded : but who is this of whom ' 
I hear such things ? And he desired to see him. 
lO And the apostles,. when they were returned, told 
him all thsa they had done. And he. took themf and 
went aside privaVely into a desert place, belonging to 
the city called Bethsaida. V\ And the people, when 
they knew tV, followed him : and he received theniy 
and spake unto them of the kingdom of God^ and heal- 
4^ them that had need of healing. 
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I % And when the day beg^n to wear awayy tfacD 
came the twelve, and said unto hioi) Send the multitude 
awayy that they may go into the towns and country 
round about, and lodge, and get victuals : for we are 
arc here in a desert place. 13 But he said unto them, 
Give ye them to eat. And they said. We have no more 
hut five loaves and two fishes ;. except we should go 
and buy meat for all this people. 1 4 For they were about 
live thousand men. And he said to his disciples, Make 
them sit down by fifties in a company. 15 And they 
did so, and made them all sit down. 16 Then betook 
the five joaves and the two fishes, and looking up to 
heaven, he blessed them, and brake, and gave to the 
disciples to set before the multitude. 17 And they did 
eat, and were all filled : and there was taken up of frag* 
^ ments that remained to them twelve baskets.

2 i And he strsdghtly charged them and commanded 
them to tell no jnan that thing ; 22 Saying, The Son 
of man must sufier many things, and be rejected of the; 
eiders and chief priests and scribes^ and be slain, and 
be raised the third day. 

23 And he said to them all, If any man will come af- 
ter me, let him deny himself, and take up his cross dai-^ 
ly, and follow me. 24 For whosoever will save his 
life, shall lose it : hut whosoever wHI lose his life for 
my sake, the same shall save k. 25 For what is a 
man advantaged, if he gain, the whole world, andlose 
himself, or be cast away ? 2j6 For whosoever shall be 
ashamed of me, and of mj words, of him shall the Son 
of man be ashamed, when he shall come in his own 
glory, and in his Father *s, and of the holy angels. 27 But 
I tell youL.of atruth, thete be some standing here which: 
shaU not taste of death till they sec the kingdom, of God.

And as he was 
yet a comiivg, the devil threw him- down, and tare him. 
And Jesus rebuked the unclean spirit, and healed the 
ehild, and delivered him again to his father. 4.3 And 
they were all amazed at the mighty power of God^ 
But while they wondered everyone at all. things whLch^ 
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sajrings sink down into your ears : for the Son of man 
shall be delivered into the hands of men. 4« But they 
understood not this saying, and it was hid from them 
that they perceived it not : and they feared to ask him 
of that saying. 

46 Then there arose a reasoning among them, which 
of them should be greatest. 47 And Jesus perceiving

CHAPTER X, > 
HOW TO ATTAIN ETERNAL LIFE. 

After these things the Lord appointed other 
seventy also, and sent them two and two before his face 
into every city and place whither he himself would 
come. 2 Therefore said he unto them, The harvest 
truly iB great, but the labourers are few: pray ye, 
therefore, the Lord of the harvest, that he would send 
forth labourers into his harvest. 3 Go your ways : 
behold, I send you forth as lambs among wolves* 
4 Carry s neither purse, nor serrp, nor shoes x and sa- 
lute no man by the way. 5 And into whatsoever house 
^e cnxer, first say. Peace be to this house. 6 And if 
the son of peace be there, your peace shall rest upon 
it : if not, it shall turn to you again. 

7 And in the same house remain, eating and drink- 
ing such things as they give : for the labourer is wor- 
thy of his hire. Go not from house to house. 8 And 
into wliatsoever city ye enter, and they receive you, 
eat such things as are set before you ; 9 And heal 
the sick that are therein ; and say unto them^ The 
kingdom of God is come nigh unto you* 10 But into 
whatsoever city ye enter, and they receive you not, go 
your ways out into the streets of the same, and say, 
1 1 Even the very dust of your city, which cleaveth on 
us, we do wipe off against you : notwithstanding, be ye 
sure of this, that the kingdom of God is come nigh 
unfo you. 12 But I say unto you, That it shall be more 
tolerable in tiiat day for Sodom than for that city. 

1 o Wo unto thee, Chorazin ! wo unto thee, Beth- 
saidji I for if the mighty works had tteen dpne in Tyr^ 
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mnd Sidon which have been done in you, they had a 
great while ago repented, skting in sackcloth and 
athes. 14 But it shall be more tolei*able for Tyre and 
Sidon at the judgment than for you. 15 And thou, 
Capernaum, which art exalted to heaven, shalt be thrust 
down to hell. 1 6 He that heareth you, heareth me ; 
and he that despiseth you, despiseth me ; and he that 
despiseth me, despiseth him that sent me. 17 And 
the seventy returned again with joy, saying,^ Lord, 
even the devils are subject unto us through thy name. 
18 And he said unto them, I beheld Satan as light- 
ning fall from heaven. 19 Behold, I give unto you 
power to tread on serpents and scorpions, and over 
all the power of the enemy ; and nothing shall by any 
means hurt you. 20 Notwithstanding, in this rejoice 
not that the spirits are subject unto you ; but rather 
rejoice, because your names are written in heaven. 

2 1 In that hour Jesus rejoiced in spirit, and said, I 
thank thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and earth, that 
thou hast hid these things from the wise and prudent^ 
and hast revealed them unto habefi^even an. Father i 
lor so it seemed good in thy sight. 22 All things are 
delivered to me of my Father ; ahd no man knoweth 
who the Son is, but the Father ; and who the Father 
is, but the Son, and he to whom the Son will reveal 
him. 23 And he turned him unto hie disciples, and 
said privately. Blessed are the eyes which see the 
things that ye see.: 24 For I tell you, that many pro- 
phets and kings have desired to see those things which 
ye see, and have not seen them ; and to hear those 
things which ye hear, and have not heard them, 

25 And, behold, a certain lawyer stood up, and 
tempted him, saying. Master, what shall I do to inherit 
eternal life ? 26 He said unto him, What is written in 
the law ? how readest thou ? 27 And he^ answering, 
said. Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy strength, 
and with all thy mind ; and thy neighbour as thyself. 
28 And he said unto him, Thou hast answered right : 
thi^ do, and thou shalt live. 29 But he, willing to 
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justify himself) s^d unto Jesus, And who is my neigh- 
bour ? 

30 And Jesus, answering, said, A certain man went 
down from JeruMdem to Jericho, and fell among tfiieves, 
which stiipped him of his raiment, and weunded hinij 
and departed, leaving him half dead. 3 1 And by chance 
there came down a certain priest that way ; and wh^i 
he saw him he passed by on the other side. 32 And 
likewise a Levite, when be was at the place, came and 
looked on/iim, and passed by on the other side.. 33 But 
a certain Samaritan, as he journeyed, came where he 
was ; and, when he saw him, he had compassion on 
Mm J 34 And went /o him^ and bound up his wounds, 
pouring in oil and wine? and set him on his own beast, 
and brought him to an inn, and took care of him. 
o5 And on the morrow, when he departed, he took 
out two pence, and gave tAem to the host, and said 
unto liim. Take care of him : and whatsoever thou 
spendest more, when I come again I will repay thee. 

36 Which now of these three, thinfcest thou, was 
neighbour unto him that fell among the thieves ? 

37 And he said. He that shewed jnercy on him. Then 
said Jesus unto him. Go, and do thou likewise. 

38 Now it came to pass, as they went, that he enters 

ed into a certsdn village : and a certain woman, named 

Martha, received him into her house. 39 And she 

had a sister qsiied Mary, which also sat at Jesus' feet, 

and heard his word. 40 But Martha was cumbered 

^bout much serving, and came to him, and said, llord) 

dost thou not care that my sister hath left me to serve 

-alone ? bid her, therefore, that she help me. 41 And 

Jesus answered and said unto her, Martha, Martha, 

thou art careful and troubled about many things ; 

42 But one thing is needfdl : and Mary hath chosen 

that good part, which shall not be tak«e away from 

her.

the house, and seek diligently till she find it ? 9 And 
when she hath found tV, she calleth her friends and her 
neighbours together, saying, Rejoice with me ; for I 
have found the piece which I had lost. 10 Likewise 
I say unto you. There is joy in the presence of the 
. angels of God over one sinner that repenteth. 

1 1 And he said, A certain mati had two sons : 
12 And the younger of them said to his father, Father, 
give n>e the portion of goods that falleth to me, Ahd he 
divic^d unto them his living. 1 3 And not many days 
after the younger son gathered all together, and took 
his journey into a far country, and there wasted his 
substance with riotous living. 14 And when he had 
spent all, there arose a mighty famine in that land ; 
an.d he began to be in want. 15 And he went and 
joined himself to a citizen of that country ; and h^ sent 
him into his fields to fe^d swine.

15* And he said unto them, Ye are^hey which justify 
yourselves before men ; but Qod knoweth your hearts : for 
that which is highly esteemed among men is abomination 
in the sight of God. 16 The law and the prophets v>tTe 
until John : since that tinfe the kingdom of God is preach- 
ed, and every man presseth into it. 17 And it is easier .■ 
for heaven and earth to pass, than one tittle of the law to 
fail. 

19 There was a certain rich man, which was clothed in 
purple and line linen, and fared sumptuously every day : 
20 And ther^ was a certain beggar named Lazarus, 
which was laid at his gate full of sores, 21 And desiring 
to be fed with the crumbs which fell from the rich man's 
table: moreover the dogs came and licked his sores. 
22 And it came to pass, that the beggar died, and was 
carried by the angels into Abraham's bosom. The rich 
man also died, and was buried ; 23 And in hell he lifted 
up his eyes being in torments, and sectK Abraham afar 
off„ and I^azarus in his bosom. 
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24 And he cried, and said, Father Abraham, have mercy 
on me, and send Lazarus that he may clip the tip of his fin- 
ger in water, and cooj my tongue : for I am tormented in 
this flame. 25 But Abraham said. Son, remember, that 
thou in thy life-time receivedst thy good things, and like- 
\vise Lazarus evil things : but now he is comforted, and 
thou art tormented. 26 And beside all this, between us 
and you there is a great ^ulf fixed : so that they which 
would pass from hence to you cannot : neither can they 
pass to us that would come from thence. 

27 Then he said, 1 pray thee therefore, father, that thou 
wouldest send him to my father's house : 28 For I have 
five brethren.: that he may testify unto them, lest they 
also come into this plac^ of torment. 29 Abraham saith 
unto him, They have Moses and the prophets : let them 
hear them. 30 And he said, Nay, father Abraham : but 
if one went unto them from the dead, they Vill repent. 
' 3 1 And he said unto him, If they hear not Moses and 
the prophets, neither will they be persuaded thou|[h one 
^ose from the dead. 

CHAPTER XVIII. ' 
PBATBR AND HUMlLXTt. ^^. ^ 

^D he spake a parable unto them to this endj 
that men ought always to pray, and not to faint ; 2 Say- 
ing, There was in a city a judge, which feared not God, 
neither regarded man : 3 And there was a widow in 
that city ; and she came unto him, saying. Avenge me of 
mine adversary. 4 And he would not for a while : but 
afterward he said within himself. Though I fear not God, 
nor regard man ; 5 Yet because this widow troubleth 
me, I will avenge tier, lest by her continual coming she 
weary ip^e. 6 And the Lord said, Hear what the unjust 
judge taith. 7 And shall not God avenge his own elect) 
which cry day and night unto him, though he bear long 
with them ? 8 I tell you that he will avenge them spee- 
dily. Nevertheless, when the Son of man cometh, shsdl 
he find faith on the earth t 
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9 And he spake this parable unto certain which trusted 
in themselves that they were righteous, and despised 
others : 10 Two men went up ini# the temple to pray ; 
the one a Pharisee, andnhe other a publican, 1 1 The 
Pharisee stood, and prayed thus with himself, God, I thank 
thee, that I am not as other men are^ extortioners, unjust, 
adulterers, or even as this publican. 12 I fast twice in 
the week, I give tithes of all 5iat I possess. 1 3 And 
the publican, standing afar off, would not lift up so much 
as /«> eyes unto heaven, but smote upon his breast, saying, 
God be merciful to me a sinner. 14 I tell you. This 
man went down to his house justified rather than the 
other : for every one that exalteth himself shall be abased ; 
and he that humbleth himself shall j^e exalted. 

1 5 And they brought unto him also infants that he would 
touch them : but when hia disciples saw r'r, they rebuked 
them. 16 But Jesus called them ww^o Am, and said, Suffer 
little children to come unto me, and forbid them not : for 
of such is the kingdom of God. 17 Venly I say unto 
you. Whosoever shall not receive the kingdom of God 
as a little child, shall in no wise enter therein. 18 And 
a certain ruler as^ed him, saying. Good Master, what 
shall I do to inherit eternal life ? 19 And Jesus said 
unto him. Why callest thou me good ? none /* good save 
one, that w, God. 20 Thou knowest the commandments, 
Do not commit adultery. Do not kill. Do not steal. Do 
not bear false witness, Honour thy father and thy mother. 
2 1 And he said, All these have I kept from my youth up. 

22 Now, when Jesus heard these things, he said unto 
him, Yet lackest thou one thing ; sell all that thou hast, 
and distribute unto the poor, and thou shalt have treasure 
in heaven : and come, follow me. 23 And when he 
heard this, he was very sorrowful : for he was very rich. 
24 And, when Jesus saw that he was very sorrowful, he 
«aid, How*hardly shall they that have riches enter inta the 
kingdom of God ! 25 For it Is easier for a came^t» go 
through a needle's eye, than for a rich man to enter into 
the kingdom of God. 26 And they that heard it said. 
Who then can be saved ? 27 And he said, The things 
which are impossible with men are possible with God. 
28 Then Peter said, Lo, we have left all, and followed 
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thee. 29* And he said unto them, Verily I say unto you. 
There is no man that' hath left house, or parents, or 
brethren, or wife, or children, for the kingdom of God[t 
sake, SO Who shall not receive manifold more in thii^ 
present time, and in the world to come life everlastin|^. 

CHAPTER XIX. 
ZACCBEUS BLESSED. 

And Je%u9 entered and passed through Jericho. 

2 And, behold, there vhu a man named Zaccheus, which 
was the chief among the publicans, and he was rich. 

3 And he sought to see Jesus who he was ; and could not 
for the press, because he was little of stature. 4 And he 
ran before, and climbed up into a sycamore tree to see 
him, for he was to pass that vniy. 5 And when JesuA 
came to the place, he looked up, and saw him, and said 
unto him, Zaccheus, make haste, and come down ; for 
to-day I must abide at thy house. 6 And he made haste, 
and came down, and received him joyfully. 7 And when 
they saw it they all murmured, saying, That he was gone 
to be guest with a man that is a sinner. 8 And «Zaccheus 
stood, and said unto the Lord, Behold, Lord, the half of 
my goods I give to the poor ; and if I have taken any 
thing from any man by false accusation, I restore Aim four* 
fold« 9 And Jesus said unto him. This day is salvation 
come «u> this house, forsomuch as he also is a son of 
Abraham. 10 For the Son of man is come to Mek apd 
to save that which was lost. 

CHAPTER XXU. 
Christ's farewell passoveb. 

•7 Then came the day of unleavened bread, when 
the passover must be killed. 8 And he sent Peter and 
John, saying, Go and prepare us the passover, that we 
may eat. U And when the hour was come he sat down, 
and the twelve apostles with him. 15 And he said unto 
them. With desirel have desired to eat this passovef 
33 » ' . 
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with you before I suffer: 16 For Fsay unto you, I will 
not any more eat thereof, until it be fulfilled in the king* 
dom of God. 17 And he took the cup, and gave thanks^ 
and said, Take this, and divide it among yourselves: 
18 For I say unto you, I will not drink of the fruit of the 
vine, until the kingdom of God shall come. 

1 9 And he took bread, and gave thanks, and brake »V, and 
gave unto them, saying, This is my body, which is given 
for you : this do in remembrance of me. 20 Likewise 
also the cup after supper, saying, This cup t>' the new 
testament in my blood, which is shed for you. 2 1 But, 
behold, the handof him that betrayeth me, is with me on 
the table. 23 And truly the Son of man goeth, as it was 
determined : but wo unto- that man by whom he is be- 
trayed I 23 And they began to enquire among them- 
selves, which of them it was that should do this thing. 
24 And there was also a strife among them, which of 
them should be accounted the greatest. 25 And he said 
unto them, The kings of the Gentiles exercise lordship 
over them ; and they that exercise authority upon them 
are called Benefactors. 26 But ye shall not de so : but 
he that is greatest among you, let him be as the younger; 
and he that is chief, as he that doth serve. 

S5 And he said unto them. When I sent you with- 
out purse, and scrip, and shoes, lacked ye any thing ? 
And they said, Nothing. 36 Then said he unto them. 
But now, he that hath a purs^, let him take it, and like- 
wise his scrip : afid he that bath no sword, let him sell 
his garment and buy one. 38 And they said, Lord, 
behold, here are two swords. And he ^aid unto them, 
It is enough. 39 And he came out, and went, as he 
was wont, to the mount of Olives ; and hb disciples also 
followed him. 40 And, when he was at the place, he 
said unto them. Pray that ye enter^ot into temptation. 
4 1 And he was withdrawn from them about a stone's cast, 
and kneeled down, and prayed, 42 Saying, Father, if 
thou be willing, remove this cup fron\,me : nevertheless, 
not my will, but thine, be done. 43 And there ap- 
peared an angel unto him from heaven, strengthening 
hiip. 44 And, being in an agony, he prayed more 
earnestly : and his tjveat w-m as it were great drops of 
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blood falling down to the ground. 45 And when he 
rose up from prayer, and was come to his diciples, he 
found them sleeping for sorrow, 46 And said unto them. 
Why sleep ye ? rise and pray, lest ye enter into tempta- 
tion. 47 And, while he yet spake, behold, a multitude, 
and he that was called Judas, one of the twelve, went 
before them, and drew near unto Jesus to kiss him. 
48 But Jesus said unto hiQi) Judas, betrayest thou the Son 
of man with a kiss ?

CHAPTER XXIII. 



' JESUS IS CONDEMNED AND CRUCIFIED. 

V A.ND the whole multitude of them arose, and led 
him~unto Pilate. 2 And they began to accuse him, say- 
ing, We found this fellow perverting the nation, and for- 
bidding to give tribute to Cesar, saying, That he himself 
is Christ a King. 3 And Pilate asked him, saying. Art 
thou the King of the Jews ? And he answered him and 
said, Thou sayest it. 4 Then said Pilate to the chief 
priests and to the people, I find no fault in this man. 
5 And they were the more fierce, saying, He stirreth up 
the, peo}^e, teaching throughout all Jewry, beginning from 
Galilee to this place. 

6 When Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked whether 
the man were a Galilean? 7. And as soon as he knew 
that he' belonged unto Herod's jurisdiction, he sent him 
to Herod, who himself also was at Jerusalem at that time. 
8 And when Herod saw Jesus, he was exceeding glad ; 
for he was desirous to see him of a long season^ because 
he had heard many things of him ; and he hoped to have 
seen some miracle done by him. 9 Then he questioned 
with him in many words : but he answered him nothing. 
1 And the chief priests and scribes stood and vehemently 
accused him. 

1 1 And Herod with his men of war set him at nought, 
and pocked hinij and arrayed him in a'gorgeous robe, and 
sent him again to Pilate. M2 And the same day Pilate 
and Herod were made friends together : for before they 
were at ennaity^between- thjjuiselves/ 13 And Pilate, 
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when he had called together the chief priests and the 
rnlera and the -people^ 14 Said unto them^ Ye have 
brought this man unto me as one that perverteth the 
people : and behold, I, having examined tdm before yoU| 
have found no fault in this man touching those things 
whereof ye accuse him : 15 No, nor yet Hektxl : for I 
sent you to him; and, lo, nothing worthy of death is 
done unto him. 16 I will therefore chastise him and 
release Aim. 17 For of necessity he must release one 
unto them at the feast. 

18 And they cried out all at once, saying. Away with 
this man, and^ release unto us Barabbas: 19 Who for a 
certain sedition made in the city, and for murder was 
cast into prison. 20 Pilate therefore willing to release 
Jesus, spake agsdn to them. 2 1 But they cried, saying, 
Crucify ^'m, crucify him. 22 And he said unto them the 
third time. Why, what evil hath he done ? I have found 
no cause of death in him ; I will therefore chastise him, 
and let fdm go. 33 And they were instant with loud 
voices, requiring that he might be crucified. And the 
voicesof them and of the chief priests prevailed. 24 And 
Pilate gave sentence that it should be as they required. 
%^ And he released unto them him that for sedition and 
murder was cast into prison, whom they had desired ; but 
he delivered Jesus to their will. . 

27 And there followed him, a great company of people, 
and of women, which also bewailed and lamented him. 
28 But Jesus turning unto them^ said. Daughters of Je- 
rusalem, weep not for me, but weep for yourselves, and 
for your children. 29 For, behold, the days are coming 
in the which they shall say, Blessed are the barren, that 
never bare. 30 Then shall they begin to say to.the moun- 
tains, Fall on us ; and to the hills. Cover us. 31 For if 
they do these things in a green tree, what shall be done 
in the dry ? * 

^ 32 And there were also two malefactors led with 
him to be put to death. 33 And when they were 
come to the place Which is called Calvary, there they 
'crucified him, and the malefactors; one on the right 
hand, and the other on the left. 34 Then said Jesus, 
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Father, forgive them : for they know not what they do. 
And they parted his raiment, and cast lots. 35 And 
the people stood beholding. And the rulers also with 
them, derided him^ saying, He saved others ; let him 
save himself, if he be Christ the chosen of God. 
36 And the soldiers also mocked him, coming to him, 
and offering him vinegar, 37 And saying. If thou be 
the King of the Jews, save thyself. 

38 And a superscription also was written over him 
in letters of Greek, and Latin, and Hebrew, THIS IS 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. 39 And one of the 
malefactors which were hanged railed on him, saying, 
If thou be Christ, save thyself and us. 40 But the 
other answering, rebuked him, saying, Dost not thou 
fear God, seeing thou art in the same condemnation ? 
41 And we indeed justly : for we receive the due re- 
ward of our deeds ; but this man hafh done nothing 
amiss. 42 And he said unto Jesus, Lord, remember 
me when thou comest into thy kingdom. 43 And 
Jesus said unto him, Verily I say unto thee, to-day 
shalt thou be with me in paradise. 

44 And it was about the sixth hour, and there was 
darkness over all the earth until the ninth hour. 
45 And the sun was darkened, and the vail of the tem- 
ple was rent in the midst. 46 And when Jesus had 
cried with a loud voice, he said, Father into thy hands 
I commend my spirit. And having said thus, he 
gave up the ghost. 47 Now when the centurion saw 
what was done, he glorified God, saying. Certainly 
this was a righteous man. 48 And all the people that 
came together to that sight, beholding the things whiph 
vifere done, smote their breasts, and returned. 49 And 
all his acquaintance, and the women that followed him 
ft'om Galilee, stood afar off beholding these things. 

50 And, behold, there was a man named Joseph, a 
counsellor ; and he was a good man and a just : 6 1 The 
same had not consented to the counsel and deed of 
them. He was of Arimathea a city of the Jews : who 
also himself waited for the kingdom of God. 52 This 
man went untp Pilate, and begged the body of Jesus. 
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53 And he took it down^ and wrapped it in linen, and 
laid it^in a sepulchre that was hewn in stone, wherem 
never man before was laid. 54 And that daf was the 
preparation, and the sabbath drew on. 55 And the 
women also which came with him from Galilee fol- 
lowed after, and beheld the sepulchre, and how his 
body was laid. 56 And they returned, and prepared 
spices and ointments ; and rested the sabbath day ac- 
cording to the commandment.

CHAPTEB XXlV. 



CHRIST S RESURRECTION. 



Now upon the first day of the week, very early 
in the morning, they came Utito the sepulchre, bring* 
ing» the spices which they had prepared, and certain 
others with them. 2 And they found the stone rolled 
away from the sepulchre. 3 And they entered in, and 
found not the body of the Lord Jesus. 4 And it came 
to pass, as they were much perplexed thereabout, be>- 
hold, two men stood by them in shining garments : 
5 And as they were afraid, and bowed down their laces 
to the earth, they. said unto them, Why seek ye the 
living among the dead ? 

6 He is not here, but is risen : remember how he 
spake unto you when he was yet in Galilee, 7 Saying, 
The Son of man must be delivered into the hands of 
sinful men, and be crucified, and the third day rise 
again. 6 And they remembered his words, 9 And 
returned from the sepulchre, and told all these things 
unto the eleven, and to all the rest. 10 It. was Mary 
Magdalene, and Joanna, and Mary the mother of James, 
and other women that nuere with them, which told these 
things unto the apostles. 

1 1 And their words seemed to them as idle tales, 
and they believed them not. 12 Then arose Peter, 
and ran unto the sepulchre ; and stooping down, he 
beheld the linen clothes laid by themselves, and de- 
parted, wondering in hiniself at that which w^s come 
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to pass, 13 And, behold, two of them went that same 
day to a Tillage called Eromaus, which was from Jeru- 
salem about threescore furlongs. 14 And they talk* 
ed together of all these things which had happened. 
1 5 And it came to pass, that while they communed 
together and reas6ned, Jesus himself drew near, «nd 
went with them. 16 But theiryeyes were holden thii^t 
they should not know him. ^' \ 

17 And he said unto them, What manner of com- 
munications are these that ye have one to another as 
ye walk, and are sad ? 1 8 And the one of them, whose 
name was Cleopas, answering, said unto him, Art thou 
only a stranger in Jerusalem, and ^ast not known the 
things which are come to pass there in these days ? 
19 And he said unto them. What things? And they 
said unto him, Concerning Jesus of Nazareth, which 
was a prophet mighty in deed and word before God 
and all the people : 20 And how the chief j/riests and 
our rulers delivered him to be condemned to death, 
and have crucified him. 2 1 But we trusted that it had 
been he which should have redeemed Israel. And 
beside al) this, to-day is the third day since these things 
were done. 

22 Yea, and certain women also of our company 
made us astonished, which were early at the sepulchre ; 
23 And when they found not his body, they came, say- 
ing, That they had also seen a vision 6f angels, which 
said. That he i^as alive. 24 And certain of them 
which were with us went to tne sepulchre, and found 
fV even so as the women had said : but him they saw 
not. 25 Then he said unto them, O fools, and slow of 
heart, to believe all that the prophets have spoken ! 
26 Ought not Christ to have suffered these things, and 
to enter into his glory ? 2t And beginning at Moses 
and all the prophets, he expounded unto them }n all 
the scriptures ^the things concerning himself: 

28 And they drew nigh unto the village whither 
they went : and he made as though he would have 
gone further. 29 But they constrained him, saying. 
Abide with us : for it is toward evening, arid the day is 
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br spent. And he went in to tarry with them. SO And 
it came to pass^ as he sat at meat with them, he took 
bread, and blessed ifj and brake, and gave to them. 
3 1 And their eyes were opened, and they kSew him ; 
and he vanished out of their sight. 32 And they said 
one to another, Did not our heart bum within us, while 
he talked with us by the way, and while he opened to 
us the scriptures ? 

33 And they rose up the same hour, and returned 
to Jerusalem, and found the eleven gathered together, 
and them that were with them, 34 Saying, the Lord is 
risen indeed, and hath appeared to Simon. 35 And 
they told what things were done in the way, and how 
he was known of them in breaking of bread. 36 And 
as they thus spake, Jesus himself stood in the midst of 
them, and saith unto them, Peace be unto you. 37 But 
they were terrified and affrighted, and supposed that 
they had seen a spirit. 38 And he said unto them. 
Why are ye troubled ? and why do thoughts arise in 
your hearts ? <39 Behold my hands and my feet, that it 
is I myself. Handle me, and see : for a spirit hath 
not ilesh and bones, as ye see me have. 

40 And when he had thus spoken, he shewed them 
his hands and hh feet. 41 And while they yet believed 
not for joy, and wondered, he said unto them. Have ye 
here any meat ? 42 And they gave him a piece of a 
broiled fish, and of an honey -comb. 43 And he took 
it J and did eat before them. 44 And he said unto 
them, These are the words which I spake unto you, 
while I was yet with you, that all things must be ful- 
filled which were written in the law of Moses, and in 
the prophets, and in the psalms, concerning me. 

45 Then opened he their understanding, that they 
might understand the scriptures, 46 And said unto 
them, Thus it is written, and thus it behoved Christ 
to suffer, and to rise from the dead the third day : 
47 And that repentance, and remission of sins sbbuld 
be preached in his name among ali nations, beginning 
at Jerusalem. 48 And ye are witnesses of these things. 
49 And, behold, I send the promise of my Father upon 
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yiyyS : but tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem) until ye be 
<endued with power from on high. 

50 And he led them out as far as to Bethany^ and 
he lifted up his hands, and blessed them. 51 And it 
t:aine to pass, while he blessed them, he was parted 
from them, and carried up into heaven. 52 And they 
worshipped him, and returned to Jerusalem with great 
sjoy : 53 And were continually in the temple praising 
•and blessing God. Amen.

CHAP. I. 

DIVITCITY OF CRRIST. 



In the beginning was the Word, and the Word 

^^as with God, and the Word was God. 2 The same 

nvas in- the be|;ittning with God. 3 AH things were 

made by him 4 and without him was not any thing 

.made th»t was made. 4 In him was life '^ and the life 

was the light of men. 5 And the Jigbt shincth in 

darkness ; and the darkness comprehended it not. 

• 6 There was a man sent from God, whose name 

was John. 7 The same <:a^e for a witness, to bear 

witness of the Light, that a^l men through him might 

•believe. 8 He was net that Light, but was sent to 

bear witnesss of that Light. 9 That was the true 

Light which lighteth every man that cometh into the 

world. 10 He was in the world, and the world was 

made by him ; and the world knew him not. 

1 1 He came unto his own, and his own received him 
4iot. 12 But as many as received him, to them gave 
he power to become the sons of Gtxl, even to them that 
believe on his name : 1 3 Which were born, not of 
blood, nor of the will of the flesh, nor of the will of 
man, but of God. 14 And the word wus made ilesh, 
34 
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and dwelt among us,,(and we bebeld his gloiy, tire 
glory as of the only begotten of the Father,) full of 
grace and truth. 1 5 John bare witness of him, and 
cried, saying, This was he of whom I spake, He that 
Cometh after me is preferred before me : for t)e was 
before me. 1 6 And of his fulness have all we receiv- 
ed, and grace for grace. 

17 For the law was giren by Moses, but grace and 
truth came by Jesus Christ. 18 No man hath aecA 
Cod at any time : the only begotten Son, which is in 
the bosom of the Father, he hath declared him, 19 And 
this is the record of John, when the Jews sent priests 
and Levites from Jerusalem to ask him. Who art thou ? 
20 And he confessed and denied not : but confessed I 
am not the Christ. 2 1 And they asked him, What 
then ? Art thou Elias ? And he saith, I am not. Art 
thou that prophet ? And he answered. No. 

22 Then said they unto hinv, Who art Ihou ? that 
we may give an answer to them that sent us. What sayest 
thou of thyself ? 23 He said, I am the v(»ce of one 
crying in the wilderness, Make straight the way of the 
Lord, as said the prophet Esaias. 24 And they which 
were sent were of the Pharisees. 25 And they asked 
him, and said unto him, Why baptisest thou then, if 
thou be not that Christ, nor Elias, neither that pro- 
phet ? 

26 John answered them, saying, I baptize with 
water : but there standeth one among^ you, whom ye 
know not ; 27 He it is, who coming after me, is pre^ 
ferred before me, whose shoe's latchet I am not worthy 
to unloose. 28 These things were done in Qethabara 
beyond Jordan, where John was baptizing. 29 The 
next day John seeth Jesus coming unto him, and saith, 
Behold the Lamb of God, which taketh away the sin of 
the world. 30 This is he of whom I said, After me 
cometh a man which is preferred before me : for he 
was befoie me. 31 And I knew him not: but that he 
should be made manifest to Israel, therefore am I come 
baptizing with water- 
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32 And John bare record, saying, I saw the Spirit 
descending from heaven like a dove, and it abode upon 
him. 33 And I knew him not ; but he that sent me 
to baptize with water> the same said unto me, Upon 
whom thou shalt see the Spirit descending and remain- 
ing on him, the same is he which baptizeth with the 
Holy Ghost. 34 And I saw, and bare record that this 
is the Son of God. 35 Again the next day after John 
stood, and two of his disciples ; 36 And looking upoa. 
Jesus as he walked, he saith. Behold the Lamb of 
God! 

37 And the two disciples heard him speak, and they 
followed Jesus. 38 Then Jesus turned, and saw them 
following, and saith unto them,* What seek ye ? They 
sftid unto-him, Rabbi, (which is to say> being interpret- 
ed, Master,) where dwellest thou ? 39 He saith unto 
them, Come and see. They came and saw where he 
dwelt, suid abode with him that day : for it was about 
the tenth hour* 40 One of the two which heard John 
$fieakj and followed him, was Andrew, Simon Peter's 
brother. 41 He first lindeth his own brother Simon, 
and saith unto him, We have found the Mci^ias, which 
is, being Interpreted, the Christ. 42 And he brought 
him to Jeisus. And when Jesus beheld him, he said, 
Thou art Simon the son of Jona : thou shalt be called

25 Verily, verily, I say unto you. The hour is com- 
ing, and now is, when the dead shall hear the voice of 
the Son of God ^ and they that hear shall live. 26 For 
as the Father hath life in him self,«sa hath he given to 
the Son to have life in himself, 27 And hath given 
him authority to execute judgment also, because he is 
the Son of man. 28 Marvel not at this : for the hour 
is coming, in the which all that are in the graves shall 
hear his voice, 29 And shall come forth ; they that 
have done good, unto the resurrection of life ; and they 
that have done evil, unto the resurrection of damna- 
tion.

8 Hia disciples say unto him, Mas- 
ster, the Jews of late sought to stone thee ; and goest 
thou thither again I 9 Jesus answered. Are there 
not twelve hours in, the day? If any man walk in the 
day, he stumbleth not, becatise he seeth the light of 
this world. LO But if a man walk m the night he stum- 
bleth, because there is no light in hinu 

11 These things said he : and after that he saith un^ 
to them, Our friend Lazarus. sleepeth; but I go that I 
may awake him. out of sleep. 12 Then said his disr 
ciples, Lprdt if he sleep, he shall do well. 13 How-* 
belt Jesus spake of his death ; but they thought that^ 
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ht kad spoken of takini; of rest in sleep. 1 4 Then 
Mid Jeeua unto them pleiplX) L^izarus is dead. 15 And 
I am glad for your sakes that I was not there^ to the 
intent ye may believe : nevertheless let us go unto 
him. IS Then said Thomas^ which is called Didymus, 
unto his fellow diaciplesy Let us idso go» that we may 
die with him. 

17 Then when Jesus came, he found that he had 
lain in the grave four days already. 18 Now Bethany 
was nigh unto Jerusalem^ about fifteen furlongs off: 
19 And many of the Jews came to Martha and Mary, 
to comfort them concerning their brother. 20 Then 
Martha as soon as she heard that Jesus was comings 
went and met him : hut Mary sat aiiU in the house. 
2 1 Then said Martha unto Jesus, Lord, if thou hadst 
been here, my brother had not died. 22 But I luiow 
that even now whosoever thou wilt ask of God, God 
will give it thee. 

33 Jesus saith unto her, Thy brother shall rise again. 
34 Martha saith unto him, I know that he shall rise 
again in the resurrection at the last day. '25 Jesus 
SMd uttto her, I am the reaurrection and the life : be 
that believedi in me, though he were dead^ yet shall 
he live^ 526 And whosoever liveth and belleveth in 
me, shall never die. Beiievest thou this ? 27 She saith 
imta him, Yea, Lord^ I believe that thou art the Christ, 
the Son of God, which should come into the world. 

28 And when she had so said, she went her way, 
and called Mary her sist^* secretly, saying, The Mas- 
ter is come, and calleth for thee. 29 As soon as she 
heard tAat, she arose quickly, and came unto him. 
30 Now Jesus was not yet come into the town, but wak in 
that place where Martha met him. 31 The Jews then 
which were with her in the houses and comforted her, 
when they saw Mary that she rose up hastily and went 
out, followed her, saying. She goeth unto the grave to 
weep there. 32 Then when Mary was come where 
Jesus was, and saw him, she fell down at his feet, say- 
ing unto him.

hath been dead four days 1 40 Jesus saith unto her^ 
Said I not unto thee, that, if thou wouldest believe, 
thou shouldest see the glory of God ? 4 1 Then they 
took away the stone /rom the filace where the dead' was 
laid. And Jesus lifted up AtV eyes, and said. Father, 
I thank thee that thou hast heard me. 42 And I knair 
that thou hearest me always : but because of the peo- 
ple which stand by I said r/, that tbey may believe that 
thou hast sent me. 

43 And when he thus had spoken^ he cried with a 
loud voice, Laz^arus, come forth. 44 And he that was, 
dead came forth, bound hand and foot with g^ave 
clothes : and his face was bound about with a napkin." 
Jesus saith unto them, Loose him, and let him go. 

45 Then many of the Jews which came to Mary, and 
had seen the things which Jesus did, believed on him. 

46 But some of them went their ways to the Pharisees, 
and told them what things Jesus had done. 

47 Then gathered the chief priests and the Phari- 
sees a council, and said. What do we ? for this man 
doeth many miracles. 48 If we let him thus alone, all 
men will believe on him : and the Romans ahall come 
and take away both our place and nation. 49 And one 
of them named Caiaphas, beting the high priest that 
same year, said unto them, Ye know nothing at all, 
50 Nor consider that it is expedient for us, that one 
man should die for the people, and that the whdle na- 
tion perish not. 5 1 And this spake, he not of himself^

2'\ When Jesus had thus said he was troubled in 
spirit, and testified, and said. Verily, verHy, I say unto 
you. That one of you shall betray me. 23 Then the 
disciples looked one on another, doubting of whom he 
spake. 23 Now there was leaningon Jesus' bosom, one 
of his disciples, whom Jesus loved. 24 Simon Peter, 
therefore, beckoned to him, that he should ask who it 
should be of whom he spake. 25 He then,iyiug on 
Jesus breast, saith unto him, Lord) who is it ?

9 Jesus saith 
imto him, Have I been so long time with ytni, and yet 
hast thou not known me, Philip ? he that kath seen me, 
hath seen the Father ; and how sayest thou t^n^ Shew 
us the &ther ? ' 

10 Belie vest thou not that I am in the^ Father, and 
the Father in me : the words that I speak unto you, 
I speak not of myself •: but the Fathef, that dwelleth 
in me, he doeth the works. 1 1 Believe me that I am 
in the Father, and the Father in me ^ or else believe 
me for the very work's sake. 12 Verily, verily, I say 
4into you. He that believeth on me, the works' that I

soever ye shall ask in my name, that will I do, that 
the Father may be glorified in the Son.

16 And I will pray the Father, and he shall give yoa 
another Comforter, that he may abide with you for ever ;

but ye know him ; for he dwelleth with you, and shall 
be in you. 1 8 I will not leave you comfortless : I will 
come to you. 1 9 Yet a little while and the world secth 
me no more ; but ye see me : because I live,* ye shall 
live also. 20 At that day ye shall know that I am in 
my Father, and ye in me, and I in you. 21 He that 
hath my commandments, and keepeth thenn he it is 
that loveth me : and he that loveth me shall be loved 
of my Father, and I will love him, and will manife^ 
myself to him. 

22 Jqdas saith unto him, not Iscariot, Lord, how is 
it that thou wilt manifest thyself unto ^s, and not unto 
the world ? 23 Jesus answered and said unto him, Ifa 
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man love mes he will keep my words: and my Father 
will love him) and we will come unto him^ and make 
our abode»with him. 24 He that loveth me notkeep- 
eth not my sayings : and the word which ye^ hear is 
not mine) but the Father's which sent me. 25 These 
things have I spoken unto you, being yet present with 
yoa. 26 But the Comforter, vjhich u the Holy Ghost, 
whom the Father will send in my name, he shall teach 
you all things, and bring all things to your remem- 
brance, ^whatsoever I have said unto you. ^ 

27 Peace I leave with you, my peace I give unto 
you : not as the world giveth, give I unto you. Let 
not your livart be troubled, neither let it, be afraid. 
28 Ye have heard how I said unto you, 1 go away, and 
i^me again unto you. If ye loved me, ye would rejoice, 
becau&e I said, I goiunto the Fatfier ; for my Father is 
grteater than I. 29 And now I have told you befoi^ it 
come to4)ass, that, when it is come to pass, ye might 
believe. 30 Hereafter I will not talk much with you : 
for the prince of this world cometh and halh nothing 
in me. 31 But that the world may knoW that I love 
the Father ; and as the Father gave me commandment, 
even so I do.

CHAPTER XV.

I AM the true vine, and my Father is the hus- 
-bandman. 2 Every branch in me that beareth not fruit 
he taketh away : and every branch that beareth fruit, 
he purgeth it, that it may bring forth more fruit. 
3 Now ye are clean through the word which I have 
spoken untp you. 4 Abide iurme, and I in you. As 
the branch cannot bear fruit of itself, except it abide in 
the vine ; no more can ye, except y« abide in me. 5 I 
am the vine, ye are the branches. He that abideth in 
me, and I in him, the same bringeth forth much fruit : 
for without me ye can do nothing.

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6 If a man abide not in me^ he is cast forth as a branciiy 
and is withered : and men gather them, and cast them 
into the fire» and they are burned. 7 If ye abide inme^ 
and my words abide in youy ye shall ask what ye willy 
and it shall be done unto you. 8 Herein is my Father 
glorified) that ye bear much fruit ; so shall ye be my 
disciples. 9 As the Father hath loved me, so have I 
loved you : continue ye in my love. 10 If ye keep my 
commandments, ye shall abide in my love ; even as I 
have kept my Father's commandments, and abide in his 
love. 

1 1 These things have I spoken unto you that my 
joy might remain in you, and tAat your jof might be 
full. 12 This is my commandment, That ye love one 
another, as I have loved you^ 1 3 Greater love hath no 
man than this, that a man lay down- his life for his 
friends. 14 Ye are my friends, if ye do whatsoever I 
command you. 15 Henceforth I call you not servants ; 
for the servant knoweth not what his lord doeth ; but 
I have called you friends ; for all things that I have 
heard of my Father I have made known unto you. 
16 Ye have not chosen me, but I have chosen you, and 
ordained you, that ye should go and bring forth fruit, 
and that your .fruit should remain : that whatsoever ye 
shall ask of the Father in my name, he may give it you. 

17 These things I command you, that ye love one 
another. 18 If the world hate you, ye know that it 
hated me before it hated you. 19 If ye were of the 
world, the world would love his own : btt because ye 
are not of the world, but I have chosen you out of the 
world, therefore the world hateth you. 20 Remember 
the word that I said unto you. The servant is not great-, 
er than his loM. If they have persecuted me, they 
will also persecute you : if they have kept my saying, 
they will keep your's also. 21 But all these things 
wUl they do unto you for my name's sake, because they 
Jcnow not him that sent me. * . 

22 If I had not come and spoken unto them, they 
had not liad sin : but now they have no cloke fdr their 
.^jn. 23 He that hatelh me hnteth my Father also. 
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24 If I bad not done among them the works which none 
other man did, they had not had sin : but now liave 
they both seen and hated both me and my Father. 

25 But tki9 cometh to fiass that the word might be ful- 
filled that is written in their law, They hated me with- 
out a cause. 26 But when the Comforter is come, 
whom I will send unto you from the Father, even the 
Spirit of truth, which proceedeth from the Father, he 
shall testify of me ; 27 And ye also shall bear witness, 
because ye have been with me from the beginning.

CHRIST PROMISETII THE HOLY GHOST. ^^ 

These things have I spoken unto you, that ye 
should not be offended. 2 They shall put you out of 
the synagogues : yea, the time cometh that whosoever 
killeth you will think that he doeth God service. 
3 Add these things will they do unto you, because 
they have not known the Father nor me. 4 But these 
things have I told you, that when the time shall come, 
ye may remember that I told you of them. And these

10 Of righteousness, because, I go to my Father, and ye 
see me no more ; 1 1 Of judgment, because the prince 
of this world is judged. 12 1 have yet many things to 
say unto you, but ye cannot bear them now. 

13 Howbeit when he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he 
will guide yoii into all ^ruth : for he shall not speak of

That ye shall weep and lament, 
but the world shall rejoice : and ye shall be sorrowful, 
but your sorrow shall be turned into joy» 22 And ye 
now therefore have sorrow : but I will see you again, 
and your heart shall rejoice, and your joy no man taketh 
from you. 

23 And in that day ye shall ask me nothing. Veri- 
ly, verily, I say unto you, Whatsoever ye shall ask the 
Father in my name, he will give it you. 24 Hitherto 
have ye asked nothing in my name : ask, and ye shall 
receive, that your joy may be full. 25 These things 
have I spoken unto you in proverbs; but the time 
Cometh when I shall no more speak unto you in pro- 
verbs, but I shall shew you plainly of the Father- 

26 At that day ye shall ask in my name : and I say 
i\lA unto you, that I will pray the Father for you : 

27 For the Father himself lov^th you, because ye have 
loved me, and have believed that I came out from God. 

28 I came forth from the Father, and am come into 
the world i again, I leave the world, and go to the 
Father* 29 His disciples said-unto him, Lo, now speak- 
est thou plainly, and speakestnp proverb, 3Q Now ave 
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we sure that thou knoweu all things, and needest not 
that any Hian should ai^ thee : by this we believe that 
thou earnest forth from God. S 1 Jesus answered them^ 
Do ye now believe ? 32 Behold, the hour cometh, 
yea, is now come, that ye shall be scattered every man 
to his own, and shall leave me alone : and yet I am not 
alone, because the Father is with me.. 33 These things 

1 have spoken Xmto you, that in me ye might have 
peace. In the. world ye shall have tribulation : but be 
of good cheer ; I have overcome the world. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

CHRIST PRATS FOR HIS DISCIPLES. 

Xhess words spake Jesus, and lifted up his 
eyes to heaven, and said, Father, the hour is cora^ ; 
glorify thy Son^ that thy Son also may glorify thee : 

2 As thou hast given him power over all flesh, that he 
should give eternal life, to as many as thou hast given 
hiitt. 3 And this is life eternal, that they might know 
thee the only true God, and Jesus Christ whom thou hast 
sent. 4 I have glorified thee on the earth :. I have 
finished the work which thou gavest me to do. 5 And 
now, O Fath^, glorify thou me with thine own self, with 
the glory which I bad with thee before the world was. 

& I have manifested thy name unto the men which 
thou gavest me out of the world : thine they were, and 
thou gavest them me i and they have kept thy word. 
7 Now they have known that all things whatsoever iItou 
hast given me are of thee. 8 For I have given unto 
them the words which thou gavest mf ; and they have 
received iheniy and have known surely that I came out 
from thee, and they have believed that thou didst send 
' me. 9 I pray for them^; I pray not for the .i«?[prld, but 
for them which thour hast given me; foP/rt^e^ are 
thine. 10 And all mine ^re thine, and thine ar^miae ; 
and I am glorified in them. 

1 1 And now I am.no more in the world, but these 
are in the -world, and I come to thee. Holy Father. 
..• 35 • 
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keep through thine own name those whom thou hast 
given me* that they may be onei as we are, 12 While 
I was with them in the world, I kept them in thy name : 
those that thou gavest me 1 have kept) and none of 
them is losty but the son of perdition ; that the scrip- 
ture might be fulfilled. 1 3 And now come I to thee, snd 
these things I speak in the world, that they might have 
my joy fulfilled in themselves. 14 1 have given them 
thy word : and the world hath hated them, because they 
are not of the world, even as I am not of the world. 

15 I pray not that thou shouldest take them out of 
the world, but that thou shouldest keep them from the 
evil. 16 They are not of the world, even as I am not 
of the world. 1 7 Sanctify them through thy truth : 
thy word is truth. 18 As thou hast sent me. into the 
world, even so have I also sent them into the world. 
1> And for their sakes I sanctify myself, that they also 
might be sanctified through the truth. 20 Neither 
pray I for these alone, but for them also which shall 
believe on me through their word ; 21 That they all 
' may be one^^as thou, Father, art in me, and I in thee, 
that they also may be one in us : that the world may 
believe that thou hast sent me. 

22 And the glory which thou gavest me I have given 
them ; that they may be one^ even as we are one : 
23 I in them, and thou in me, that they may- be made 
perfect in one, and that the world may know that thou 
hast sent me* and hast loved theniy as thou hast loved 
me. 24 Father, I will that they also whotn thou hast 
given me be with me where I am ; that they may be- 
hold my glory which thou hast given me : for thou 
* lovedst me befofe the foundation of the world. 25 O 
righteous Father, the world hath notiknovm thee: 
hut I have known thees and these have known that 
thou hast sent me. 26 And I have declared unto^ 
th^m thy name, and ^ill declare it t that the love

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FROM THE ACTS OF THE APOSTLES. 
CHAPTER I. 

^^ Christ's ascension. 

X HE former treatise have I made^ O Thcophi. 
lus, of all that Jesus began both to do and teach) 2 Un- 
til the day in which he was taken up, after that he 
through the Holy Ghost, had given commandments 
unto the apostles whom he had chosen ; 3 To whom 
also he shewed himself alive after his passion by many 
infallible proofs, being seen of them forty days, and 
speaking of the things pertaining to the kingdom of 
God : 4 And, being assembled together with them^ 
commanded them that they should not depart from 
Jerusalem, but wait for the promise of the Father, 
which, aailh he^ ye have heard of me. 5 For Joha 
truly baptized with water ; but ye shall be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost not many days hence. 8 And ye 
shall be witnesses unto me, both in Jerusalem, and in 
all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of 
the earth. 9 And, when he had spoken these things, 
while they beheld, he was taken up ; and a cloud receiv- 
ed him out of their sight.- 10 And, while they looked 
stedfastly toward heaven as he went up, behold, two men 
stood by them in white apparel ; 1 1 Which also said. Ye 
men of Galilee, why stand ye^ gazing up into heaven ? 
This same Jesus, which is taken up from you into 
heaven, shall so come in like manner as ye have seen 
bim go into heaven. 

CHAPTER n. 
BESCENT OF THE HOLY GHOST. 

AND,when the day of Pentecost was fully come^ 
they were all with one ticcord in one place. 2 And 
suddenly there tame a sound from heaven, as of a. 
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rushing mightf wind, and it filled all the house where 
they were sitting. ^ And there appean^d unto them 
cloven tongues, like as of fire, and it sat upon each of . 
them. 4 And they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and began to speak with other tongues, as the Spirit 
gave them utterance. 5 And there were dwelling at 
Jerusalem Jews, devout men, out of every nation un- 
der heaven. 6 Now, when this was noised abroad, the 
multitude came together, and were confounded, because 
that every man heard them speak in his own language. 
7 And they were all amazed, and marvelled, saying 
one to another, Behold, are not all these which speak 
Galileans ? 8 And how hear we every man in our own 
tongue, wherein we were born ? 

14 But Peter, standing up with the eleven, lifted up 
his voice, and said unto them. Ye men of Judea, and 
all ye that dwell at Jerusalem, be this known unto you, 
and hearken to my words : 22 Jesus of Nazareth, a 
man approved of God among you, by miracles, and 
wonders, and signs, which God did by him in the 
midst of you, as ye yourselves also know : 23 Him, 
being delivered by the determinate counsel and fore- 
knowledge of God, ye have taken, aiid by wicked hands 
have crucified and slain ; 24 Whom God hath raised up, 
having loosed the pains of death : because it was not 
possible that he should be holden of it. 32 This Jesus 
hath God raised up, whereof we all are witnesses. 
33 Therefore, being by the right hand of God exalted, 
and having received of the Father the promise of the 
Holy Ghost, he hath shed forth this, which ye now see 
and hear. 

38 Then Peter said unto them, Repent, and be bap- 
tized every one of you in the name of Jesus Christ, 
fof the remission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift 
of the Holy Ghost. 39 For the promise is unto you, 
and to your children, and to all that are afar off, even 
as many as the Lord our God shall call. 40 And 
with many other words did he testify and exhort, say- 
ing, Save yourselves from this untoward generatioa. 
41 Then they that gladly received his word were bap- 
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tlzed : and the same day tliere were added unto then^ 
about three thousand souls. 42 And they continued 
stedfastly in the apostles' doctrine and fellowship, and 
in breaking of bread, and in prayers. 43 And fear 
came upon every soul : and many wonders and signs 
were done by the apostles. 46 And they, continuing 
daily with one accord in the temple, and breaking 
bread from house to house, did eat their meat with 
gladness and singleness of heart ; 47 Praising Godf 
and having favour with all the people. And the Lord 
added to the church daily subh as should be saved. 

CHAPTER lU. 

THE APOSTLES WORK MIRACLES. 

^ Now Peter and John went up together into 

the temple at the hour of prayer, being the ninth hour, 
2 And a certain man, lame frofm his [birth,] was 
carried, whom they laid daily at the gate of the 
temple which is called Beautiful, to ask alms of them 
that .enteifed into the temple ; 3 Who, seeing Peter 
and John about to go into the temple^, asked an alms. 
4 And Peter, fastening his eyes upon him, with Johnt 
said, Look on us. 5 And he gave heed unto them, ex- 
pecting to receive something of them. 6 Then Peter 
ss^d, Sliver and gold have I none ; but such as I have 
give I thee : In the name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth 
rise up and walk. 7 And he took him by the right 
hand, and lifted him up ; and immediately his feet and 
ancle-bones received strength. 8 And.he, leaping up» 
stood, and %vaiked, and entered with them into the 
temple, walking, and leaping, and praising God. 

12 And, when Peter saV tV, he answered unto the 
; people. Ye men of Israel, why -marvel ye at this ? or 
why look ye so earnestly on us, as though by our oicn 
power or holiness we had made this man to walk ^ 
13 The God of Abraham, and' of Isaac, and of Jacob» 
the God of our fathers, hath glorified his Son Jesus ; 
whom ye delivered up, and denied him in the presence 
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of Pilate^ when be was determined to let him'^, 
14 Bat ye denied the holy One, and the Just, and de- 
sired a nmrdever to be granted unto you ; 15 And kill- 
ed the Prince of life, whom God hath raised from the 
dead ; whereof we are witnesses. * 1 6 And his name) 
tfaroagh faithln his name, hath made this man strong, 
. whom ye see and know ; yea, the faith which is by 
. him, hath giren him this perfect soundness in the pre- 
sence of you all. 17 And now, brethren, I wot that 
through ignorance ye did iV, as did also your rulers. 
19 Repent ye, therefore, and be converted, that your 
sins may be blotted out, when the times of refreshing 
shall come from the presence of the Lord. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Saul's miraculous conversion. 

And Saul, yet breathing oiit threatenings and 
slaughter against the disciples of the Lord, went unto 
the high priest^ 3 And desired of him letters to Da- 
mascus to the synagogues, that if he found' any of this 
way, whether they were men or women, he might 
bring them bound unto Jerusalem. 3 And, as he jour- 
neyed, he came near Damascus ; and suddenly there 
shined round about him a light from heaven : 4 And he 
fell .to the earth, and heard a voice saying unto him, 
Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou me ? 5 And he said, 
Who art thou, Lord ? And the Lord said, I am Jesus, 
whom thou persecutest. 6 And he, trembling and aston- 
ished, said. Lord, what wilt thou have me to do ? And the 
Lord «a2</ unto him, Arise, and go into the city, and it 
shall be told thee what thou must do. 7 And the men 
which journeyed with him stood speechless, hearing a 
voice, but seeing no man. 8 And Saul arose from the 
earth ; and, when his eyes were opened, he saw no man : 
but they led him by the hand, and brought him info 
Damascus. 9 And he was three days without sights 
and neither did eat nor drink* 
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10 And there was a certain disciple ait DamascuSf 
naiQed Ananias ; and to him said the Lord in a vision^ 
Ananias. And he said^ Behold, I am hercy Lord. 
1 i And the Lord acddxinto him, Arise, and go into the* 
street which is called Straight, and inquire in the house 
of Judas for one called Saul of Tarsus': for, behold, he 
prayeth ; : 12 And hath seen in a vision a man named 
Ananias coming in, and putting his hand on him, that he 
might receive his sight. 13 Th6n Ananias answered, 
L<ord, I have heard by many of this man, how'much 
evil he hath done to thy saints at Jerusalem : 14 And 
here he hath {Authority from the chief priests to bind 
all that call on thy name. Y5 But the Lord said unto 
him, Go thy way : for he is a choseti vessel unto me, 
to bear my name before the Gentiles, and kings, and 
the children of Israel : 1 6 For I will shew him how 
^Veat things he must suffer for my name's sake. 

1 7 And Ananias went his way, and entered ^to the 
house; and, putting his hands on; him, daid, Brother 
Saul, the Lord (even Jesus, that a(>peared unto thee in 
the way as thou camest) hath sent me, that tliou might- 
est receive thy sight, and be filled with the Holy Ghost. 
«-)& And immediately there fell from his ey^es as it had 
"been scales ; and he received sight forthwith, and arose, 
and was baptized : 1 9 And when he had received meat 
he was strengthened. Then was Saiil certain days vith 
the disciples which were at t)amascuB. 20 And straight* 
way he preached Christ im the synagogues, that- he is 
the Son of God. 21 But all. that heard him were' amaz- 
ed, and said. Is, not this he that destroyed thbm which 
called on this name in Jerusalem, and came hither for 
that intent, that he might bring them bound unto the 
chief priests? 22 But Saul increased the mo^e in 
strength, and confounded the Jews which dwelt at Da- 
mascus, proving that this is very Christ. 31 Then had 
the churches rest throughout all Judea, and Galilee, 
and Samaria, and were edified ; and, walking in the 
fear of the Lord, and in thp comfort of the Holy Ghost, 
were multiplied.

CHAPTER XVII. 
^ PAUL FAEACHETfiT, AGAINST inOI^ATRY. 

16 Now, while Paul [Saul] waited at Athens.his 
spirit was stirred in him, when he saw the city wholly 
given to idolatry. 17 Therefore disputed he in the 
synagogue with the Jews, and with the devout persons, 
and in the market daily with them that niet with him. 
18 Then certain philosophers of the Epicureans, and 
of the Stoicks, encountered him. And some said, 
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What will this babbler sajr ? other some} He seemeth 
to be a setter forth of strange gods : because he, preach- 
ed unto them JesuS) and the resurrection. 19 And 
they too^ him^ and brought him unto Areopagus^ say^ 
ing, May we know what this new doctrine, whereof 
thou speakest, is ? 20 For thou bringest certain strange ^ 
things to our ears: we would know^ therefore, what 
these things mean. 

32 Then Paul stood in the midst of Marshill, and 
iaid, Ye men of Athens, I perceive that in all things 
ye are too superstitious, 23 For as I passed by and 
beheld your devotions, I found an altar with this inscrip- 
tion^ TO THE UNKNOWN GOD. Whom, there- 
fore, ye ignorantly worship, him declare I unto you. 
24 God, that made the world, and all things therein, 
seeing that he is Lord of heaven and earth, dwelleth 
not in temples made with hands ; 25 Neither is wor- 
shipped with men's hands, as though he needed any 
thing, seeing he giveth to all life, and breath, and aU 
things ; 26 And hath made of one blood all nations 
of men for to dwell on all the face of the earth, and 
hath determined the times before appointed, and the 
bounds of their habitation T 27 That they should seek 
the Lord, if haply they might feel after him, and find 
him, though he be not far from every one of us : 
28 For in him we live, and move, and have our being ; 
as certain also of your own poets have said, For we are. 
also his offspring. 

29 Forasmucli then, as we are the off1!t)ring of God» 
we ought not to think that the Godhead is like unto 
gold, or silver, or stone, graven by art and man's device. 
30 And the times of this ignorance God winked at ; 
but now commandeth all men every where to repent : 
' S i. Because ho hath appointed a day in the which he 
will judge the world in righteousness by that man 
whom he hath ordained; whereof ht hath given assur- 
ance unto all men^ in that he hath raised him from the 
dead. 32 And, when they heard of the resurrection of 
the dead, some mocked : and others said, We will hear 
56 
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thee tgain of this matter. 33 So Paul departed from 
among them* 34 Howbeit certain (men clave unto 
hinny and belieyed : among the which was Dionysias 
the Areopagite, and a woman named Damaris, and 
others with them. 

CHAPTER XX. 

PAUZ. CBLEBaATKS THE LO&d's SUPPER. 

7 AvD, upon the first day of the week, when the 
disciples came together'to break bread, Paul preached 
unto them, ready to depart on the morrow, and conti- 
nued his speech undl midnight. 8 And there were 
many lights in the upper chamber where they were 
gathered together. 9 And there sat in a window a 
certain young man named Eutychus, being fallen into 
a deep sleep : and, as Paul was long preaching, he sunk 
down with sleep, and fell down from the third lof^ 
and was uken up dead. 10 And Paul went down, and 
fell on him, and, embracing him% said, Trouble not 
yourselves ; for his life is in him. 1 1 When he, there- 
fore, was come up again, and had broken bread, and 
eaten, and talked a long while, even till break of day, 
so he departed. 13 And they brought the young man 
alive, and were not a little comforted. 

17 And from Miletus he sent to Ephesus, and called 
the elders ^ the church. 18 And, when theywere 
come to hin^ he said unto them, Ye know, from the 
first day that I came- into Asia, after what manner I 
have been with you at all seasons, 1 9 Serving the 
Lord with all humility of mind, and with many tears, 
and temptations which befell me, by the lying in wait 
of the Jews ; 20 And how I kept back nothing that 
was profitable unto youy but have shewed you, and 
have taught you publickly, and from house to house, 
21 Testifying both to the Jews, and also to the Greeks, 
repentance toward God, and faith toward our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 22 And now, behold, I go bound in the 
spirit unto Jerusalem, not knowing the things that shall 
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befall me there : 23 Save that the Holy Ghost wit- 
nesseth in every city, saying, That bonds and afHictions 
abide me. 

24 fiut none of these things move me, neither count 
I my life dear unto myself, so that 1 ^night finish my 
course with joy, and the ministry which I have receiv- 
ed of the Lord Jesus, to testify the gospel of the grace 
of God. 25 And now, behold, I know that ye allf 
among whom I have gone preaching the kingdom of 
God, shall see my face no more. 26 Wherefore I take 
you to record this day, that I am pure from the blood 
of all men. 27 For I have not shunned to declare unto 
you all the counsel of God. 28 Take heed, therefore, 
unto yourselves, and to all the flock over the which the 
Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, to feed the 
church of God, which he hath purchased i^ith his own 
blood. 29 For I know this, that after my departing 
shall grievous wolves enter in among you, not sparing 
the flock. 30 Also of your own selves shall men <arise« 
speaking perverse things, to draw away disciples after 
them. 

31 Therefore watch, and remember, that, by the 
ifpace of three years, I ceased not to warn every one 
night and day with tears. 32 And now, brethren, I 
commend you to God, and to the word of his grace, 
which is able to build you up, and to give you an inhe« 
ritance among all them which are sanctified. S3 I 
have coveted no man's silver, or gold, or appareU 
34 Yea, ye yourselves know, that these hands have 
ministered unto my necessities, and to them that were 
with me. 35 I have shewed you all things, how that so 
labouring ye ought to support the weak; and to re- 
member the words of the Lord Jesus, how he said. It 
is more blessed to give than to receive. 36 And, when 
he had thus spoken, he kneeled down, and prayed with 
them all. 37 And they all wept sore, and fell on Paul's 
neck, and kissed him ; 38 Sorrowing most of all for 
the words which he spake, that they should see his 
face no more. Ao4 they accompanied him unto th(& 
ship, 
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CHAP. XXV. 
PAUL IS ACCUSED. 



!N^oW} when Festus was come into the provinccy 
after three days h§ ascended from Cesarea to Jerusa- 
lem. 2 Then the high priest, and the chief of the 
Jewsi informed him against Pauli and besought him, 
7 And laid many and grievous complaints against Paul, 
which they could not prove : 8 While he answered 
for himself, Neither against the law of the Jews, neither 
against the temple, nor yet against Cesar, have I of- 
fended any thing at all. 10 Then said Paul, I stand at 
Cesar's judgment-seat, where I ought to be judged : to 
the Jews have I done no wrong, as thou very well 
knowest. 1 1 For if I be an offender, or have commit- 
ted any thing worthy of death, I refuse not to die : but 
if there be none of these things whereof these accuse 
tne, no man may deliver me unto them. I appeal unto 
Cesar. 

23 And on the morrow, when A grippe was come, 
and Bernice, with great pomp, and was entered into 
the place of hearing, with the chief captains and prin^ 
cipal men of the city, at Festus* commandment Paul 
was brought forth. 24 And Festus said. King Agrip- 
pa, and all men which are here present with us, ye see 
this man, about whom all the multitude of the Jews 
have dealt with me, both at Jerusalem, and also here, 
crying, that he ought not -to live any longer. 25 But 
when I found that he had committed nothing worthy 
of death, and that he himself hath appealed to Augus- 
tus, I have determined to send him. 26 Of whom I 
have no certain thing td write unto my lord. Wherefore 
I have brought him forth before you, and specially be- 
fore thee, O king Agrippa, that, after examination had, 
L might have somewhat to write. 27 For it seemeth 
to me unreasonable to send a prisoner, and not withal 
to signify the crimes iaid against him. 
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CHAPTER XXVI. 

Paul's speech befoee ageippa. 

2 I THINK myself happy, king Agrippa, because 
I shall answer for myself this day before theet touch- 
ing all the things whereof I am accused of the Jews. 
3 Especially^ because I know thee to be expert in all 
customs and i|uestions which are among the Jews* 
Wherefore I beseech thee to hear me patiently. 4 My 
manner of life from my youth, which was at the first 
among mine own nation at Jerusalem^ know all the 
Jews ; 5 Which knew me from the beginning (if they 
would tesdfy) that after the most straitest sect of 
our religion I lived a Pharisee. 6 And now I stand 
and am judged for the hope of the promise made of 
God unto our fathers : 7 Unto which firomee our 
twelve tribes, instantly serving God day and nighty 
hope to come. For which hope's sake, king Agrippa^ 
I am accused of the Jews. 

S Why should it be thought a thing incredible with 
you that God should raise the dead ? 9 I verily thought 
with myself, that I ought to ^o many things contrary 
to the name pf Jesus of Nazareth. 10 Which thing I 
also did in Jerusalem : and many of the paints did I 
shut up in prison, having received authority from the 
chief priests ; and when they were put to death, I gave 
my voice against them. 1 1 And I punished them oft 
in evjery synagogue, and compelied them to blaspheme : 
and being exceedingly mad agsdnst them I persecuted 

^em even unto strange cities. 

,^^12 Whereupon as I went tp Damascus with autho- 
rity and commission from the chief priests, 13 At mid- 
day, O king, I saw in the way a light from heaven, 
above the brightness of the sun, shinipg round about 
ine and them which journeyed with >me. 14 And 
when we were all fallen to the earth, I heard a voice 
speaking unto me, and saying in the Hebrew tongue, 
Saul, Saul, why persecute^t thou me ? 15 And I said, 
36 * 
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Who art thou. Lord ? And he said, I am Jesus wHom 
thou persecutest. 16 But rise, and stand upon thy 
feet : for I have appeared unta^thee for this purpose^ 
to make thee a minister and a witness both of these 
things which thou hi^st seen, and of those things in the 
which I will appear^nto thee. 

IT Delivering thee from the people, and >Voin the 
Gentiles, unto whom now I send thee, 1 8 To open 
their eyes, and to turn them from darkness to light, and 
from the power of Satan unto God, that they may re*^ 
ceive forgiveness of sins, and inheritance among them 
which Are sanctified by faith that is in me. 19 Where- 
upon, O^king Agrlppa, I was not disobedient unto the 
heavenly vision : 20 But shewed first unto them of 
Damascus, and at Jerusalem, and throughout all the 
coasts of Judea, and then to the Gentiles, that they 
should repent and turn to God, and do works meet for 
repentance. 2 1 For these causes the Jews caught me 
in the temple, and went about to kill me. ^' 

'^ 22 Having therefore obtained help of God, I conti* 
nue unto this day, witnessing both to small and great, 
saying none other things than those which the prophets 
and Moses did say should come : 23 That Christ 
should suffer, and that he should be the first that should 
rise from the dead, and should shew light unto the 
people, and to the Gentiles. 24 And as he thus spake 
for himself, Festus said with a loud v<Hce, Paul, thou 
art beside thyself; much learning doth make thee 
mad. 25 But he said, I am not mad, most noble 
Festus ; but speak forth the words of truth and sober- 
ness. 26 For the king knoweth of these things, before 
whom also I speak freely. For I am persuaded that 
none of these things are hidden from him : for this 
thing was not done in a corner. 

27 King Agrippa, bclievest thou the prophets ? I 
know that thou belie vest. 28^ Then Agrippa said unto 
Paul, Almost thou persuadest me to be a Christian. 
29 And Paul said, I would to God that not only thou, 
but also all that hear me this day, were both almost^ 
and altogether such as I am, except these bond^ 
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30 And when he had thus spoken, the king rose tip, 
and the governor, and Bemice, and they that sat with 
them : 3 1 And when they were gone aside, they talk- 
ed between themselves, saying, This man doeth no« 
thing worthy of death, or of bonds. 32 Then said 
. Agrippa unto Festus, This man might have been set 
at liberty, if he had not appealed unto Cesar^ 

CHAPTER XXVn. 
PAUL IS SHIPWRECKED. 

And when it was determined that we should 
sidl into Italy, they delivered Paul and certain other 
prisoners unto one named JuliuS) a centurion of Augus- 
tus' band. 2 And entering into a ship of Adramyt- 
tium, we launched, meaning to sal) by the coasts of Asia. 
.5 And when we had sailed over 4he sea of Cilicia and 
Pamphylia, we came to Myra. 6 And there the cen- 
turion found a ship of Alexandria sailing into Italy ; 
and he put us therein. 9 Now when much time was 
spent, and when sailing was now dangerous, Paul ad- 
monished themy 10 Apd said unto them, Sirs, I per- 
ceive that this voyage will be/ with hurt and much 
damage, not only of the lading and ship, but also of our 
lives. 

18 And we being exceedingly tossed with a tempest 
the next day they lightened the ship; 19 And the 
third day we cast out with our own hands the tackling 
of the ship. 20 And whw neither sun nor stars in 
many days appeared, and no small tempest lay on U9^ 
all hope that we should be saved was then taken away. 
2 1 But after long abstinence, Paul stood forth in the 
midst of them, and said. Sirs, ye should have hearken-* 
ed unto me, and not have loosed from Crete, and to 
have gained this harm and loss* 22 And now I exhort 
you to be of good cheer ; for there shall be no loss of 
any marC% life among you, but of the ship. 

23 For there stood by me this night the angel of 
God) whose I amj and whom I serve^ 24 Saying, Fear 
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BOty Panl $ tbou mu^ be brougbt before Cesar : and^ 
lO) God. hath ^ven thee all them that sail with thee. 
25. Wherefore, sinb be of good cheer : for I believe 
CkNi that it shall be even as it was told me. 34 Where- 
fore I pray you to take eame meat : for this is for your 
health : for there shall not an hair fall from the head of 
any of you. 35 And when he had thus spoken^ he took 
bread, and gave thanks to God in presence of them all ; 
and when he had broken £/, he began to eat. 3(5 Then 
were they all of good cheer, and they also took some 
meat^ 

38 And when they had eaten enough, they lightened 
the ship, and cast out the wheat into the sea. 39 And 
when it was day, they knew not the land ; but they dis- 
covered a certain creek with a shore, into the which 
they were minded, if it were possible, to thrust in the 
ship. 42 And the soldiers' council was to kill the pri- 
soners, lest any of them should swim out and escape. 
43 But the centurion, willing to save Paul, kept them 
from their purpose, and commanded that they which 
could swim, should cast themselves first into the «ea, and 
get to land : 44 And the rest, some on boards, and 
some on broken pieces of the ship. And so it came to 
passy that they escaped all safe to land.

CHAPTER II. 

SIN IS WITHOUT EXCUSE. 

A HEREFORE thou art inexcusable, O mauiw ho- 
soever then art that judgest ; for wherein thou judg- 
est another, thou condemnest thyself ; for thou that 
judgest doest the same things. 2 But we are sure 
that the judgment of God is according to tru^h against 
them which commit such things. 3 And thinkest thou 
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this, O man, that judgest them which do such things, 
and doest the same, that thou shall escape the judg- 
ment of God ? 4 Or despisest tholi the rix^hes of hi& 
goodness and forbearance and long-suffering, not know* 
ing that the goodness of God leadeth thee to repen- 
tancS ? 

5 But after thy hardness and impenitent heart trea- 
surest up unto thyself wrath against the day of wrath, 
and revelation of the righteous judgment of God ; 

6 Who will render to every man according to his deeds ; 

7 To them who by patient continuance in well doing 
seek for glory and honour and immortality, eternal life : 

8 But unto them that are contentious, and do not obey 
the truth, but obey unrighteousness, indignation and 
wrath ; 9 Tribulation and anguish upon every soul of 
man that doeth evil, of the Jew first, and also of the 
Gentile ; 10 But glory, honour, and peace, to erery 
man that worketh good, to the Jew first, and also to the 
Gentile : 11 For there is no respect of peVsons with 
God. , ^ 

12 For as many as have sinned without law, shall 
'also perish without law : and as niany as have sinned 
in the law, shall be judged by the law ; 13 (For not 
the hearers of the law ar^ just before God, but the doers 
of the law shall be justified. 14 For when the Gentiles, 
which have not the law, do by nature th^ things con- 
tained in the law, these, having not the law, are a law 
unto themselves : 15 Which shew the work of the 
law written in their hearts, their conscience also bear- 
ing witness, and their thoughts the mean while accus- 
ing or else excusing one another ;) 1.6 In the day when 
God shall judge the secrets of men by Jesus Christ ac- 
cording to my gospel. 

17 Behold, thou art called a Jew, and restest in the 
law, and makest thy boast of God, 18 And knowest 
his will, and approvest the things that are more excel- 
lent, being instructed out of the law ; 19 And art con- 
fident that thou thyself art a guide of the blind, a light 
of them #hich are in darkness, 20 An instructer of the 
fopli^h, ateacherofbab^s, which ha^t the form ofknow- 
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ledge and of the truth in the law. 21 Thou therefore 
irhich teachest anotlier, teachest thou not thyself^ 
thou that preachest a man should not steal) dost thou 
steal ? 22 Thou that sayest a man should not commit 
adultery, dost thou commit adultery ? thou that abhor- 
rest idols, dost thou commit sacrilege ? 23 Tho«P that 
makest thy boast of the law, through breaking the law, 
dishonourest thou God ? 

CHAPTER Vni. . 

PRIVILEGES OF TRUE CHRISTIANS. 

Thzbz is therefore now no condemnation to 
them which are in Christ Jesus, who walk not after the 
flesh, but after the Spirit. 2 For the law of the Spirit 
of life in Christ Jesus hath made me free from the 
law of sin and death. 3 For what the law could not 
do» in that it was vcftk through the flesh, Gk>d sending 
his own Son in the likeness of sinful fiesh, and for sin, 
condemned sin in the flesh : 4 That the righteousness 
of the Ikw might be fulfilled in us, who walk not after 
the flesh, but after the Spirit. 5 For they that "are after 
the flesh do mind the things of the fiesh; but they that 
are after the Spirit the things of the Spirit. 

6 For to be camfilly minded ia death ; but to be spi- 
ritually minded is life and peace. 7 Because tlie car- 
nal mind t9 enmity against God : for it is not subject to 
the law of God, neither indeed can be. 8 So then they 
that are in the fiesh cannot please God. 9 But ye are 
not in the fiesh, t^ut in the Spirit^ if so be that the Spi- 
rit of God dwell ia you. Now if any man have not 
the Spirit of Christ, he i& none of his. 10 And if 
Christ be in you, the body is dead because of sin, but the 
Spirit is life because of righteousness. 

1 1 fiiut if the Spirit of him that raised up Jesus from 
the dead dwell in you, he that raised up Christ from 
the dead shall also quicken your mortal bodies by his 
Spirit thi^t dwelleth in you. 14 For as many as are 
l0d by the Spirit <tf Cod, they are the sons of God. 
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15 For fc have not received the spirit of bondage 
again to fear ; but ye have received the Spirit of adop- 
tion, whereby we cry, Abba, Father. J 6 The Spirit 
itself beareth witness with our spirit, that we are the 
children of God : 17 And if children, then heirs ; 
heirs of God, and joint heirs with Christ : if so ^ be 
that we suffer with him^ that we may be also glorified 
together. 1 8 For I reckon that the sufferipgs of this 
J>resent time are not worthy to be comfiared with the 
glory which shall be revealed in us. 

2 1 Because the creature itself also shall be delivered 
from the bondage of corruption into the glorious liber- 
ty of the children of God. 24 For we are saved by 
hope. But liope that is seen is not hope: for what a 
man seeth why doth he yet hope for ? 26 Likewise* 
the Spirit also helpeth our infirmities. For we know 
not what we should pray for as we ought: but the 
Spirit itself maketh intercession for us with groanings 
which cannot be uttered. 27 And he that searcheth 
the hearts knoweth what ia the mind of the Spirit, be- 
cause he maketh intercession for the saints according 
to the will of God. 28 And we know that all things 
work together for good to them that love God, to 
them who are the called according;to At> purpose. 

32 He that spared not his own Son, but delivere d 
him up for us all, how shall he not with him also freely 
give us all things I 35 Who shall separate us from 
the love of Christ ? ahall tribulatioti, or distress, or per- 
secution, or famine, or nakedness, or peril, o^ sword ? 
38 For I am persuaded that neither death, nor life, 
nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor things 
present, nor things to come, 39 Nor height, nor depth, 
nor any other creature shall be able to separate us 
from the love of God yrhich is in Christ Jesus our 
Lord. 
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CHAPTER XII. 

god's xs&cies demand our obedience. 

I BESEECH you therefore, brethren, by the 
mercies of God, that ye present your bodies a living; 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, which ia your rea- 
sonable service* 3 And be not conformed to this

14 Even so hath the Lord prdained, that they wnich 
preach the gospel should tive of the gospel. 24 Know 
ye not that they which run in a race, run all, but 
one receiveth the prize ? so run that ye may obtain, 
25 And every man that striveth for the mastery is tem- 
perate in all things. Now they do it to obtain a corrup- 
tible crown ; but we an incorruptible. 26 1 therefore 
so run, not as uncertainly ; so fight I, not as one that 
beateth the air : 27 Bat I keep under my body, and** 
bring it into subjection ; lest that by any means, Wien 
I have preached to others, I myself should be a cast-away.

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CHAPTER XIIL 
EXCELLENCE 07 CHABITT. 

HThough I speak with the tongues of men and 
of angels, and have not charity, I am become as sound- 
ing brass, or a tinkling cymbal. 2 And though I have 
the gift ^prophecy, and understand all mysteries and 
aH knowledge, and though I have all faith, so that I 
could remove mountains, and have not charity, I am 
nothing. 3 And though I bestow all my goods to feed 
fke floor J and though I give my body to be burned, and 
have not charity, it profiteth me nothing. 4 Charity 
suffereth long, and is kind ; charity envieth not ; cha- 
rity vaunteth not itself, is not puffed up, 5 Doth not 
behave itself unseemly, seeketh not her own, is not 
easily provoked, thinketh no evil ; 6 Rejoiceth not 
in iniquity, but rejoiceth in the truth ; 7 Beareth all 
things, believeth all things, hopeth all things, endur- 
eth all things. 

8 Charity never faileth ; but whether there be pro- 
phecies, they shall fail ; whether there be tongues, 
they $hall cease ; whether there be knowledge, it shall 
vanish away. 9 For we know in part, and we pro^ 
phesy in part. 10 But when that which is perfect is 
come, then that which is in part shall be done away. 
1 1 When I was a child, I spake as a child, I under-, 
stood as a child, I thought as a child : but when I be- 
came a man, I put away childish things. 12 For now 
we see through a glass darkly ; but then face to face : 
now I know in part ; but then shall I know even as 
also I am known. 13 And now abideth faith, hope, 
charity, these three ; but the greatest of these i* 
charitjr. 
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CHAPTER XV, 
RESURRECTION OF CHRIST AND OF MAJ^, 

Moreover, brethren, I declare unto you the 
gospel which I preached unto you, which also ye have 
received, and wherein ye stand. S For I delivered 
unto you first of all that which I also received, how 
that Christ died for our sins, acccMrding to the scrip- 
lures ; 4 And that he was buried, and that he rose 
again the third day, according to the scriptures : 

5 And that he was seen of Cephas, then of the twelve : 

6 After that he was seen of above five hundred bre- 
thren at once : of whom the greater part remain unto 
this present, but some are fallen asleep. 7 After that 
he was seen of James ; then of all the apostles. 8 And 
last of all he was seen of me also. 

12 Now if Christ be preached that he rose from the 
deadi how say some among you that there is no resur- 
rection of the dead ? 1 3 But if there be no resurrec- 
tion of the dead, then is Christ not risen : 1 7 And if 
Christ be not raised, your faith is vain ; ye are yet in 
your sins. 18 Then they also which are fallen asleep 
in Christ are perished. 19 If in this life only we have 
hope in Christ, we are of all men most miserable. 
20 But now is Christ risen from the dead, and become 
the first fruits of them that slept. 

22 For as in Adam all die, even so in Christ shall 
all. be made alive. 24 Then cometh the end, when he 
shall have delivered up the kingdom to God even the 
Father.; when he shall have put down all rule and all 
authority and power. 27 For he hath put all things 
under his feet. But when he.saith all things are put 
under hirn^ it ia manifest that he is excepted which did 
put all things under him. 28 And when all things 
shall be subdued unto him, then shall the Son also 
himself b^ subject unto him that put all things under 
him, that God tliay be all in alk* 29 Else what shall 
they do which are baptized for the dead, if the dead 
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rise not at all ? why are they then baptized for the 
dead ? SO And why stand we in jeopardy every hour ? 

35 But some man wil| say» How are the dead raised 
up ? and with what body do they come I 36 Thou 
fool, that which thou sowest is not quickened, except 
it die : 37 And that which thou sowest, thou sowest 
not that body that shall be, but bare grain, it may 
chance of wheat, or of some other grain : 38 But 
God giveth it a body as it hath pleased him, and to 
every seed his own body. 39 All flesh is not the same 
flesh : but there is one kind of flesh of men, another 
flesh of beasts, another of fishes, and another of birds. 
40 2'Aere are also celestial bodies, and bodies terres- 
trial : but the glory of the celestial iV one, and the 
giory of the terrestrial ta another. 

4 1 There ia one glory of the sun, and another glory 
of the moon, and anot)ier glory of the stars : for one 
HidX differeth from another star in glory. 42 So also 
ia the resurrection of the dead. It is sown in corrup- 
tion ; it is raised in incorruption : 43 It is sown in 
dishonour ; it is raised in glory : it is sown in weak- 
ness ; it is raised in power : 44 It is sown a natural 
body ; it is raised a spiritual body. There is a natural 
body, and there is a spiritual body. 47 The first man 
h of the earth, earthy : the second man ia the Lord 
from heaven. 49 And as we have borne the image of 
the earthy, we shall also bear the image of the hea- 
venly. 

5 1 Behold I shew you a mystery ; We shall not all 
sleep, but we shall all be changed, 52 In a moment, 
in the twinkling of an eye, at the last trump : for the , 
trumpet shall sound, and the dead shall be raised in- 
corruptible, and we shall be changed. 54 So when 
this corruptible shall have put on incorruption, and 
this mortal shall have put on immortality, then shall 
be brought to pass the saying that is written. Death is 
swallowed up in victory. 55 O death, where ia thy 
sting? O grave, where ia thy victory ? 56 The sling 
of death /« sin, and the strength of sin ia the law. 
57 But thanks de to God, wliich giveth us the victory, 
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through our Lord Jesus Christ. 58 Therefore, my 
beloved brethren, be ye stedfast, unmoveable, always 
abounding in the worjc of the Lord ; forasmuch as ye 
know that your labour is jiot in vain in the Lord, 
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CHAPTER IV. 
EXHORTATION TO UNITY 'AND HOLINESS. 

I THEREFORE, the prisoner of the Lord, be- 
seech you that ye walk worthy of the vocation where- 
with ye are called, 2 With* all lowliness and meek- 
ness, with long-suffering, forbearing one another in 
love ; 3 Endeavouring to keep the unity of the Spirit 
in the bond of peace. 4 There ia one body, and one 
Spirit, even as ye are called in one hope of your call- 
ing; 5 One Lord, one faith, one baptism, 6 One 
God and Father of all, who is above all, and through 
all, and in you alL 

7 But unto every one of us is given grace according 
to the measure of the gift of Christ. 8 Wherefore he 
saith. When he ascended up on high, he led captivity 
captive, and gave gifts unto men. 11 And he gave 
some, apostles ; and some, prophets^ ; and some, evan- 
gelists ; and some, pastors and teachers ; 12 For the 
perfecting of the saints, for the work of the ministry, 
ior the edifying of the body of Christ : 13 Till wc all 
come in the unity of the faith, and of the knowledge of 
the Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto the measure 
of the stature of the fulness of Christ ; 

14 That we henceforth be no more children tossed 
to and fro, and carried about with every wind of doc- 
trine, hy the sleight of men, and cunning craftiness, 
whereby they lie in wait to deceive ; 15 But apeak- 
. 3Z *- 
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ing the truth in love, may grow up into him m all 
things, which is the head, even Christ: 16 From, 
whom the whole body fitly joined together, and com* 
pacted by that which every joint supplieth, according 
to the effectual working in the measure of every party, 
maketh increase of the body unto the edifying of itself 
in love, 17 This I say therefore, and testify in the 
Lord, that ye henceforth walk, not as other Gentiles 
walk, in the vanity of their mind, 18 Having the un- 
derstanding darkened, being alienated from the life of 
God, through the ignorance that is in them, because of 
the blindness of their heart* 

20 But ye have not so learned Christ ; 2 1 If so be 
that ye have heard him, and. have been taught by him, 
as the truth is in Jesus : 22 That ye put off concern- 
ing the former conversation the old man, which is cor- 
rupt according to the deceitful lusts ; 23 And be re- 
newed in the spirit of your mind : 24 And that ye 
put on the new man, which after God is created in 
righteousness and true holiness. 25 Wherefore, put- 
ting away lying, speak every man truth with his neigh- 
bour : for we are members one of another. 26 Be ye 
angry and sin not : let not the sun go down upon your 
wrath : 27 Neither give place to ttie devil. 

28 Let him that stole, steal no more : but rather let 
him labour, working with hie hands the thing which is 
good, that he may have to give to him that needeth. 
29 Let no corrupt communication proceed out of youir 
mouthy but that which is good to the use of edifyingt 
that it may minister grace unto the hearers. 30 And 
grieve not the Holy Spirit of God, whereby ye are 
sealed unto the day of redemption. 31 Let all bitter- 
. ncss, and wrath, and anger, and clamour, and evil speafe* 
iifg> be put away from you, with all malice : 32 And 
be ye kind one to another, tender-hearted, forgiving 
one another, even as God for Christ's sake hath fcuSp 
given you^ » * 
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CHAPTER T. 

PURITYr 

Be ye therefore followers of God, as dear 
children ; 2 And walk in love, as Christ also hath 
loved us, and hath given himself for us, an offering and 
a sacrifice to God for a sweet-smelling savour. 3 But 
fornication, and all uncleanness, or covetousness, let it 
not be once named among you as becometh ssiints ; 
4 Neither filthiness, nor foolish talking, nor jesting^ 
which are not convenient : but rather giving of thanks.

11 And have no fellowship with the un- 
fruitful works of darkness, but rather reprove them, 
14 Wherefore he saith, Awake thou that sleepest, and 
arise from the dead, and Cbrbt shall give thee light. 

15 See then that ye walk circumspectly, not as fools, 
but as wise, 16 Redeeming the time, because the days 
are eviL M Wherefore, be ye not unwise, but under- 
standing what the will of the Lord is, 1 8 And be not 
drunk, with wine, wherein is excess ; but be filled with 
the Spirit ; 19 Speaking to^ yourselves in psalms and 
hymns and spiritual soifgs, singing and making melody 
in your heart to the Lord ; 20 Giving thanks always 
for all things untOrGod and the Father, in the name of 
our Lord Jesus Christ; 21 Submitting yourselves 
one to another in the fear of God*. 

22 Wives, submit yourselves unto your own hus- 
bands as unto the Lord. 23 For the husband is the 
head of the wife, even as Christ is the head of the 
church :. and he is the saviour^ of the body. 24 Therer

28 So ought men to love their wives as their owtt 
bodies. He that loveth his wife, loveth himself. 29 For 
no man ever yet hated his own flesh ; but nourishetb 
and cherisheth it, even as the Lord the church : SO For 
we are members of his body, of his fleshy and of his 
bones. 31 For this cause shall a man leave his father 
and mother, and shall be joined unto his wife", and they 
two shall be one flesh. 32 This'is a great mystery : but 
I speak concerning Christ and the church. 33 Never- 
theless let every one of you in particular so love his 
wife even as himself; and the wife aee that she reve- 
rence her husband. 

CHAP. VI. 
RELATIVE DUTIES. 

]>^' CHrLDREK, obey your parents in the Lord : 
for this is right 2 Honour thy father and mother^ 
(which is the first command meat with promise,) 
3 That it may be well with thee, and thou mayest live 
Jong on the earth. 4 And^ ye fathers, provoke not 
your children to wrath : but bring them up in the nur- 
ture and admonition of the Lord. 5 Servants, be obe- 
dient to them that are your masters according to the 
flesh, with fear and trembling, in singleness of your 
heart, as unto Christ ; 6 Not with eye-service, as 
men-pleasers, but as the servants of Christ, doing the 
will of God from the heart ; 7 With good will doing 
service, as to the Lord, and not to men ; 8 Knowing 
that whatsoever good thing any man doeth, the same 
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shall he receive of the Lord, whether he be bond of 
free. * . 

9 And ye masters, do the same things unto them^ 
forbearing threatening : knowing that your Master al- 
so is in heaven ; neither is < there respect of persons 
with him.' 10 Finally, nvy brethren, be strong in the 
Lord, and in the power of his might. 1 1 Put on the ^ 
^hole arjnour of God, that ye may be able to stand 
against the wiles of the devil. 12 For we wrestle ndt 
against flesh and blood, bqt against principalities^ 
against powers, against the rulers of the darkness of 
this world, against spiritual wickedness in high filaces-. 
1 o Wherefore take unto you the whole armour of GoJf> 
that ye may be able to withstand in the evil day ; and 
having done all, to stand. 

14 Stand therefore, girt about with truth, and having 
©n the breast-plate of righteousness ; 15 And your 
feet shod with the preparation of the gospel of peace ; 

16 Above all, taking the shield of faith, wherewith ye 
shall be able to quench all the fiery darts of the wicked. 

1 7 And take the helmet of salvation, and the sword 
of the Spirit, which is the word of God : 1 8 Praying 
always with all prayer and supplication in the Spirit> 
and watching thereunto with all perseverance and sup*^ 
plication for all saints. 

19 And for me, that utterance may be given untO/ 
roe, that I may open my mouth boldly, to make known 
the mystery of the gospel, 20 For which I am an 
ambassador in bonds : that therein I may speak bold- 
ly, as I ought to speak. 2 1 But that ye also may know 
my affairs, and how I do, Tychicus, a beloved brother, 
and faithful minister in the Lord, shall make known to 
you all things : 22 Whom I have sent unto you for 
the same purpose, th^t ye might know our affairs, and 
thai he might comfort your hearts. 23 Peace be to the 
brethren, and love with faith from God the Father, and 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 24 Grace be with all them 
that love our Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity. Am^EW

CHATTER I. 

Paul's affection Foa the ch\7R€h. 

Paul and Timotheus^ the servants of Jesus 
Christy to all the saints in Christ Jesus which, are at 
Phiiippi, with the bishops and deacons : ^ Grace be 
unto you, and peace from God our Fathert and yrom 
the Lord Jesus Christ 3 I thank ray God upon-everj 
remembrance of you, 4 (Always in every prayer of 
mine for you all making request with joy,) 5 For 
your fellowship in the gospel from the first day until 
now i 6 Being confident of this very thing, that he 
which hath begun a good work in you, will perform it 
until the day of Jesus Christ. 

7 Even as it is meet for me to think this of you all, 
because I have you in my heart, inasmuch as both in 
my bonds, and in the defence and confirmation of the 
gospel, ye all are partakers of my grace. 8 For God 
is my record, hpw greatly I long after you all in Jesus 
Christ. 9 And this I pray, that your love may abound 
yet more and more in knowledge, and in all judgment ; 
la That ye may approve things that are excellent ; 
that ye maybe sincere, and without offence till the day 
of Christ ; 1 1 Being filled with the fruits of righteous- 
ness, which are by Jesus Christ unto the glory and 
praise of God. 

12 But I would ye should understand, brethren, that 
the things which hafifiened unto me have fallen out ra^ 
ther unto the furtherance of the gospel ; 15 Some in<- 
deed preach Christ even of envy and strife ; and some 
also of good will : 16 The one preach Christ of con- 
tention, not sincerely, supposing to add affliction to 
riky bonds i 17 But the other of love, knowing that I 
am set for the defence of the goq>el. 18 What then ? 
notwithstanding every way, whether in pretence or in 
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truth, Christ is preached ; and I therein do rejoice, yeay 
and will rejoice. 

21 For to me to live is Christ, and to' die is gain« 
32 But if I live in the flesh, this is the fruit of my la* 
hour : yet what I shall choose I wot not. 23 For I am 
in a strait betwixt two, having a desire to depart, and to 
he with Christ ^ which is far better : 24 Nevertheless 
to abide in the flesh is more needful for you. 25 And. 
having this confidence, I know that I shall abide and 
continue with you all for your furtherance and joy of 
laith. 27 Only let your conversation be as it becometh 
the gospel of Christ i that whether I come and see 
you, or else be absent, I may hear of your affairs, that 
ye stand fast in one spirit, with one mind, striving to« 
gether for the faith of the gospel. 

CHAPTER n. 
MUTUAL LOVB AND CONDSSCEKSIOK. 

If there be therefore any consolation in Christ, 
if any comfort of love, if any fellowship of the Spirit, 
if any bowels and mercies, 2 Fulfil ye my joy, that ye 
be like minded, having the same love, being of one ac<^ 
cord, of one mind. 3 Let nothing be done through 
strife, or vain glory, but in lowliness of mind let each 
esteem other better than themselves.^ 4 Look not eve- 
ry man on his own things, but every man also on the 
things of others. 5 Let this mind be in you which was 
also in Christ Jesus : 6 Who being in the form of God, 
thought it not robbery to be equai with God : 7 But 
made himself of no reputation, and took upon him the 
form of a servant, and was made in the likeness of men ; 
8 And being found in fashion as a man, ho humbled 
himself, and became obedient unto death, even the 
death of the cross. 

9 Wherefore God also hath highly exalted him, an4 
given him a name which is^above every name ; 10 That 
at the name of Jesus every knee should bow, oithingM 
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in heaTeO) and tfdnga in earth, and things ^ under the 
earth : 1 1 And that every tongue should confess, that 
Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory of God the Father. 
12 Wherefore, my beloved, as^ye have always obeyed, 
BOt as in my presence only, but now much more in my 
absence ; work out your own salvation with fear and 
trejnbling : 13 For it is God which ivorketh in you^ 
both to will and to do of his good pleasure. 

1 4 Do all things without murmurings and disputings ; ' 
15 That ye may be blameless and harmless, the sons 
of God, without rebuke, in the midst of a crooked and 
perverse nadon, among whom ye shine as lights in the 
world : 1 6 Holding forth the word of life ; that I may 
rejoice in the liay of Christ, that I have not run in vain, 
neither laboured in vam. 1 9 But I ti-ust in the Lord 
Jesus, to send Timotheus shortly unto you, that I also 
may be of good comfort when I know your state. 
20 For I have no man like minded, who will natural- 
ly care for your state. 2 1 For all seek their own, not 
the things which are Jesus Christ^s. 22 But ye know 
the proof of him, that as a son with the father, he hath 
served with me in the gospel. 29 Receive him there- 
fbre in the Lord with all gladness ; and hold such in 
reputation. 

CHAPTER IIL 
ALL THINGS LOSS^ COMPARED WITS CHRIST. 

Finally, my brethren, rejoice in the Lord, 
To write the same things to you, to me indeed is not 
grievous, but for you it is safe. 7 But what things were 
gain to me, those I counted loss for Christ. S Yea 
doubtless, and I count all things but loss for the excel- 
'lency of the knowledge of Christ Jes^us my Lord : for 
whom I have suffered the loss of all things, that I may 
win Christ, 9 And be found in him, not having mine 
own righteousness, which is of the luw, but that which 
is through the faith of Christ, the righteousness which 
is of God by faith : 10 That 1 may Jtnow him, and the 
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power of his resurrection, and the fellowship of his suf- 
ferings, beihg made conformable unto his death ; 1 1 If 
by any means I might attain unto the resamxction of 
<the dead. 

12 Not as^ though I had already attained, either were 
already perfect ; but I follow after, if that I may ap- 
prehend that for which also I am apprehended of Christ 
Jesus. 13 Brethren, I count not myself to have ap- 
prehended : but thi^ one thing I do^ forgetting those' 
things which are behind, and reaching forth unto those' 
things which are before, 14 1 press toward the mark,' 
for the prize of the high calling of God in Christ Jesus. 
18 (For many walk, of whom I have told you often, 
and now tell you even weeping, that they are the ene- 
mies of the cross of Christ : 19 Whose end is destruc- 
tion, nt>hoa€ glory is in their ^ame, who mind earthly 
things.) 20 For our conversation is in heaven ; from 
whence also we look for the Saviour, the Lord Jesiis 
Christ: 21 Who shalL change our vile body, that it 
iilay be fashioned like unto his glorious body, accord- 
ing to the working whereby he is able even to subdue 
all things unto himself.

CHAPTER I. 

CHRIST THE MEDlAfoR. 

Paul, an apostle of Jesus Christ, 2 To the 
saints and faithful brethren in Christ, which are at Co- 
losse : Grace he utito you, and peace from God our 
Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ. 6 We give thanks 
to God and the Father of our Lord JesUs Christ, pray- 
ing always for you. 4 Since we heard of your faith 
in Christ Jesus, and of the love vfhich ye have to all the 
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saintS) S For the hope which is Isud up for yoxi in hea- 
ven, whereof ye heard before in the word, of the truth 
of the gospel ; 6 Which is come unto you, 4s it ia in 
all the world ; and bringeth forth fruit, as it doth also in 
you, since the day ye heard 0/ itj and knew the grace 
of God in truth. 

.9 For this cause we also, since the day we heard i/, 
do not cease to pray for you, and to desire that ye 
might be filled with the knowledge of his will, in all 
wisdom and spiritual understanding ; 10 That ye might 
walk worthy of the Lord unto all pleasing, being fruit- 
ful in every good work, and increasing in the know- 
ledge of God ; 1 1 Strengthened with all might accord- 
ing to bas glorious power, unto all patience and long- 
suffering with joy fulness ; 12 Giving thanks unto the 
Father which hath made us meet to be partakers of the 
inheritance of the saints in light : 1 3 Who hath deliv- 
ered us from the power of darkness, and hath translat- 
ed U9 into the kingdom of his dear Son : 14 In whom 
we have redemptiont hrough his blood, even the for- 
giveness of sins. 

1 5 Who is the image of the invisible God, the first- 
bom of every creature : 16 For by him were all things 
created that are in heaven, and that are in earth, visi- 
ble and invisible, whether they be thrones, or dominions, 
or principalities, or powers : all things were created 
by him, and for him : 1 7 And he is before all things, 
and by him all things consist. 18 And he is the head 
of the body, the church : who is the beginning, the 
first-born from the dead ; that in all things he might 
have the preeminence. 19 For it pleased the Father 
that in him should* all fulness dwell ; 20 And, having 
made peace through the blood of his cross, by him to re- 
concfle all things unto himself ; by him, / «ay, whe- 
ther they be things in earth, or things in heaven. 

2 1 And you that were sometime alienated and ene- 
m-ies in your mind by wicked works, yet now hath he 
reconciled, 22 In the body of his flesh through death, 
to i>res(ent you holy and unblameable and unreproveable 
ill his sight : 23 If ye continue in the faith grounded 
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and settled, and be not moyed away from the hope of the 
gospel, which ye have heard, anc/ which was preached to 
every creature which is under heaven : whiereof IPaul 
am made a minister ; 24 Who now rejoice in my 
.sufferings for you, and fill up that which is behind of 
the afflictions of Christ in my flesh, for his body's sake, 
which is the church. 

25 Whereof I am made a minister according to the 
dispensation of God, which is given to me for you, to 
fulfil the word of God ; 26 E-ven the mystery which 
hath been hid from ages and from generations, but 
now is made manifest to his saints : 27 To whom God 
would make known what is the riches of the glory of 
this mystery among the Gentiles ; which is Christ in 
you, the hope of glory : 28 Whom we preach, warn- 
ing every man, and teaching every man in all wisdom ; 
that we may present every man perfect in Christ Jesus; 
29 Whereunto I also labour, striving according to his 
working, which worketh in me mightily. 

CHAPTER HI. 

/ TEMPERANCE AND CHARITY. ) 

If ye then be risen with Christ, seek thosethiogs 
which are ^bove, where Christ sitteth on the right hand 
of God. 2 Set your affection on things above, not on 
things on the earth. 4 When Christ, ivho is our life, 
shall appear, then shall ye also appear with him in 
glory. 5 Mortify therefore your members which are 
upon the earth ; uncleanness, andcovetousness, which is 
idolatry : 6 For which things' sake the wrath of God 
cometh on the children of disobedience : 7 In the 
which ye also walked sometime, when ye lived ip them. 
8 But now ye also put off all these ; anger, wrath, 
malice, blasphemy, filthy communication out of your 
mouth. 12 Futon therefore, as the elect of God, holy 
and beloved, bowels of mercies, kindness, Jiumblcness 
of mind, meekness, longrsuffering ; 13 Fort)earing one 
another, and forgiving one another, if any man have a 
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quarrel against any : even as Christ forgave you, s«. 
also do ye. 14 And above all these things, put on 
charity, which is the bond of perfectness. 1 5 And let 
the peace of God rule in your hearts, ta the which al- 
so ye are called in one body ; and be ye thank/ul.. 

1 6 Let the word of Christ dwell in you richly in all' 
wisdom ; teaching and admonishing one another in 
psalms and hymns and spiritual songs, singing with 
^race in your hearts to the Lord. 17 And whatsoever 
ye do in word or deed, do all in the name of the Lord 
Jesus, giving thanks to God and the Father by him. 
1 8 Wives, submit yourselves unto your own husbands, as 
it is fit in the Lord. 1 9 Husbands, love your y/iyes, and be 
not bitter against them. 30 Children, obey your parents 
in all things : for this is well pleasing unto the Lord. 

21 Fathers, provoke not your children to anger ^ lest 
Ihey be. discouraged. 22 Servants, obey in all things 
ijour masters, according to the flesh : not with eye-ser- 
vice, as men-pleasers, but in singleness of heart, fear- 
ing God : 23 And whatsoever ye do, do it heartily, as 
to the Lord, and not unto men ; 24 Knowing that of 
ihc Lord ye shall receive the reward of the inheritance i 
for ye serve the Lord Christ. 25 But he that doeth 
wrong shall receive for the wrong whic|i he hath done ? 
und there is no respect of persons. 



FROM PAUL TO THE THESSALONIANS. L 
CUAPTEU II. 
PAUl/s ZEAL AND FIDELITY. ^ 

For yourselves, brethren, know our entrance in 
unto you, that it was not in vain : 3 For our exhorta- 
lioii was not of deceit, nor in guile : 4 But as we were 
allowed of God to be put in trust with the gospel, even 
so we speak, not as pleasing men, but God, which 
trieih our hearts. 5 For neither at any tiii^e used w^ 
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flattering words, as ye know, nor a cloke of covetous- 
ness ; God ia witness : 6 Nor of men sought we 
glory, neither of you, nor yet of others. 

7 But we were gentle among you, even as a nurse 
cherisheth her children : 8 So being affectionately 
desirous of you, we were willing to have imparted unto 
you, not the gospel of God only, but also our own souls, 
because ye were dear unto us. 9 For ye remember, 
brethren, our labour and travail. For labouring night 
and day, because we would not be chargeable unto any 
of you, we preached unto you the gospel of God. 
10 Ye are witnesses, and God a/so, how holily and 
justly, and unblameably we behaved ourselves among 
youthat believe. 

11 As ye know how we exhorted and comforted and 
charged every one of you, as a father doth his children-, 
12 That ye would walk worthy of God, who hath 
called you unto his kingdom and glory. 13 For this 
cause also thank we God' without ceasing^ because, 
when ye received the word of God which ye hpard of 
ns, ye received it not as the word of men, but (as it is 
in truth) the word of God, which effectually worketh 
also in you that believe-. 14 For ye, brethren, became 
followers of tfce churches of God, which in Judea ai'e 
in Christ Jesus : for ye also have suffered like things 
of your own con try men, even as- they have of the Jews: 

15 Who both killed the Lord Jesus, and their ^n 
prophets, and have persecuted us;, and they please not 
God, and are contrary to all men : 1 6 Forbidding lis 
to speak to the Gentiles that they might be saved, to 
fill up their sins alway. For the wrath is come upon 
them to the uttermost. 17 But we, brethren, being 
taken from you for a short time in. presence, not in 
heart, endeavoured the more abundantly- to see your 
face with great desire. 18 Wherefore we would have, 
come unto you, even I Paul, once and again ; but Satau 
hindered us. 19 For what is our hope, or joy, or crown 
of rejoicing? are not even ye in the presence of our 
Lord Jesus Christ at his coming I 2Q For ye are oui- 
glory and joy.

eiiaiST's S£COND COMING. 

Furthermore, then, we beseech you, bre- 
thren, and exhort you by the Lord Jesus, that as ye 
have received of us how ye ought to walk^ and to please 
God, 80 ye would ubound more and more. 13 But I 
would not have you to be ignorant, brethren, concern- - 
ing them which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, even as 
others which have no hope. 14 For if we believe that 
Jesus died> and rose again, even so them also which 
sleep in Jesus will God bring with him. 15 For this 
we say unto you by the word of the Lord, that we which 
are alive, and remain unto the coming of the Lord, 
shall not prevent them v4iich are asleep.

• CHAPTER V.

SvT of the times and the seasons, brethren, ye 
have no need that I write unto you. 3 For when tbe^ 
shall ^ay. Peace and safety, then sudden destructiotv 
Cometh upon them, and they shall not escape. 4 But 
ye, brethren, are not in darkness, that that day should, 
overtake you as a thief. 5 Ye are atl the children of 
light, and the children of the day : we are not of the 
night, nor of darkness. 6 Therefore let. us not sleep 
as do others ; but let us watch and be sober.

15 See that none 
render evil for evil unto any man ; but ever follow that 
which is good> both among yourselves, and to all men. 
16 Rejoice evermore. 17 Pray without ceasing. 18 In 
every thing give thanks : for this is the will of God in 
Christ Jesus, concerning you. 19 Quench not the Spi- 
rit. 20 Despise not prophecyings. 21 Prove all things ; 
hold fast that which is good. 23 Abstain from all ap- 
pearance of evil. 

23 And the very G^d of peace sanctify you wholly 4 
and I firay God your whole spirit and soul and body be 
preserved blameless unto the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 24 Faithful ia he that calleth you, who also will 
do it. 25 Brethren, pray for us. 26 Greet all the breth- 
ren with an holy kiss. 27 1 charge you by the Lord that 
this epistle be read unto all the holy brethren. 28 The 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ 6e>wlth you. Amem

-10 And, Thou, Lord, in the beginning hast laid the 
foundation of the earth : and the 4ieavens are the works 
of thine hands. 1 1 They shall perish : but thou r«- 
mainest : and they all shall wax old as doth a garment ; 
12 And as a ve%(ure shalt thou fold them up, and they 
shall be changed : but thou art the same, atid thy years 
shall not fail.

8PLS90ID EXAMPLES OV FAITH:. 

Now faith is the substance of things hoped for^ 
the evidence of things not seen. 3 For by it the elders 
obtained a good report. 3 Throngh fakh we understand 
that the worlds were framed by the word of God, so that 
things which are seen were not made of things which do 
appear.^ 4 By &ith Abel offered unto God a more excel- 
lent sacrifice tlian Cain, by which he obtained witness 
that be was righteous, God testifying of his gifts : and 
by it he being deacT, yet speaketh. 5 By faith Enoch 
was translated, that he should not see death ; and was not 
found, because God had translated him : for before his 
translation he had this testimony, that he pl«ised God. 

6 But without faith U is impossible to please Mm. For 
he that cometh to God must believe that he is, and that 
he is a reWarder of them that diligently seek him. 7 By 
£dth Noah, being warned of God of thiags not seen as yet, 
moved with fear, prepared an ark to the saving of his 
house ; by the which he condemned the world, and be- 
came heir of the righteousness which is by faith. 8 By 
faith Abraham, when he was called to go out into a place 
which he should after receive for an inheritance, <^eyed ; 
and he went out, not knowing whither he went. 9 15y 
faith he sojourned in the land of promise as m a strange 
country, dwelling in tabernacles with Isaac and Jacob, the 
heirs with him of the same promise : .10 For he looked 
for a city which hath foundations, whose builder and maker 
is God. 

1 1 Through faith also Sara herself received a child 
when she was past age, because she judged him faithful 
who had promised. 13 These all died in faith, not hav- 
ing 'received the promises, but having seen them afar o% 
and were ^persuaded of them^ and embraced themj and 
confessed Ihlit they were strangers and pilgrims on the 
earth. 17 By faith Abrahant, when he was tried, offered 
up Isaac : and he that had^*c'eived the promises offered 
tip his only .begotten son. 1^ Of whom it was said, That 
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in Isaac shall thy seed be, called : 19 Accounting that 
God was able to raise him up even from the dead ; from 
whence also he received him in a figure. 

20 By faith Isaac blessed Jacob and Esau concerning 
things to come. 21 By faith Jacob, when he was a dy- 
ing, blessed both the sons of Joseph ; ami worshipped, 
leaning upon the top of his staff. 22 By f^ith Joseph, 
when he died, made mention of the departing of the 
children ofTsrael ; and gave commandment concemiiig his 
bones. 23 ByfaithMoses,whenhe was bom, was hid three 
months of his parents, because they saw he was a proper 
child : and they were not afraid of the king's command- 
ment. 24 By faith Moses, when he was come to years, 
refused to be called the son of Pharaoh's daughter; 

25 Choosing rather to suffer afitiction with the people of 
God, than to enjoy the pleasures oisin for a season; 

26 Esteeming the reproach of Christ greater riches than 
the treasures in Egypt: for he had respect unto the re- 
compense of the reward. 

27; By faith he forsook Egypt, not fearing the wrath of 
the king : for he endured as seeing him who is invisible. 
28 Through faith he kept the passover and the sprink- 
ling of blood, lest he that destroyed the first-born should 
touch them. 29 By faith they passed through the Red- 
sea as-by dry land : which the Egyptians assaying to do 
-were drowned. 30 By faith the walls of Jericho fell 
down, after they were compassed about seven days. 3 1 By 
faith the harlot Rahab perished not with them that be- 
lieved not, when she had received the spies with peace. 

32 And What shall I more say ? for the time would 
fail me to tell of Gedeon, and of Barak, and of Samson, 
and of Jephthae ; of David also, and Samuel, and of the 
prophets : 33 Who through fai^i subdued kingdoms, 
-wrought righteousness, obtained promises, stopped the 
mouths of lions, 34 Quenched the violence of fire, 
escaped the edge of the sword, out of weakness were 
made strong, waxed valiant in fight, turned to flight the 
armies of the aliens* 35 Wojnen received their dead 
raised to life again : and others were tortured, not ac- 
cepting deliverance^ that they might obtain a better re- 
surfeqtioTl. 
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36 And othen hid trial of erud mockioga and scourg" 
ii^Sv yea, moreover of bonds and impif sonment : 37 They 
were stoned, they were sawn asunder, were tempted, 
were slain with the sword : they wandered about in sheep- 
skins and goat-skins ; being destitute, i^cted, tormented ; 
38 (Of whom the world was not worthy) they wandered in 
deserts, and m mountains, and in dens and caves of the 
earth. 39 And these all having obtained a good report, 
through faith, received not the promise : ^0 God having 
provided some better thing for us, that they without us 
should not be made perfect. 

CHAPTER Xlt 

SIKAl AND ZION CONTRASTED. 

AVhkrefore, seeing we also are compassed 
about with so great a cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside 
every weight, and the sin which doth so easily beset u«^ 
and let us run with patience the race that is set before us, 
2 Looking unto Jesus the author and finisher of our 
faith ; who, for the joy that was set before him, endured 
the cross, despising the shame, and is set down at the 
right hand of the throne of God. 3 For consider him that 
endured such contradiction of sinners against himself j 
lest ye be wearied and faint in your minds. 6 For whom 
the Lord lovetb he chasteneth, and scourgeth every son 
whom he receiveth, 11 Now no chastening for the 
present seemeth to be joyous, but grievous ; Neverthe- 
less afterward it yieideth the peaceable fruit of righteoas- 
. ness unto them which are exercised thereby. , 

] 8 For ye are not come unto the mount that might be 
touched, aifd that burned with fire, nor unto blackness, 
and darkness, and tempest, 1 9 And the sound of a 
trumpet, and the voice of words ; which voice they that 
heard, entreated that the word should not be spoken to 
them any more : 2 1 And so terrible was the sight, that 
Moses said, I exceedingly fear and quake. 

22 But ye are come unto mount Sion, and unto the city 
of the living God, the heavenly Jerusalem, and to an inu- 
merable company of angels, 23 To the general assemblv 
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and church of the first-born which are written in heaven, 
and to God the Judge of all, and to the spirits of just men 
made perfect, 24 And to Jesus the mediator of the new 
covenant, and to the blood of sprinkling, that speaketh 
better things than that of Abel. 25 See that ye refuse 
not him that speaketh. For if they escaped not, who 
refused him that spake on earth, much more shall not we 
cscaficy if we turn away from him that sfieaketh from 
heaven : 26 Whose voice then shook the earth : but 
now he hath promised, saying. Yet once more I shake 
not the earth only, but also heaven.

^^ ^'HE END OF THE WORLD.; 

5 By the word of God the heavens were of old, 
and the earth standioe dut of the water, and in the 
water : % Whereby tne world that then was, being 
overflowed with water, perished : 7 But the heavens 
and the earth, which are now, by the same word are 
kept in store, reserved unto fire against the day of 
judgment, and perdition of ungodly men. 8 ,But, be- 
loved, be not ignorant of this one thing, that one day 
ia with the Lord as a thousand years, and a thousand 
years as one day. 9 The Lord is not slack concern- 
ing his promise, as some men count slackness ; but is 
long-suffering to usvyard, not willing that any should 
perish^ but that all should come to repentance. 

10 But the day of the Lord will come as a thief in 
the night ; in the which the heavenr* shall pass away 
with a great noise, and the elements shall melt with fer- 
vent heat, the earth also and the works that are therein 
shall be burned up. 11 Seeing then that all these 
things shall be dissolved, what manner of fieraon* 
ought ye to be in all holy conversation and godliness, 
12 Looking for and hasting unto the coming of the 
39 
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day of Cod, wherein the heavens being on fire shall be 
dissolved, and the elements shall melt with fervent 
heat ? 13 Nevertheless we, according to his promise, 
look for new heavens and a new earth, wherein dwell- 

eth righteousness. - ■'^'^Clir""'"** 

14 Wherefore, bel6vecr,*s^eingtTRit ye look for such 
things, be diligent that ye may be found of him in 
peace, without spot, and blameless. 15 And account 
that the long-suffering of our Lord U salvation ; even 
as our beloved brother Paul also, according to the wis- 
dom given unto him, hath written unto you : 16 As 
also in all his epistles speaking in them of these things; 
in which are some things hard to be understood ; which 
they that are unlearned and unstable wrest, as they do 
also the other scriptures, unto their own destruction. 

17 Ye therefore, beloved, seeing ye know Me»e things 
before, beware lest ye also, being led away with the 
error of the wicked, fall from your own stedfastness. 

18 But grow in grace, and in. the knowledge of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, .To him be glory 
bot^ now and for ever. Amei^ 



FROM JOHN L • 
CHAPTER III. 
HOPE IN CHRIST PURIFIES US. 

Cehold, what manner of love the Father hath 
bestowed upon us, that we should be called the sons 
of God : therefore the world knoweth us not, because 
it knew him not. 2 Beloved, now are we the sons of 
God, and it doth not yet appear what we ^all be ; but 
we know that, when lie shall appear, we shall be like 
him : for we shall see him as he is. 3 And every man 
that hath this hope in him purlfieth himself, even as he 
is pure. 6 Whosoever abideth in him sinneth not : 
whosoever sinneth hath not seen him, neither known 
him. 
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7 Little children, let no man deceive you. He that 
doeth righteousness is, righteous, even as he is righ- 
teous. B He that committeth sin is of the devil ; for 
the devil sinneth frojgn the beginning. For this purpose 
the Son of God was manifested, that he might destroy 
the works of the devil. 10 In this the children of God 
are manifest) and the children of the devil : whoso- 
ever doeth not righteousness is not of God, neither he 
that loTeth not his brother. 12 Not as Cain, ivho was 
of that wicked one, and slew his brother. And where- 
fore slew he him ? Because his own works were evil, 
and his brother's righteous. lA We know that -we 
have passed fuom death unto liie, because we love the 
brethren. He that loveth not hU brother, abideth in 
death. 16 Hereby perceive we the love of God, because 
he laid down his life for us : and we ought to lay down 
owr lives for the brethren. 

17 But whoso hath this world's good, and seeth his 
brother have need, and shutteth up his bowels of com' 
jiasaion from him, how "dwelle^h the love of God in 
him? 20 if CUP heart condemn us, God is greater 
than our heart, and knoweth all things. *21 Beloved, if 
our heart condemn us not, then have we confidence to- 
ward God. .22 And whatsoever we ask, we receive of 
him, because we keep his commandments, and do those 
things that are pleasing in his sight. 23 And this is his 
commandment, That we should believe oi the name of 
his Son Jesus Christ, and love one another, as he gave 
us commandment. 24 And he that keepeth his com- 
mandments, dwelleth in him, and lie in him. And 
hereby we know that he abi leth in us, by the Spirit 
which he hath given us. 



FROM JUDE. 

EXHORTATION TO CONSTANCY. 

JuDE, the servant of Jesus Christ, and brother 
of Jamcs; to them that are sanctified by God the Fath- 
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er and preserved in Jesus Christ, and called : 2 . Mer- 
cy unto you, and peace and love be multiplied. 3 Be- 
loved, earnestly contend for the faith which was once 
delivered unto the saints. 4 For there are certain men 
crept in unawares, denying the only Lord God, and 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 5 I will therefore put you in 
remembrance, though ye once knew this, how that the 
Lord having saved the people out of the land of Egypt, 
afterward destroyed them that believed not. 6 And the 
angels which kept not their first estate, but left their 
own habitation, he hath reserved in everlasting chains 
under darkness, unto the judgment of the great day. 

7 Even as Sodom and Goniorrha, and the cities about 
tliem in like manner, are set forth for an example, suf- 
fering the vengeance of eternal fire. 1 4 And Enoch also, 
the seventh from Adam, prophesied of these, saying, 
Behold, the Lord cometh with ten thousand of his saints, 
15 To execute judgment upon all, and to convince all 
that are ungodly aniongthem,of all thelrungodly deeds 
which they have ungodly committed, and of ail their hard 
sfieeches^ which ungodly shiners have spoken against 
him. 17 But, beloved, remember ye the words which 
were spoken before of the apostles of our lord Jesus 
Christ ; 18 How that they told you there should be 
mockers in the last time, who should walk after their 
own ungodly lusts, 

19 These be they who separate themselves, sensual, 
having not the Spirit. 20 But ye, beloved, building 
up yourselves on your most holy faith, praying in the 
Holy Ghost, 2 1 Keep yourselves in the love of Gadj 
looking for the mercy of our Lord Jesus Christ unto 
eternal life. 24 Now unto him that is able to keep 
you from falling, and to present t/ow faultless before the 
j^resence of his glory with exceeding joy, 25 -To the 
only wise Goi our Saviour, be glory and majesty, do- 
minion and power, both now and ever. Amen.
